The B.C. Liquor Control Branch said it doesn’t 
know where the bottles are because they are sent back 
to the breweries as soon as they are collected from 
bottle depots and liquor stores. 

Rain at last 
and chains 
on Malahat 


Winter officially arrived 
Saturday in a blustery rain¬ 
storm that brought snow to 
higher elevations and Col- 
wood RCMP declared chains 
or adequate snow tires would 
be mandatory until further 
notice on the Malahat. 

Although last month was 
one of the driest Novembers 
on record, December blew in 
with snow and heavy rain 
Saturday. 

Rainfall to Nov. 29 at Vic¬ 
toria International Airport 
was a 33.6 millimetres, while 
at 10 p.m. Saturday, Decem¬ 
ber rainfall was 25.1 mm. 
Rain was still falling steadi¬ 
ly today. 

RCMP put up the winter's 
first roadblocks at both ends 
of the Malahat Drive late 
Saturday afternoon, and 
turned away drivers unless 
they had chains or good snow 
tires for several hours. The 
snow later turned to slush. 

For people living near the 
clouds, the first real snow¬ 
fall of the season was greet¬ 
ed with delight by young¬ 
sters. 

More unsettled weather is 
likely until at least Thursday 
as a broad westerly flow of 
moist Pacific air is abetted 
by a low centre offshore. 

Police had reports of base¬ 
ments being flooded in Saan¬ 
ich. Central Saanich and 
Col wood. 

Meanwhile, storm drains 


backed up on many roads, 
and some vehicles stalled 
with soaked ignition sys¬ 
tems. 

Victoria police called out 
works crews to clear drains 
in the Hillside-Doncaster 
area, where minor flooding 
occurred on the pavement. 

Parts of the Pat Bay High¬ 
way in Saanich were also 
covered by a few centi¬ 
metres of water owing to 
drain backups, causing vehi¬ 
cles to leave rooster-tail 
wakes as they sped through 
flooded patches. 

Saanich fire department 
reported at 'least 20 com¬ 
plaints of flooded base¬ 
ments. One woman on Free¬ 
man Road had three feet 
of water in her carport. Dis¬ 
tress calls were relayed to 
Saanich works crews. 

Poor visibility accompan¬ 
ying the rain caused many 
minor accidents, including a 
three-vehicle collision at Pat 
Bay Highway and East 
Saanich and an injury acci¬ 
dent in Oak Bay (See Page 
17.) 

Today should be mainly 
cloudy with a few showers, 
with highs around 7 degrees 
Celsius and lows 1 to 3.

Officials at the scene 
said the fuel was a gaso¬ 
line product that got into 
the water when Amerada 
Hess Corp. terminal em¬ 
ployees flushed the com¬ 
pany’s nearby storage 
tank. 


Energy bank 
gets a ‘go’ 
from Clark 


QUEBEC (CP) — The fed¬ 
eral government has defini- 

* i decided to go ahead with 
ns to create a national 
energy bank to finance new 
energy projects, Prime Min¬ 
ister Clark said Saturday. 

Clark had first proposed 
creation of such a bank at a 
federal-provincial energy 
conference three weeks ago 
but had not indicated since 
then if the government 
would implement the sug¬ 
gestion. 

There appeared to be no 
doubt in Clark's mind Satur¬ 
day during an address to 
about 1,000 persons at a 
weekend convention of the 
Conservatives’ Quebec 
wing. 

Deposits to the bank will 
come from a new tax to be 
levied on increased oil and 
natural gas, but the exact 
nature of that tax is still 
being negotiated with Alber¬ 


ta Premier Peter Lough- 
eed. 

The bank's funds will be 
used to finance energy pro¬ 
jects of the federal govern¬ 
ment and of participating 
provincial governments. 
Private companies and 
crown corporations would be 
able to borrow from the bank 
to finance energy projects. 

When Clark first proposed 
creation of the bank, some 
provinces, notably Quebec 
and Saskatchewan, ex¬ 
pressed some reservations 
but not outright opposition. 
The two provinces were wor¬ 
ried-that the federal govern¬ 
ment would be dictating its 
priorities to the provinces in 
the energy sector. 

In his Saturday night ad¬ 
dress, Clark said the bank 
would serve as a. bridge be- 
tweeh the government and 
the private sector.

A chorus of nations from 
the West, the East, the non- 
aligned movement and the 
Moslem world called Satur¬ 
day night for the release of 
the 50 Americans held hos¬ 
tage for four weeks in the 
U.S. embassy in Tehran. 

As delegate after delegate 
at an emergency UN Secur¬ 
ity Council meeting cited the 
importance of respecting in¬ 
ternational law on protection 
of diplomats, U.S. Ambassa¬ 
dor Donald McHenry told the 
council America’s demand 
for the release of the hos¬ 
tages was "not negotiable." 

"The United States insists 
that its diplomatic personnel 
be released and its diplo¬ 
matic premises restored,” 
McHenry said. 

Several delegates ex¬ 
pressed regrets at the ab¬ 
sence of Iran, which boycot¬ 
ted the meeting and charged 
the council was tilted in 
favor of the United States. 

Iran also rejected In ad¬ 
vance any resolution that 
would call upon it to release 
the hostages while not con¬ 
sidering its demand for the 
extradition of deposed Shah 
Mohammed Reza Pahlavi 
from the United States. 

The session was scheduled 
to resume later today. 

The debate, which could 
last until Monday, was ex¬ 
pected to result in a resolu¬ 
tion calling on Iran to release 
the 50 Americans held hos¬ 
tage for four weeks at the 
U.S. embassy in Tehran. 

McHenry did not ask for 
any specific UN action dur¬ 
ing his sppeh. American of¬ 
ficials said earlier the reso¬ 
lution calling for the release 
of the hostages would be in- 


Yellow subbers surface in hot water 


SEATTLE (UPI) — Bearded James 
Ringrose and seven-year-old Nicole Row- 
ley were returned safe and sound Saturday 
after being lost at sea in a homemade 
yellow submarine for 20 days. 

"Hi baby!" shouted Nicole’s mother 
who burst into tears and gave the girl a hug 
as she was carried ashore from a coast 
guard launch. 

A grinning Ringrose looked on awk¬ 
wardly, his knit watch cap pushed back on 
his head. 

"It started out like a cakewalk," Rin¬ 
grose, 37, said, describing the sunshine- 
filled day on Nov. 10 when he left Depoe 
Bay, Ore., with the girl to search for an 
experimental buoy anchored within sight 
of the shore. 

They were "just offshore," on the sur¬ 


face, when a wave washed over the open' 
hatch of the 17-foot sub and knocked out Its 
power, Ringrose said. 

"We were drifting within sight of land 
all day," he added, "but-no boats came 
by. The next day a storm blew us 60 miles 
out." 

A week later, floating like a partially 
submerged log, they came within sight of 
the forested coastline off Tillamook, Ore., 
and “we thought we had it made," he said. 
"But the wind came up and blew us back 
out to sea," 

As Ringrose and Nicole drifted, they 
munched on cookies and rations stored 
aboard the sub along with five gallons of 
fresh water. They sang Yellow Submarine 
and watched the fish through the portholes 
to keep up their spirits. 


Ringrose, an adventurer reported to 
have once been on the FBI’s most-wanted 
list, and Nicole, daughter of Ringrose's 
girlfriend, were finally spotted Friday 
night by the freighter Chavez. By then they 
were 50 kilometres west of Cape Disap¬ 
pointment, off the mouth of the Columbia 
River. 

"We were asleep when we heard the 
prop wash,” as the boat passed within 100 
feet of the submarine, said Ringrose. "I 
went topside and flashed an SOS” The 
Panamanian-registered freighter, carry¬ 
ing gypsum from Mexico to Seattle, turned 
back and hooked a line to ljttle craft. 

.Ringrose and the girl,were taken 
aboard. The sub, with its hatch left open, 
sank as waves washed over it, authorities 

said.

Troyanovsky delivered a 
low-key speech that avoided 
the charges of a growing 
U.S. military threat to the 
Persian Gulf region that 
have characterized official 
Soviet press accounts of the 
crisis. 

He called on the United 
States and Tehran to use 
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But the reunion between Nicole and her 
mother was expected to be brief.

Rocket car burnout 
puts off record run 

ROGERS LAKE, Calif. (Reuter) — Stuntman Stan 
Barrett was thrown off course at 874 kilometres an hour 
Saturday when the exhaust system burned out on his 48,000- 
horsepower rocket vehicle, a track official said. 

Barrett. 36, had hoped to try today to become the first 
man to break the sound barrier on land—at a speed of about 
1,200 kmh—but the exhaust problem has caused a delay. 
Barrett and the car were unharmed. , 

The official said Barrett reached 874 kmh in an attempt 
to reach a speed of 1,110 kmh Saturday when the exhaust 
system burned out, spewing pieces of twisted metal offer the 
course marked out across a a dry lake bed. Part of the 
exhaust fell off and the vehicle swerved off course.

At the same time, new 
signs appeared of divisions 
on the Iranian side in the 
confrontation. 


The embassy militants 
countermanded a decision 
by acting Foreign Minister 
Sadegh Ghotbzadeh to free 
three senior U.S. diplomats 
who have been at the foreign 
ministry. 

In a more surprising de¬ 
velopment, the foreign min¬ 
ister's more moderate pre¬ 
decessor, Abolhassan Bani- 
Sadr. was quoted as accus¬ 
ing Khomeini and Ghotbza¬ 
deh of having undermined 
efforts at negotiation. 

"The point really is we 
adopted a policy that led to 
deadlock," Bani-Sadr was 
quoted as saying in an inter¬ 
view published by the after¬ 
noon Tehran newspaper Ef- 
telaat. 

He accused Ghotbzadeh of 
spreading false propaganda 
and slandering the UN Se¬ 
curity Council and added 
that Khomeini's hardline de¬ 
mand for the extradition of 
the ousted Shah Mohammad 
Reza Pahlavi in exchange 
for the hostages “is not 
something that would be 
fruitful."

Hundreds of millions 
bled off by oil firms 


TORONTO (CP) — Hun¬ 
dreds of millions of dollars 
have been bled out of Canada 
by a few multinational oil 
companies at a time when 
the industries were calling 
for higher oil prices to fi¬ 
nance exploration in Can¬ 
ada, a CBC news report said 
Friday. 

The National newscast, 
quoting a government re¬ 
port, said the money in¬ 
volved amounted to more 
than $300 million and the 
companies involved includ 
ed Texaco Canada Inc. and 
Amoco Canada Petroleum 
Company Ltd.. 

Texaco sent $174 million 
from its Toronto headquar¬ 
ters to its American parent 
in one transfer, the CBC 
said. Most of the money went 
via Bermuda to Texaco Inc. 
in New York through a series 
of loans, purchases and 
leases. 

Amoco, one of Canada's 
biggest producers, which is 
wholly, .owned by Standard 
Oil of Indiana, paid Standard 
$130 million in a share trans¬ 
fer. To do that, it had to 


borrow $100 million in Can¬ 
ada, the report said. 

The effect was that the 
American company got $130 
million in cash which was 
borrowed from Canadians 
and would be paid off by 
Canadians, the report said. 

The moves were legal but 


had angered the federal gov¬ 
ernment, the report said. 

The CBC said Energy Min¬ 
ister Ray Hnatyshyn would 
be calling on a number of 
multinationals this-week to 
explain why such large 
amounts of money were 
leaving the country.

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portunity. a tangible oppor¬ 
tunity, to increase Canadian 
participation in the develop¬ 
ment of Canadian energy re¬ 
sources." 

The bank could be used to 
finance extension of an oil 
pipeline from Montreal to 
Quebec City and the Mari¬ 
time provinces, he said. 

As well, crown corpora¬ 
tions such as Hydro-Quebec 
could borrow funds tp devel¬ 
op Quebec's hydro-electric 
power generating potential. 

The bank and the new pro¬ 
jects it would finance are 
key to the federal govern¬ 
ment's goal of achieving en¬ 
ergy self-sufficiency for 


Canada by 1990. 

Clark received his biggest 
applause Saturday night 
when he briefly discussed 
the Quebec government 
referendum on sovereignty- 
association to be held next 
spring. 

He defended his intentions 
to keep a low profile during 
the referendum campaign 
but urged party militants to 
fight for federalism. 

"It's not the political par¬ 
ties that will win the referen¬ 
dum. It's you, the citizens of 
Quebec, who will decide the 
question." 

., Although the weekend con¬ 
vention was billed as the 
Quebec Tories' annual meet¬

(ABC-TV’s John Scali, 
who used to be an ambassa¬ 
dor himself, said Saturday 
that “SRF" means "special 
reporting facility" and that 
every U.S. embassy has 
one.) 

The militants said both 
men were among their hos¬ 
tages and that Daugherty 
had confessed to being a CIA 
agent. Kalp had not yet been 
asked, they said. 

Students said t-hfeTtelex 
message, allegedly from 
Charge d'Affaires L. Bruce 
Laingen, one of the three 
senior diplomats being held 
separately at the foreign 
ministry, agreed to the sta¬ 
tioning of Kalp and Daugh¬ 
erty in Tehran, "as as¬ 
signed." 

In the message as dis¬ 
played, Laingen is purported 
to have Insisted that because 
of the “great sensitivity lo¬ 
cally to any hint of CIA activ¬ 
ity, it is of the highest impor¬ 
tance that the cover be the 
best we can come up with.” 

It is common practice for 
major countries to use some 
diplomatic positions as 
covers for spies. Iranians, 
recalling CIA involvement in 
the shah's restoration to the 
throne in 1953, are particu¬ 
larly sensitive to any CIA 
activities. 

Earlier Saturday, the mili¬ 
tants contradicted the for¬ 
eign minister's Friday an¬ 
nouncement that Laingen 
and the two other top envoys 
were free to leave. 

The students said the three 
were spies and must be held 
in Iran and face trial. Ghotb¬

the hole in his heart which 
was slowly killing him. 

On the operating table, his 
tiny body was white as snow 
and cold as ice. 

THE DOCTORS were 
using the profound hypoth¬ 
ermia technique, chilling the 
body to less than 20 degrees 
Celsius, an operative method 
available in Edmonton for 
only a year. 

Bathed in light. Dr. Robert 
Fortune, two other doctors 
and a nurse worked quickly 
and efficiently against time. 
Too long without blood and 
oxygen could damage the 
brain. 

Finally, the patch in place 
and the outer heart wall 
closed, heart-lung machine 
technician Danny Johnston 
began pumping warmed 
blood back to William. 

THE MIRACLE of life 
began almost immediately. 
Still chilled to 18 degrees, the 
first flow of blood passed 
into the aorta and to the 
body, back to the right side 
of the heart and through the 
heart-lung machine. 

The stilled heart quivered 
and began to beat. The tem¬ 
perature rose and the heart 
was beating strongly a few 
minutes later. There were 
smiles all around. 

Four hours earlier, Wil¬ 
liam Thomas had been 
wheeled into the operating 
theatre at the University of 
Alberta Hospital. He had 


been born eight months ear¬ 
lier with a congenital heart 
defect and his parents knew 
almost from the beginning 
that an operation was in 
their son’s future. 

HE HAD ONE of the most 
common infant heart prob¬ 
lems—a ventricular septal 
defect, usually known sim¬ 
ply as a hole In the heart. 

In William’s case, some of 
the oxygenated red blood 
normally pumped out from 
the left ventricle to the aorta 
was escaping back into the 
right ventricle through a 
hole in the septum, the wall 
separating both halves of the 
heart. 

• 

There, it mixed with the 
blue blood on its way to the 
lungs, dangerously increas¬ 
ing the pressure on the pul- 
monary artery. If un¬ 
checked, this would cause 
irreversible damage to the 
blood vessels in the lungs. 

“LUNG DAMAGE is the 
biggest concern," said For¬ 
tune. “William had a threc¬ 
to-one shunt, which means 
the flow to his lungs was 
three times normal." 

It is a progressive problem 
and within two years, lung 
damage would make the 
ventricular septal defect in¬ 
operable and guarantee 
death. 

Pediatric cardiologist Dr. 


Neil Duncan made the pre¬ 
liminary diagnosis and did 
the exploratory work with a 
tube (cardiac catheter) 
pushed up the main vein into 
the heart to measure pres¬ 
sures in the heart cham¬ 
bers. 

A RADIO-OPAQUE dye 

was injected and its move¬ 
ments recorded by x-ray to 
produce a rapid series of 
shots almost like a movie. 

Duncan, in consultation 


with cardiac radiologist Dr. 
Gerry Stevens, analysed the 
cardiac catheter data and 
determined the exact site of 
the hole. Fortune decided an 
operation was essential. 

In a desperate life-or- 
death situation last Novem¬ 
ber, Fortune first used the 
profound-hypothermia tech¬ 
nique in a more complicated 
heart operation—transpose 
tion of the main vessels—pn 
an infant less than 10 days 
old.

Vietnam 
poised 
to attack 

BANGKOK (AP) — Mili¬ 
tary analysts say Vietnam¬ 
ese forces now being posi¬ 
tioned in western Cambodia 
may soon launch an all-out 
drive that would send more 
than 500,000 Cambodians 
fleeing into Thailand. 

The Vietnamese now have 
about half their 200,000-man 
force in Cambodia along a 
340-kilometre arc from the 
Gulf of Thailand to the flat, 
brush and forest lands in 
northwest Cambodia. 

Hanoi's targets are the 
guerrilla bases of ousted 
Premier Pol Pot and anti¬ 
communist groups known as 
the Khmer Serei or Free 
Cambodians. Vast numbers 
of sick, hungry civilians 
have gravitated to the two 
anti-Vietnamese factions, 
living in makeshift camps 
straddling the border. 


eign office spokesman said 
there would no such high- 
level meeting Saturday, 
though front and foreign of¬ 
fice officials did confer on 
details of the guerrillas’ 
ceasefire proposals. 

Carrington wanted a 
straight yes-or-no answer 
from the front to the British 
plan.

Carrington made the offer 
of new talks Friday night 
after Nkomo and Mugabe, 
instead of agreeing to Brit¬ 
ain's ceasefire proposals, as 
he had hoped, presented the 
foreign secretary with a 
five-page document outlin¬ 
ing their own ceasefire 
ideas.

LOUISVILLE, Ky. (UPI) 
— Five women have re¬ 
sponded to an advertisement 
placed by a Louisville couple 
unable to have children and 
seeking a woman to bear 
them a child in a "preg- 
nancy-for-pay” offer, it was 
reported Saturday. 

None of the women re¬ 
sponding to the classified ad¬ 
vertisement has been inter¬ 
viewed yet by the couple, 
who did not wish to be identi¬ 
fied, their attorney said. 

The Courier-Journal said 
in a copyright story the cou¬ 
ple began advertising in the 
newspaper Nov. 24 in an ef¬ 
fort to find a suitable moth¬ 
er. 

The proposal—outlined by 
the couple’s doctor and at¬ 
torney—would involve pay¬ 
ing a mother to be artificial¬ 
ly inseminated with the 
husband's sperm. After 
bearing the child the infant 
would be turned over to the 
couple. 

Dr. Richard M. Levin, the 
couple’s doctor, said the 
woman involved had been 
unable to become pregnant 
despite surgery and visits to 
specialists in several cities. 
He said adoption of a second 
child was ruled out by the 
couple because the husband 
"is particularly interested in 
fathering a child.” 

The woman can produce 
eggs but the eggs cannot 
reach tier uterus to be ferti¬ 
lized, Levin said. 


White-out stalls 
Antarctic teams 


WELLINGTON, NEW 
Zealand (UPI) — A vicious 
Antarctic “white-out" Sat¬ 
urday prevented recovery 
efforts and threatened to end 
further investigation into the 
Air New Zealand DC-10 
crash that killed 257 people. 

A spokesman for the re¬ 
covery operation said from 
New Zealand's Scott Base in 
Antarctica that strong 
winds, a snow storm, and 
minus-30-degree tempera¬ 
tures prevented any action 
by recovery teams. 

Around midnight Friday, 
in anticipation of the storm, 
helicopters had plucked 
mountaineers and air in¬ 
vestigation experts from the 
crash site on the icy, wind¬ 
blown slopes of Mt. Erebus, 
jtfhere an advance team had 
set up polar tents in prepara¬ 
tion for the recovery mis¬ 
sion. 

The head of the Antarctic 
division of New Zealand's 
department of scientific and 
industrial research, Bob 
Thompson, said that if 
weather conditions re¬ 
mained bad much longer 
searchers may have to aban¬ 
don efforts to retrieve some 
of the bodies from Wednes¬ 
day’s crash. 

Members of the advance 
team had said severe snow - 
and ice conditions would 
prevent the retrieval of 
more than 50 or 60 of the 
bodies. 

Investigators were still 
unable to say what caused 


one of the worst crashes in 
aviation history and recov¬ 
ery teams gave top priority 
to locating the aircraft's 
“black box” flight recorder 
and cockpit voice recorder, 
which might provide some 
answers. 

Ron Chippendale, New 
Zealand's chief Inspector of 
air accidents, was confident 
the flight recorder, if not the 
cockpit recorder, could have 
survived the crash impact 
and the explosion and fire 
that followed. 

"It is specially construct¬ 
ed to withstand violent im¬ 
pact and heat," he said. 
"Our only problem would be 
if it was dropped into a deep 
crevasse or has been com¬ 
pletely covered by snow 
drifts.” 

There were some Indica¬ 
tions that the plane crashed 
into the volcano at full speed 
and took no evasive action. 

Crew members of a Royal 
New Zealand Air Force C-130 
Hercules transport that 
scanned the crash site said 
the pilot apparently flew 
straight into the volcano. 

“It is fairly clear that the 
crew took no evasive action, 
as if they had, the plane 


would have struck at a 
gentler angle and been 
forced up the mountain," 
one airman said. 

He said it looked as though 
the plane “struck the moun¬ 
tain in a direct hit. 


Iceland 

election 

starting 

REYKJAVIK, Iceland 
(UPI) — Elections for the 
Icelandic parliament, the ol¬ 
dest in the world, start 
today. How long they will 
last is anyone’s guess. It all 
depends on the weather. 

Officials were prepared 
for every eventuality Satur¬ 
day. Snowmobiles and 
planes were standing by to 
bring in the votes from re¬ 
mote areas. 

The small North Atlantic 
island nation on the Arctic 
Circle was basking in what it 
sees as an extraordinarily 
high temperature for this 
time of the year: 5 degrees 
Celsius. 

But the forecast was for 
colder weather and snow. 

So the 144,000 voters start 
balloting today, with pro¬ 
visions made for a continua¬ 
tion on Monday and even 
Tuesday if necessary. The 
first results are expected 
at about noon Tuesday—if 
the snow holds off. 

The weather is not the only 
thing that singles Iceland out 
from other Western nations. 
The country is suffering 
from a dizzying 52-per-cent 
inflation rate. 

That and Iceland’s contin¬ 
ued membership in NATO 
are the two main issues in 
this election.

IT’S MEAN, maybe vindictive, perhaps petty. 
But did a shiver of delight run through 
you too when you read about the modern 
sleuths of Revenue Canada catching so many 
income tax evaders? 

The feds, it seems, have a new technique 
for nabbing people who haven’t reported their 
income for years. In the jargon of the tax 
department these wretches are called “non¬ 
filers.” By employing a specially trained 
auditor and accounting investigators instead 
of clerks, Revenue Canada caught up with 
21.000 “non-filers” in the past year alone. 
Imagine, 21,000 in just one year of diligent 
snooping! One of them had got away with it 
for 20 years! 

^A special word of commendation to the 
bloodhounds in the Montreal office. The staff 
of six there uncovered an additional $2.4 
million in taxes owing from non-filers for 1975 
alone. 

And who are these delinquents? Mostly 
self-employed professionals and trades peo¬ 
ple, the tax department reports. In the Hamil¬ 
ton area, for example, most were sub-contrac¬ 
tors. Around Montreal, doctors, lawyers and 
engineers were prominent. 

True, those of us who are wage slaves are 
kept honest by having our taxes deducted at 
source. Self-employed people report their 
income “voluntarily,” says the tax depart¬ 
ment. Such an inappropriate word when it 
comes to paying taxes. 

Let’s be frank, this may be a case of 
misery loving company. But it’s galling to 
think thousands of fellow Canadians have 
been avoiding all taxes by simply not report¬ 
ing any income. For years. 

For the rest of us there’s now a certain 
pleasure in anticipation. Just you wait, all you 
non-filers out there. Now you’ll never know 
when the next phone call will turn out to be 
that polite but fateful demand for an explana¬ 
tion. 

Yes, the taxman is coming for you. And 
lie’s going to add up all your past sins of 
omission and charge you extra. It’s only a 
matter of time. Perhaps (heh, heh) he’ll call 
you tomorrow. 


A factor of 10 


WHAT DOES 10 years mean in the rocket ride 
of man’s recent history? It was just a decade 
ago that a remarkable effort by the United 
States culminated in the first successful moon 
landing. 

When, eight years earlier, President Ken¬ 
nedy set the goal “before this decade is out, of 
landing a man on the moon and returning him 
safely to earth,” he estimated the cost at $20 
billion. The rest of the world, and not a few 
Americans, shook their heads over spending 
such a staggering sum, even on something as 
awesome as man’s first voyage into space. 
The most widely-accepted estimate of the cost 
once the mission was accomplished was $24 
billion. 

That first moon landing came in the sum¬ 
mer of 1969. Now, in the winter of 1979, the 
chairman of the Canadian Petroleum Asso¬ 
ciation says about $200 billion must be invest¬ 
ed in exploration, development and produc¬ 
tion between 1980 and 1990 if Canada is to 
attain energy self-sufficiency. 

Numbers like these don’t make much of 
an impression any more. But they do make 
you wonder if there will be enough zeros 
around to handle project estimates when we 
reach 1990. 


The West feels the anger of Islam 


SCOOPS 


LONDON — The deepening crisis 
in Iran and the attack by Muslim 
extremists on the Great Mosque in 
Mecca are dramatic confirmation of 
the extent to which Iran and the other 
countries of the Gulf apd Arabia, with 
their vast oil reserves and strategic 
location, now form one of the world’s 
politically most sensitive areas. 

The U.S.-Iran conflict also demon¬ 
strates how little Western military 
power can do to influence develop¬ 
ments there, except in a punitive, 
counter-productive way. Mr. Carter's 
decision to despatch U.S. warships to 
the Gulf and Indian Ocean was prob¬ 
ably more a political response to the 
pressures of American public opinion 
than a serious military preparation. 

The developments in Tehran and 
Mecca, together with the burning of 
the U.S. embassy in Pakistan, have a 
common background in the tensions 
created In Muslim societies as they try 
to adjust or defend their traditional 
values in the face of the demands of 
modernisation and the impact of West¬ 
ern power. 

In both Iran and Saudi Arabia this 
process has been largely accelerated 
by the acquisition of great oil wealth. 
In Iran it springs also from America’s 
past special relationship with the Shah 
which made Iran a virtually American 
protectorate. 

And of course behind Western eon- . 
cern at these violent events in Muslim 
countries lies anxiety about oil sup¬ 
plies from what is now the main en-

ergy reservoir of Western industrial 
societies. 

The “threat” to Western oil sup¬ 
plies has hitherto been seen as coming 
from three sources: high OPEC prices: 
politically motivated but temporary 
embargoes, such as that imposed by 
the Arabs in the 1973 Middle East war; 
and the more permanent blocking of 
access to oil through chaos produced 
by local armed conflicts or by Soviet- 
backed anti-Western regimes “turn¬ 
ing off the tap.” 

It was fear of this last remote 
contingency that, even before the Ira¬ 
nian crisis, led to wild talk from Wash¬ 
ington of "sending in the Marines” to 
take over the Gulf oilfields. An at¬ 
tempted U.S. takeover of the Saudi 
oilfields might seem .initially more 
feasible militarily than similar action 
against Iran, but it would soon run into 
great difficulties, with the impact of a 
super-Suez throughout the Muslim and 
Arab worlds. 

But now the Western consumers 
have to face a new development in the 
oil policies of the OPEC countries 
(only half of which are Arab), the 
most significant new development 
since the big price rises of 1973-74. 

This is the trend among the OPEC 
countries to restrict their oil output for

America’s ‘school for spies’

Any official inquiry into 
the affair of Britain’s "spy 
at the Palace” would do well 
to examine the training 
given to counter-intelligence 
agents in the United States. 

America's "spy school” at 
Fort Huachuca in Arizona 
runs a 16-week course for 
counter intelligence agents. 
(Should war break out. the 
course would be speeded up 
to 13 weeks and two days.) 

Judging by results, its ped¬ 
agogic approach seems to be 
better than the British 
method of training: 

The computer-based U.S. 
program of instroction'com- 
bines basic principles with 
their application in exer¬ 
cises. Everyone taking part 
must, of course, have a se¬ 
curity clearance; of the total 
640 hours of tuition, 111 have 
a classification of confiden¬ 
tial and 80 secret. 

By far the greatest part of 
the course, 167 hours, is 
spent on security investiga¬ 
tions, followed by 123 hours 
of “special operations” — 
protection of VIPs, counter- 
subversion, counter-sabo¬ 
tage, counter-espionage, 
surveillance and the han¬ 
dling of liaison contacts and 
confidential sources. 

Counter-spies also learn 
how to read a map, operate a 
35mm camera and classify 
documents. There is also a 
"diagnostic typing perfor¬ 
mance test and critique” —

in other words, learning how¬ 
to type. 

Constitutional proprieties 
are not neglected. The stu¬ 
dent is taught how "to deter¬ 
mine the proper actions to 
take to operate within the 
limitations and jurisdiction 
concerning collection of in¬ 
formation on individuals or 
organizations not affiliated 
to the Department of De¬ 
fence." He may not step be¬ 
yond the mark, except when 
authorized. 

Background investigation 
and record checks, the back¬ 
bone of counter-intelligence 
work, follow with practice at 
the differing types of secur¬ 
ity interview (described as 
“favorable, unfavorable and 
the walk-in"). 

Counter-subversion, 
counter-sabotage and count¬ 
er-espionage are central to 
any training at Port Huachu¬ 
ca but, although they take up 
much of the course, few de¬ 
tails are available. Students 
are tutored about "hostile 
intelligence" and about how 
to handle confidential 
sources. 

The conclusion is a series 
of training exercises, includ¬ 
ing one lasting 35 hours, in 
which the pupil becomes the 
“member of a simulated 
counter-intelligence field of¬ 
fice.” 

In modern American spy 


training, political education 
plays only a minor role — 
five hours out of the 640. This 
is a far cry from the 1950s, 
when the principles of de¬ 
mocracy (summed up as in¬ 
dividualism, equality and 
freedom) were drilled into 
students. Surprisingly, this 
philosophical survival kit for 
democracy was classified as 
“restricted security infor¬ 
mation.” 

Little respect was shown 
for students' critical abili¬ 
ties. Communist theory was 
taught to show pupils its fal¬ 
lacies so that they would 
have a “sound approach for 
any future contacts they 
may have with Communist 
agents." 

American counter-intelli¬ 
gence training has advanced 
considerably since then, and 
Fort Huachuca's products 
have apparently been more 
successful in hindering the 
infiltration of “moles” than 
have British counter-spies.

A unanimous vote of the 
senate and a plebiscite had 
• returned France to a heredi¬ 
tary monarchy and paved 
the way for Napoleon’s coro¬ 
nation. During the corona¬ 
tion ceremony in Paris, Na¬ 
poleon took the crown from 
the hands of Pope Pius VII 
and placed it on his own 
head. 

One year to the day later, 
Napoleon won his first major 
victory — at the battle of 
Austerlitz.

1816 — The first U.S. sav¬ 
ings bank opened in Phila¬ 
delphia. 


economic rather than political rea¬ 
sons. If this trend is maintained it 
means that Western oil consumers as 
a whole will have to adapt themselves 
to living with less as well as dearer 
oil. 

In this context, the most important 
aspect of the Iranian revolution is its 
impact on the other countries of the 
Gulf. 

Hitherto the West relied on Saudi 
Arabia to expand its production to 
compensate for any shortfall in sup¬ 
plies from Iran or other OPEC coun¬ 
tries In the Middle East, as well as 
using its influence to keep OPEC 
prices down. After the Iranian revolu¬ 
tion, it became evident that Saudi Ara¬ 
bia could no longer be relied on to fill 
this role. This attitude is likely to be 
confirmed by the Mecca rising. 

The revolution in Iran demonstrat¬ 
ed that military power, whether do¬ 
mestic or Western, cannot alone save 
a regime which is going rotten from 
within. 

The Saudis also believe that one of 
the main causes of the Shah's downfall 
was severe domestic inflation caused 
by pouring greatly increased revenues 
into development too quickly. So the 
regime began to slow down the pace of 
development for The sake of stability. 


Finally, there are the other eco¬ 
nomic arguments for restricting out¬ 
put: oil in the ground is a good invest¬ 
ment, the best hedge against inflation; 
and conservation now means that oil 
reserves will last longer. 

What can the West do to meet this 
situation? It has to accept the fact that 
there is no military solution to the 
problems of social and political 
change in the Gulf countries and of 
access to their oil. Oil no longer flows 
from the barrel of a gun. 

The West has to recognize that it 
now depends for its oil supplies on the 
good will and self-interest of the oil- 
producing countries. In its own inter¬ 
est the West must make a far greater 
effort to adapt to living with less oil, 
including a more serious conserva¬ 
tion program and development of al¬ 
ternative energy sources. 

To build up a sound co-operative 
relationship between the Arab oil pro¬ 
ducers, with their ambitious develop¬ 
ment plans, and the Western industrial 
countries, the West, especially the 
United States, must do its utmost to 
bring about as quickly as possible a 
reasonable settlement to the Arab-Is- 
raeli conflict which satisfies the Pa¬ 
lestinians' aspiration for their own 
state. 

Without such a settlement, rela¬ 
tions between the West and the Arab 
Slates, and indeed the whole Muslim 
world, will turn sour and the future of 
the Gulf regimes will inevitably re¬ 
main precarious. 


Getting across the message 
that law is for all of us 


That law is a mysterious 
process to a great many Ca¬ 
nadians is not surprising. 
Many factors have contri¬ 
buted to the law becoming 
the mystery it is. 

Statutes and regulations 
are written in a language 
sure to confuse even the 
most careful reader. Court 
proceedings are governed by • 
complex roles which confuse 
even lawyers: Court hear¬ 
ings are. conducted in cold, 
intimidating buildings. 
Legal terminology used by 
lawyers and judges seldom 
has any meaning to non-law¬ 
yers. The legal process is 
surrounded with traditions, 
most adopted from England, 
which are seldom under¬ 
stood by the public. 

Such factors have caused 
many people to believe that 
only lawyers can make a 
contribution to the legal sys¬ 
tem. 

It is unfortunate that they 
do. Law today affects almost 
every aspect of daily living 
and the law places an onus 
on citizens to know the law. 
Surely, in a democratic so¬ 
ciety it is important that citi¬ 
zens have input into laws 
which affect their daily 
lives. After ail, the law is 
made for the "public 
good." 

How to make the law more 
understandable to the public 
and how to get more public 
input into the formation of 
law are questions which 
have often been debated. 

Some lawyers have sug¬ 
gested that statutes must be 
drafted in plain, simple Eng¬ 
lish. While such sentiments 
are nice no one has yet fi¬ 
gured out how to draft a 
statute in simple English 
while at the same time co¬ 
vering all loopholes and 
problem areas. 

Other people have sug¬ 
gested there is a need for 
public legal education pro- 
grams, law classes in 
schools and better availabil¬ 
ity of legal materials for 
the public. In several Cana¬ 
dian centres public legal 
education programs are 
under way offering law-for- 
the-layperson classes and 
legal materials in easy-to- 
read format. Law classes 
are becoming more common 
in Canadian schools. 

Sortie lawyers, particu¬ 
larly younger members of 
the profession, have sug¬ 
gested that many of the tra¬ 
ditions surrounding the legal 
process be abolished, be¬ 
cause they tend to intimidate 
and make the public feel 
it has no role in the legal 
process. 

Other people suggest there 
should be more public hear¬ 
ings held for the purpose of 
allowing people to comment 
on proposed legislative 
changes. 

Perhaps the most interest¬ 
ing contribution in removing 
the shroud of mystery sur¬ 
rounding the legal process 
has been made by an archi¬ 
tect. 

Vancouver's Arthur 
Erickson designed the Law- 
Courts in Vancouver, a 
courthouse unique in Can¬ 
ada. Opened on September 6, 
1979, the Law Courts have 
already attracted plenty of 
public attention and are sure 
to become a major tourist 
attraction.

The importance of the 
Vancouver Law Courts is 
that by being a public attrac¬ 
tion they will help renew 
public interest in what hap¬ 
pens in the courthouse. The 
Law Courts are an impor¬ 
tant symbol; a symbol that 
people are indeed welcome 
in the hails of justice, that 
the public has a right to take 
an interest in what happens 
in the courts and that the 
public is an essential part 
of the legal process. 

There arc numerous fea¬ 
tures in the Law Courts de¬ 
signed to attract public at¬ 
tention. 

On one side of the building 
a sloping glass roof stretches 
from the seventh and top 
floor to the bottom storey.

Under that glass roof is a 
large public area open to the 
top of the building. Court¬ 
rooms and offices are locat¬ 
ed on the other side of the 
building. Balconies on each 
floor not only provide access 
to the courtrooms on that 
floor but also provide a view 
through the glass roof and 
overlook the public area and 
balconies below . 

Each balcony is set out 
further into the public area 
than the one above it. There 
are plenty of comfortable 
chairs — the kind you find in 
hotel lobbies — coffee tables 
and plants on each balcony. 
In fact the visitor might 
be forgiven for thinking he 
or she is in a conservatory 
rather than a courthouse. 

Courtrooms are equally 
comfortable. Most court¬ 
rooms have red carpet, 
plush chairs, beige velour 
walls and elm wood work. 

It’s the kind of place one 
wants to visit. And that's 
what the public is invited to 
do. 

Erickson's Law Courts are 
designed to encourage peo¬ 
ple to visit the courthouse, to 
find out what happens there 
and to encourage public in¬ 
terest in the law. A public 
that is interested in and un¬ 
derstands the law is likely to 
have a. lot more respect for 
it.

Uplands, park of missed opportunities 


Your reporter, Paul Ben¬ 
nett. portrayed an interest¬ 
ing comparison, cleverly 
done with pictorial illustra¬ 
tions, re the 75 acre Uplands 
Park, in your Nov. 21 edi¬ 
tion. 

During the month of Octo¬ 
ber. I renewed my acquaint¬ 
ance with this park, as my 
wife and I visited the area, 
and walked our niece and 
newphew's dog for a week. I 
was not impressed. 1 saw no 
beauty, only a small jungle, 
dog droppings, and very few 
people. As one born and 
raised in Oak Bay. I felt a 


sadness for this site of 
missed opportunities. 

Without a doubt, this area 
does lend itself to an oasis of 
beauty, which in time could 
be an attraction compared to 
Butchart's Gardens. 

What I am suggesting here 
is an arboretum, perhaps a 
smaller copy of the famous 
Syon Park, in London, 
across the Thames from 
Kew Gardens. Syon Park has 
trees of incredible size, 
beauty, and description, 
acres of well kept lawns, 
plus a large collection of vin¬ 
tage cars. 


As an added attraction. 
Syon has Flora, Roman God¬ 
dess of Flowers, that has 
looked down over a gently 
undulating lawn for 150 
years. 

Flora, most sedate of 
Roman Deities, stands on a 
Doric column. 55 feet high, 
and she has been hit by light¬ 
ning. knocked down, but al¬ 
ways repaired, and now with 
a lightning conductor, still 
reigns supreme. It would be 
interesting to see how Flora 
would stand up to a good 
South-Easter off Oak Bay 
waterfront. 


Victoria and vicinity is 
most generously endowed 
with many trees of great 
beauty. To name a few, over 
13 species of Dogwood, the 
orchid flowered Catalpa, 
Liriodendrum, (tulip tree), 
all varieties of maples, and 
weeping cherries, pink horse- 
chestnut,' monkey puzzle 
tree, magnolia, and davidia, 
the pocket handkerchief 
tree. 

The park could have many 
of these trees just for the 
asking, from householders, 
who at some time in the past 
did their landscaping with 


more enthusiasm than judg¬ 
ment, and now find them¬ 
selves over-treed. 

We are aware that the cost 
of such a project would not 
be cheap. A plan could be 
devised whereby a living 
member, or any relative of a 
pioneer family in Oak Bay, 
could donate one tree to this 
park, and a suitable plaque 
or name board be installed at 
the entrance to record this 
donation. 

Secondly, a grant of 
sweepstake money by the 
provincial government, and 
this would be considerable, 


to defray the cost of trails 
planting the trees. Thirdly, 
as Oak Bay is one of the 
richest municipalities in 
Canada, a heritage fund 
would be welcome. 

Finally all residents with 
dogs within the perimeter of 
this park, pay for a canine 
comfort-station, camou¬ 
flaged with a border of sweet 
peas in spring, and climbing 
scented roses in summer, as 
a permanent screen.

The Civic Scene 

by Hubert Beyer 



If ever there has been a textbook example for an ex¬ 
ercise in futility it is a public hearing by the Canadian 
Radio and Television Commission. 

The commission itself is a bit of a joke. Charged 
with the responsibility of watching over Canada's air¬ 
waves. this august body travels the nation holding 
public hearings, trying to determine who should get 
licences to print money. 

Unfortunately, the commission Is a toothless tiger. 
At times it raps radio and television stations over the 
knuckles, threatening them with licence withdrawal, 
but would never implement such a threat. 

The commission listens to applicants for broadcast 
licences. Promises made by such applicants rival the 
campaign promises of our political leaders. Commit¬ 
ments for totally new concepts of broadcasting, prom¬ 
ises of weekly drama and other cultural tidbits are 
usually the guts of licence applications. 

And news. Promises of increased news coverage, 
brave public afalrs programs, always impress the 
commission. 

Nobody ever mentions Charlie's Angels, The Gong 
Show, or Six Million Dollar Man. 

AND LET’S NOT forget Canadian content, that 
magic word which is so all-important to licence re¬ 
newals. Meant to let Canadian talent flourish, the de¬ 
mand for Canadian content usually results in programs 
such as Celebrity Cooks, where a television station 
brings in some semi-current celebrity and pays him or 
her 25 bucks to cook on the air. 

Despite the flagrant abuse by some segments of 
the industry, the CRTC continues to listen to broadcast 
moguls promising to take viewers and listeners into the 
utopia of meaningful, cultural, educational and infor¬ 
mative programming. 

It is the gulf between rhetoric and reality that 
makes CRTC hearings so phoney. That and the public's 
total indifference to what the industry serves up. 

Last week, three members of the commission were 
in Victoria to hold a public hearing in connection with 
the Channel 10 licence, surrendered earlier this year by 
the Canadian Broadcasting Corporation. 

THE CBC WANTED to establish a production 
centre in Victoria. The capital city of British Columbia 
and. indeed, the rest of Vancouver Island were to get 
coverage by the CBC. 

But budget cuts prompted Mother, as the crown cor¬ 
poration is lovingly referred to by its employees, to sur¬ 
render the licence. 

What next? asked the CRTC. Hoping to find some 
answer, it scheduled an "informal" public hearing in 
Victoria. 

And what transpired could be packaged and sold 
to commercial TV networks and would probably knock 
the socks off Rhoda or Monty Python. 


To start w ith, the public for which such hearings are 
ostensibly held stayed away in droves. In fact, only one 
member of THE PUBLIC appeared before the commis¬ 
sion, and suggested that Canadian television gave the 
appearance of having been struck by lightning, some- 
whare in the vicinity of Toronto. 


WHAT OTHERWISE masqueraded as the public 
consisted of industry lobbies pursuing financial jack¬ 
pots, arid starry-eyed idealists with visions of trans¬ 
forming Canada in general and Victoria in particular 
into a bastion of culture and intellect through new 
concepts of broadcasting. 

One group proposed to use Channel 10 for a multi 
lingual, multi-cultural television experiment. Initial 
broadcasts in 15 languages, gradually working up to 24. 
were held up as a feasible alternative to commercial 
TV. 

But most amusing w;as the righteous stance taken 
by CTV, the CBC’s rival network. The CBC should be 
forced to implement its Victoria plan, suggested the 
CTV representatives. Victorians deserve a choice, 
they graciously offered. 

They didn't mention that they’d love to have the 
CBC in Victoria so they can start printing money with 
CHEK TV as a full affiliate. 

CTV would prefer the CBC's weak marketing pres¬ 
ence jn Victoria. The prospect of the Channel 10 licence 
going to some aggressive TV entrepreneur such as 
Daryl Duke, who carved a substantial slice out of the 
Vancouver market with his CKVU station, scares the 
pants off CTV. 

SUBMISSION AFTER submission referred to the 
utter frustration of Victoria and Vancouver Island resi 
dents who, for years, had been treated as second-class 
citizens by the CBC. 

What tripe! I have yet to meet a Victorian, other 
than those with vested interests in the matter, wo feels 
frustrated because he doesn’t get CBC local news 
coverage. 

When will the commission admit that Canadians 
regard TV mostly as a vehicle for entertainment? With 
the exception of a few pressure groups, the public 
couldn’t care less about the CBC and its presence in Vic-' 
tori a. 

From an economic point of view, the establishment 
of a CBC production centre here in Victoria would cer¬ 
tainly have been welcome news. As a reporter, I also 
would prefer another news outlet here. There'd be more 
jobs for my.jcind. That’s my vested interest. 

But other than that, nobody really cares. If they 
did. the Empress ballroom would have been packed at 
last Thursday’s public hearing—packed with members 
of the public, not the broadcast industry.

McDonnell Douglas defends DC-10 ploy 

Ads payment ‘standard’ 


ST. LOUIS (UPI) — A McDonnell Douglas Corp. official 
Friday defended the firm’s program of offering cash pay¬ 
ments to airlines to advertize the lifting of the order that had 
grounded DC-10 wide-bodied jets. 

Ray Deffry said McDonnell Douglas offered airlines 
as much as $5.6 million for the promotional campaign 
for the DC-10s, which have been involved in three fatal 
crashes this year. 

After one of those crashes — a May 25 crash in Chicago 
that killed 273 people — the Federal Aviation Adminis¬ 
tration ordered the planes grounded for inspection. 

The grounding order was Issued June 6 and was lifted 
July 13, after which McDonnell Douglas offered the ad¬ 
vertising money. 


Deffry. said payments of $20,000 for each DC-10 which 
an airline was flying were offered to help advertise the 
fact that the planes were back in service. He did not 
know how much of the money was accepted by the 
airlines flying the 280 DC-lOs now in service. 

‘•It's a normal kind of practice in which manufac¬ 
turers help their customers in the advertising of their 
products,” Deffry said. 

Deffry said the payments offered to the airlines were a 
standard practice. 

But the Honolulu Advertiser, which first reported the 
payments, quoted officials of the Boeing Aircraft Co. in 
Seattle and the Lockheed Aircraft Corp. in Los Angeles as 
saying the payments were “highly unusual” for aircraft 
which had been in operation as long as the DC-10.

sions. 

In Vancouver, Bob Scott, 
president of the Vancouver 
Stock Exchange, says he op¬ 
poses federal regulation. He 
was joined in that view by 
Thomas Cantell, deputy 
minister of consumer and 
corporate affairs, who is of 
the opinion that at first 
glance the proposed rules 
appear to be fraught with 
constitutional problems. 

The report was released 
Wednesday by Allan 
Lawrence, minister of con¬ 
sumer and corporate af¬ 
fairs, who said it was a dis¬ 
cussion paper rather than 
government policy. 

The report recommends 
creation of a Canadian se¬ 


curities commission to as¬ 
sume control from the prov¬ 
inces of regulations for 
securities firms, stock ex¬ 
changes and other securities 
markets. 

Scott said that because ot 
the wide scope of the securi¬ 
ties industry, It would be 
dangerous to have one cen¬ 
tral decision-making body. 

"A federal body would 
have difficulty in reacting to 
the differences in regional 
requirements for securities 
legislation,” Scott said. 

"For example, rules that 
would be appropriate for the 
type of market we have here 
might not be acceptable in 
Ontario.” 

Said Cantell: 

“The area of securities 
regulation has been well oc¬ 
cupied by the provinces 
since the 1930s, and I think 


auth 

would react negatively to the 
concept of a federal securi¬ 
ties commission." 

Similar sentiments were 
expressed in eastern Can¬ 
ada. Spokesmen for the se¬ 
curities industry and provin- 
cial government 
administrators there say 
there is no need for federal 
regulation. 

Andrew Kniewasser, 
president of the Investment 
Dealers Association of Can¬ 
ada in Toronto, said the pro¬ 
posals would only add an¬ 
other layer of bureaucracy 
to regulation. 

"We have developed a 
very satisfactory, efficient, 
decentralized system of se¬ 
curities regulation in Can¬ 
ada," Kniewasser said. 

“It works well. Why should 
we change it now?” 


James Baillle, chairman 
of the Ontario Securities 
Commission, said he ques¬ 
tioned the need for federal 
regulation because the prov¬ 
inces are revising their se¬ 
curities legislation and that 
progress has been made to¬ 
ward uniformity. 

Joanne Veit, chairman of 
the Alberta Securities Com¬ 
mission, said provincial se¬ 
curities administrators have 
adopted a number of policies 
to eliminate regulatory du¬ 
plication. 

“It is my own feeling that 
the present system of co-op- 
eratlon among the different 
provinces works quite well,” 
she said. 

Frank Drea, Ontario min¬ 
ister of consumer and corpo¬ 
rate relations, said, “We are 
not satisfied that the pro¬ 
posed legislation would be 
beneficial.

TORONTO (CP) - Prices 
were lower in active trading 
on the Canadian bond mar¬ 
ket this week. 

The short end of the mar¬ 
ket was up 20 cents. Mid-, 
long-term and provincial 
issues dropped about one a 
point. Corporate issues fell 
three-quarters. 

The short-term advance 
was in line with prices in the 
United States where some 
banks started to reduce their 
prime lending, in response to 
considerable declines in 
money market costs. Some 
analysts believe that,U.S. tn- 
terst rates have reached 
their peak. 

The mid- and long-terms 
ends lost earlier gains as 
cash buyers appeared to 
have, at least for the time 
being, satisfied their appe¬ 
tites. 

Dealers said the Bank of 
Canada reported that it sold

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An expert driver: 86 points at least 


Most people consider them¬ 
selves expert drivers, but only a 
handful really qualify for the 
title. 

That is the key to the message of 
Safe Driving Week, aimed at im¬ 
proving the survivability of the 
average motorist. 


Reporter comes through 
test with score of 76 


As part of the program, Victoria 
drivers are being offered a per¬ 
sonal driving analysis through the 
Driver Training Centre. 

Appointments for the tests— 
which will be held next Saturday— 
can be made bv phoning the centre 
at 382-4822. 

The analysis covers knowledge 
of traffic laws, safe driving skills 
and the two major concepts of 
defensive driving—space for the 
car and visibility for the driv¬ 
er. It takes about 3a minutes. 

Colonist reporter Paul Bennett 
took the test with Harris Bredavs, 
director of the Victoria centre, 
and scored 73 out of a possible 100 
points—just short of the expert 
level. 

He filed this report: 

I won a brief battle against ncr- " 
vousness right at the outset by 
telling myself the final result 
wasn't crucial, and concentrat¬ 
ed on driving as we roamed 
the streets of downtown Vic¬ 
toria. 


Using my car—as all test subjects 
will—we motored south on 
Douglas from the Colonist of¬ 
fice to Belleville, taking a left 
there to Blanshard. On Blan- 
shard we turned on Fort, driving 
as far as Cook, and returning to 
the Colonist via Yates and Blan¬ 
shard. 

As always in city driving, there 
were a couple of hairy moments 
as traffic cut in front of us—in 
one case a learner driver from 
the very same centre which Bre¬ 
davs directs, but over-all I felt I 
came out of it reasonably well. 

Bredavs delivered a moderately 
chastening commentary, point¬ 
ing out that I had taken an 
unnecessary risk by entering the 
intersection at Douglas and 
Humboldt without adequate visi¬ 
bility on my left owing to a truck 
making a left turn; that In turn¬ 
ing from Yates onto Blanshard I 
entered the centre lane instead 
of the right lane; and that I had 
failed to allow myself space 
around my car both while travel¬ 
ling and while waiting at traffic 
lights. 

However, he said. I was good at 
looking ahead as we approached 


traffic hazards and followed the 
line of least resistance on lane 
changes. 

Here’s how I rated iri the Seeing- 
Habits Test: 

1) No excessive space on right, 3 
out of 10. 

2) Safe path and speed on turns, 7 
out of 8. 

3) Sees problems facing other 
drivers, 6 out of 8. 

4) Watches Well ahead in traffic, 8 
out of 8. 

5) Checks ground near wheels of 
other vehicles, 10 out of 12. 

6) Checks sides and rear, 3 out of 
6 . 

7) Keeps a stopping-swerving 
space, 4 out of 8. 

8) Safe speed near blind intersec¬ 
tions. 10 out of 12. 

9) Safe speed near parked vehi¬ 
cles, 6 out of 6. 

10) Taps horn when In doubt, 6 out 
of 8. 

11) Avoids "blind-spot" driving, 4 
out of 6. 

12) Makes sure turn signal is heed¬ 
ed, 6 out of 8. 

According to a booklet which elab¬ 
orates on the 12 defensive driv¬ 
ing points in detail, a score 
of 88 to 100 makes you an expert 


driver; 71 to 85 almost an expert; 
31 to 70 is average, and below 30 
“heading for real trouble." 

The Driver Training Centre is 
responsible also for the Young 
Drivers of Canada driving 
school—which trains drivers from 
16 to 70— and is a federally : char- 
tered non-profit organization, with 
more than 60 centres across Can¬ 
ada. 

The Insurance Corp. of B.C. 
gives a $30 rebate to young gradu¬ 
ates of the learner-driver pro¬ 
gram, but does not extend a re¬ 
bate to drivers who have taken the 
defensive driving course, although 
private insurers in Alberta and 
Ontario do. 

Bredavs said expert drivers can 
"see accidents about to happen 
and avoid them" and if more driv¬ 
ers knew how to use their eyes cor¬ 
rectly the carnage on the roads 
could be dramatically cut. 

Associated with Save Driving 
Week is a CTV program Tuesday 
at 7 p.m. called The National 
Driving Test, in which drivers are 
checked for seat belt usage, fol¬ 
lowing distance between cards, 
and running amber lights. Victoria 
statistics are included.

How do Victoria drivers 
stack up against those in the 
rest of Canada? 

According to three key in- 
dicators measured in a 
cross-Canada survey last 
year, motorists here are 
about average. 


The factors measured 
were (1) Not stopping fully 
before making a right turn 
against a red light, (2) Not 
stopping at pedestrian cross¬ 
ings when requested by pe¬ 
destrians, and (3) Not stop¬ 
ping voluntarily when 


pedestrians were observed 
at crosswalks. 

For (1), Victoria rated 49 
per cent against the national 
average of 48 per cent and 
the B.C. average of 51 per 
cent. 


For (2), 57 per cent of 
Victorians disregarded ap¬ 
peals by pedestrians to cross 
the crosswalk, compared 
with 42 per cent nationally 
and 61 per cent for all B.C. 

But for (3), Victoria driv¬ 
ers excelled, with only 25 per 


cent of drivers not stopping 
voluntarily. The national 
average was 53 per cent, and 
the B.C. average 42 per 
cent. 

So, take a small bow, Vic¬ 
toria drivers, but smarten 
up.

UVic’s rapid growth 
detrimental to UBC 


Rapid growth at the Uni¬ 
versity of Victoria and 
Simon Fraser University has 
held back well-rounded de- 
velopmenfoT graduate pro¬ 
grams at the University of 
B.C.. according to UBC 
president Dr. Douglas 
Kenny. 

In a statement prepared 
for the Universities Council 
of B.C., Kenny noted that a 
1962 report on future direc¬ 
tions for university develop¬ 
ment in B.C. said UBC, in 
addition to undergraduate 
courses, should be the main 
location for advanced gradu 
ate work and professional 
programs such as medicine, 
dentistry, engineering, law, 
pharmacy, forestry, com¬ 
merce and education. 

But UBC has not "evolved 
as rapidly as had been ex¬ 
pected in the direction of em¬ 
phasizing graduate work," 
Kenny said. 

One reason was that the 
province's four-year col¬ 
leges aspired to become full- 
fledged universities earlier 
than expected. 

"The University of Vic¬ 
toria and Simon Fraser Uni¬ 
versity have increasingly 
prided themselves on their 
graduate enrolment and 
have steadily increased the 
variety of their undergradu¬ 
ate and professional pro¬ 
grams." 


"Perhaps the best way of 
defining a role for a primary 
provincial university 
is . . . that no provincial gov¬ 
ernment should be able to 
afford two of them." 

“The choice, for many 
provincial govern¬ 
ments ... is whether to 
have one first-class univer¬ 
sity and some 'other' univer¬ 
sities, or instead, to have 
several 'other' universi¬ 
ties." 

UVic president Dr. 


Howard Petch said he didn't 
view the statement as criti¬ 
cism of UVic’s expanding 
graduate and professional 
programs. 

"It is essential that addi¬ 
tional professional pro¬ 
grams be provided in the 
province." 

In fact, Kenny has in the 
past encouraged UVic to de¬ 
velop professional programs 
so that UBC’s programs 
would not become too large. 
Fetch said.

Wolfe sends representative 
to look at Carr collection 


Provincial Secretary Evan Wolfe de¬ 
nied Saturday that the province is 
giving Emily Carr the cold shoulder. 

“That's erroneous," Wolfe said fol¬ 
lowing a report that he had already 
ruled out the possibility of the govern¬ 
ment purchasing part or all of a $1.2 
million collection of Carr paintings. 

Victoria Aid. Robin Blencoe, who 
suggested that the government save 
the collection for B.C. by purchasing 
it, said in a Colonist story Saturday 
morning that the minister had reject¬ 
ed the idea out of hand. 

The collection has been put up for 
sale by an unnamed Vancouver indust¬ 
rialist. and there has been a fear 
expressed that it will be purchased by 


some corporation and removed from 
the province. 

Blencoe wrote Wolfe seeking gov¬ 
ernment action. ' ; 

Wolfe said he had already told re¬ 
porters he had sent someone from his 
ministry to look at the collection. 

"We want to make it very clear we 
are interested in the collection," he 
said. 

The question of a purchase would ap¬ 
parently depend on the view of his 
ministry following the inspection. 
Wolfe also indicated that the paintings 
would be looked at on an Individual 
basis. Purchases—if there were to be 
any—might be made on the same 
basis, he said.

outfall monitoring injured 


A review of sewage outfall 
monitoring by the Capital 
Region District has been un¬ 
dertaken to improve the ex¬ 
isting data collection pro¬ 
gram, according to John 
Hoff, an oceanographic con¬ 
sultant to the region. 

Hoff said in an interview 
followirtg a repftt of a talk 
he gave Tuesday at the Insti¬ 
tute of Ocean Sciencies at 
Pat Bay that he wanted to 
clarify the impression creat¬ 
ed by Wednesday’s Colonist 
article and correct some fac¬ 
tual errors. 

He said a recently-started 
evaluation of the factors 
currently being measured is 
aimed at improving the ef¬ 
fectiveness of the monitor¬ 
ing program, which began in 
1970 at Macaulay Point, and 
has since been extended to 
other outfalls. 

The region’s monitoring 
programs, which are re¬ 
quired by the pollution con¬ 
trol branch as a condition of 
issuing permits to discharge, 
have been “conscientiously 
executed," he said, adding 
"the fact the regional dis¬ 
trict has ordered a review 
indicates it is concerned 
about the quality of its moni¬ 
toring programs." 

He added the problem in 
redesigning the program 
was to make it more scien¬ 
tifically meaningful by: 


(1) Concentrating on po¬ 
tential problems; and 

(2) Removing emphasis 
from data gathering to 
analysis, interpretation and 
use of the data. 

He said evaluation of the 
12 parameters measured by 
the region's monitoring pro¬ 
gram had shown impact on 
water quality off Macaulay 
Point was minimal, but 
there was a "definite, 
though not necessarily 
harmful" impact on benthic 
or bottom-dwelling orga¬ 
nisms. 

Initial evaluation of moni¬ 
toring data indicated that to 
improve the quality of sea¬ 
water along the south coast 
of Victoria would require im¬ 
provements at both Clover 
Point and McMIcking Point 
outfalls, Hoff said. 


A more detailed evalua¬ 
tion, under way using the 
University of Victoria com¬ 
puting centre, will analyse 
the variance in 12 parame¬ 
ters: Water temperature, sa¬ 
linity, levels of total and 
fecal coliform bacteria, con¬ 
centrations of nitrate, phos¬ 
phate. nitrite and ammonia, 
chlorophyll A, water color, 
light transmission and ultra¬ 
violet absorbance. 

Hoff said that although 
there are no regular moni¬ 
toring programs at McMick- 
ing Point or Finnerty Cove, 
the environmental impact at 
McMicking Point is being in¬ 
tensively studied with re¬ 
spect to a proposed exten¬ 
sion of the outfall into 
Enterprise Channel. Fin¬ 
nerty Cove is also being 
studied to decide what im¬ 
provements can be made.

After clamor for open board , public stays away 


Well, it happened, just as they said it would. 

After years of uproar about closed Royal Jubilee 
hospital board meetings, the board finally voted last sum¬ 
mer to open its meetings to the public, and has gone even 
further than the other general hospital in the city, which has 
had open meetings for years, by making agendas available to 
the public and instituting a question period in which the 
public could seek answers to any questions it had about board 
actions or hospital policies. 

The first open meeting in September played to a full 
house, including a healthy contingent of the Victoria 
news reporters and television cameras. 

The second open regular meeting in October still had 
a respectable audience, but the press corps was down to 
three by this time. 

Last Thursday, the press had kept its strength at 
three, but the audience numbered a cool zilch. The ques¬ 
tion period was brief. 

The trend bears out predictions of some hospital staff 
members when the meetings were first opened, and echoes 
the experience at Victoria General which, in spite of its open 
meetings, has had exactly one member of the public

Good health 
comes free 

LONDON, Ont. (CP) — 
Patients at University Hos¬ 
pital are being offered free 
lessons in preventive medi¬ 
cine. A program offering 
tips on how to stay healthy is 
being carried on closed-cir¬ 
cuit television beside ail 
beds in the hospital. It covers 
such problems as excessive 
drinking, obesity and tension 
and provides information on 
bodily functions. 
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Angler demands rivers be opened 


A demand that the Cowi¬ 
chan and Koksilah Rivers 
be immediately opened for 
sports angling for salmon 
has been made by Cowichan 
angler A.D. de Leeuw. And 
he offers some pretty com- 
pelling arguments to back up 
his demands. 

• HE ALSO CALLS for all 
gill net fisning (by Indians 
under permit) tp be restrict¬ 
ed to- September, October 
and November, and be dis¬ 
continued from Dec. 1 on¬ 
wards. annually, to "pre- 
serve early migrating of ' 
winter steelhead stocks and 
boost a sagging but valuable 
sports fishery." 


• HE CHARGES in a letter 
to federal fisheries district 
supervisor D.N. Brock at 
Nanafmo that the decision to 
close .for the first time this 
year all sport salmon fishing 
in the Cowichan and Koksi- 
lah systems “was made in 
complete ignorance of both 
existing angler use and 
sound biological manage¬ 
ment practices, or it is to 
be uSed as a bargaining point 
by the federal government in 
negotiations with the local 
Indians regarding aborigi¬ 
nalfishing rights.” 
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• HE CLAIMS "river an 
gling for chinook and coho 
salmon has never been and 
never will be a threat to the 
salmon runs in the Cowichan 
River.” And he tells why! 

• NOTING the salmon 
sports angling closure in 
Cowichan Bay during much 
of the time the salmon are 
there, as well as on the Cowi¬ 
chan and Koksilah Rivers, 
he calls for an investigation 
in the Cowichan area "to 
assess the economic benefits 
derived from our local ma¬ 
rine and fresh water salmon 
fishery before it is cut off all 
together. 

1 am not able to judge the 
effect these combined clo¬ 
sures have on the tourist in¬ 
dustry in the area, but I 
surmise that it is substan¬ 
tial," he says. 

• I..DO NOT begrudge the 
Indians their net food fish¬ 
ery, but, if it is to be man¬ 
aged by federal fisheries at 
the expense of steelhead 
runs in the Cowichan a dras¬ 
tically different approach is 
needed.” he says. 

De Leeuw explains why 
thi sports salmon fishing 
closure is not worthwhile as 
a conservation measure for 
chinook and coho salmon on 
the Cowichan. 

THE CHINOOK fishery by 
sports anglers occurs mainly 
in die Cowichan River from 
Sept. 15 until the end of Octo¬ 
ber. and is for precocious 
mde chinook salmon only, 
he explains. "These jack 
springs, as they are called by 
anglers, are all males and 
spend only one year in the 
marine environment as 
compared to the two or more 
yeirs spent by their larger 
siblings. Jack springs rarely 
exceed six pounds in weight 
and for that reason are not 
critical to a spawning popu¬ 
lation of chinook salmon. 

"THEIR SMALL SIZE re¬ 
sults in the jack springs' in¬ 
ability to compete success¬ 
fully with the equally 
abundant, but much larger, 
older males for spawning 
territory. Therefore, they 
are rarely able to fertilize 
females' eggs. Consequently 
jack springs are largely a 
surplus or the spawning 
chinook population. 

*They also actively take a 
variety of artificial lures 
and baits, even flies; are 
excellent to eat, and as such 
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are a much fought after 
game fish. 

“THE OLDER, larger 
springs are seldom caught 
by river anglers . . “unlike 
the larger Chinooks in many 
of the northern streams 
Cowichan springs do not 
take either bait or lure once 
in the river.” 

De Leeuw charges the clo¬ 
sure this year “needlessly 
kjlls a harmless, but very 
active jack sping fishery on 
the Cowichan River.” 

COHO ANGLING need not 
have been stopped either, he 
says, explaining that "es¬ 
capement records have been 
kept for the Cowichan River 
coho since 1947 and not once 
was it deemed necessary to 
curtail the angling sport 
fishery, even though far 
lower escapements have 
been recorded than the anti¬ 
cipated run for this year.” 

The coho salmon season in 
the Cowichan runs from Oct. 
15 to Nov. 15 and the coho 
move into and through the 
river rapidly, migrating to 
smaller tributaries flowing 
into Cowichan Lake (head 
waters of the river) and into 
the river's main upper sec¬ 
tion," he explains. 

THE LARGE majority of 
adult coho salmon in the 
Cowichan spawn in the upper 
section of the river, general¬ 
ly during November. De¬ 
cember and January, he 
says. 

By provincial legislation, 
the Cowichan's upper reach 
is restricted to fly fishing 
only as well as being closed 
completely to all fishing 
from Nov. 15 until April 15 
inclusive. 

“The closure effectively 
protects all species of sal¬ 
mon and trout from sports 
angling during the critical 
spawning months of the 
year, and in my opinion, has 
been a major achievement in 
maintaining quality angling 
for salmon and trout in the 
Cowichan River.” 

THE COHO angling season 
in fresh water is very short, 
usually two or three weeks 
during a rainy period when 
the river is in freshet. The 
fish then are moving through 
quickly and are still silver 
enough to keep. 

“When the fish are 'in’ it is 
a short but active fishery 
located mainly in the middle 
reaches of the Cowichan. 

“Because the fish are in 
fishable waters for so short a 
time, however, it seems 
highly unlikely that more 
than 1.000 fish are actually 
taken by sports anglers dur¬ 
ing the entire season. In a 
good year, the number is 
much more likely to be 
somewhere between 500 and 
1,000, including jack 
coho. . . and the same con¬ 
dition as described for jack 


springs exists in the form of 
jack coho,” says de Leeuw. 

HE REASONS that on a 
low year far fewer fish are 
caught and in fact angler 
participation in the fishery 
generally is far less. “If, on 
an average year, the coho 
run is approximately 40,000 
fish, an anglers’ catch of 800 
fish during that time consti¬ 
tutes two per cent of the total 
run. This figure is insignifi¬ 
cant in relation to the total 
coho escapement of that or 
any other given year.” 

HE ALSO ARGUES that 
the magnitude of the adult 
coho returns Is not dictated 
by previously corresponding 
spawner ecsapements. That 
is, the relationship of the 
more coho spawn, the more 
coho will return is, in fact not 
true. 

He says low summer flows 
are related to and respon¬ 
sible for low adult returns of 
that brood year. Low sum¬ 
mer stream flows essential¬ 
ly result in less living space 
for the young of the year, 
thus causing poor adult re¬ 
turns of those fry. 

DE LEEUW says Cowi¬ 
chan escapement figures for 
coho have jumped from 9,000 
(an extremely low run in 
1972) to 40,000 (an average 
run in 1975) during one life 
cycle. 

At the time he wrote his 
letter (Nov. 21) coho escape¬ 
ment in the Cowichan was 
between 25,000 and 30,000 
fish—and the run was by no 
means over. 


PREVIOUS fishery offi¬ 
cers evidently did not see 
river sports fishing as a 
threat to the coho salmon 
runs. “I believe that the 
short river angling period, 
combined with a much more 
intensive ocean commercial 
and sports fishery, makes 
the river sports coho salmon 
catch consistently small,” 
he says. 

"In order to justify a com¬ 
plete coho salmon angling 
closure on the Cowichan 
River by arguing that runs 
are low, some effort at least 
should be put into obtaining 
accurate information on 
anglers’ catches relative to 
escapement figures,” he 
says. 

De Leeuw is not convinced 
that closing down the river 
or estuarine sports fishery is 
going to be effective in di¬ 
verting demands by Indians 
for more fishing rights, 
“since it is the commercial 
fishery which takes the 
great majority of salmon. 

“THE INDIANS will con¬ 
tinue to argue for their fish¬ 
ing rights here and else¬ 
where, until the commercial 
fishery is also severely re¬ 
stricted, and this I don't 
foresee.” 

He recommends a river 
fishery and the slowing down 
of the high seas commercial 
salmon fishery. “A real fi¬ 
nancial gain can be made if 
in fact fishing were to be 
done in the rivers, where 
weight of the fish captured is 
at its maximum, there is no 
interference of other stocks, 
and the fishery can be man¬ 
aged much more effective¬ 
ly- 

“What I am advocating 
here is not a complete cessa¬ 
tion of traditional commer¬ 
cial fishing methods, but the 
periodic local use of a more 
effective management 
tool,” he explains. 
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HE NOTES the first runs 
of steelhead generally do not 
enter the Cowichan until the 
first week of December and 
that these are the heaviest 
fish, up to 20 pounds not 
being uncommon. He further 


notes that the present net 
(Indian food) fishery lasts 
until the middle of Decem¬ 
ber and overlaps the steel¬ 
head runs which have drasti¬ 
cally declined over the last 
10 vears.

Don’t feel guilty if you 
over-lndulge once a year, a 
Chicago psychologist says. 

Overeating during the hoi- 
day season can be good for 
your emotional health, and 
being with the family is a 
filling experience in more 
ways than one, Dr. Craig 
Johnson, of Michael Reese 
Medical Centre, says. 

“It’s a refuelling at the 
homestead. We all need this 
to return to the bosom of our 
families for nurture. We 
need this sense of connected¬ 
ness-spending time at the 
place where you fit, where 
you are surrounded by peo¬ 
ple you know well." 


"But for the ordinary con¬ 
sumer to take a product to 
the laboratory to be tested is 
very expensive,” she says, 
and it often makes more 
sense to try to be especialiy 
wary when shopping. 

“Paying the most money 
is not always going to guar¬ 
antee you are getting the 
best product. If you're not 
satisfied with the quality of 
the product, then don't buy 
it.” 

Manufacturers are re¬ 
quired by law to list ingre¬ 
dients according to the per¬ 
centage of the product they 
represent. The ingredient 
listed first should be the 
most prevalent. 

If a label on a tin of sar¬ 
dines, for instance, does not 
list sardines first, something 
other than sardines is the 
principal ingredient. 

Anderson says consumers 
would benefit by spending 
time reading magazines and 
books on goods they buy. 
Most libraries carry a wide 
selection of consumer guides 
and librarians can help lo-

cate books and periodicals 
the library doesn’t carry.

Your Good Health 


Dear Dr. Donohue: Two 1 
weeks ago my 16-ycar-old 
son suddenly got excruciat¬ 
ing pain In his right testicle. 
He vomited and was pale 
from the pain. In the emer¬ 
gency room a urologist was 
called in. Dye x-rays showed 
no kidney stones. They su¬ 
spected a kink had developed 
in his epididymis and that 
this caused inflamation. 

He was put 6n antibiotics. 
Shouldn't further tests be 
made? I am concerned about 
the extent and length of the 
pain and swelling, though it 
does seem to have subsided 
some. Should I be patient or 
press for further diagnosis? 

I am anxious. —Mrs. M.E. 

The epididymis is a tiny 
structure that sits atop the 
testicle in the scrotal sac. It 
is the semen-carrying duct, 
actually. Inflammation of it 
gives rise to one of those long 
medical terms—‘'epididy¬ 
mitis.” It also gives rise to 
severe pain in the testicle 
area and excruciating would 
be the word for it. 

The swelling may be sud¬ 
den, as in your son’s case, 
and there may be a sharp 
temperature rise (up to 104). 
If injury didn't cause it, 
about the only other cause of 
such sudden onset would be a 
twisting (torsion) of the tes¬ 
ticle. You seem concerned 
about the possibility of 
tumors. That would not 
cause acute pain. 

Acute epididymitis takes a 
week or two to subside, but it 
may be a month before all 
the swelling goes down. 
Surely, if it persists beyond 
that time, or if pain is not 
subsiding, you should check 
with your doctor again. 

I suspect that by the time 
you read this you will have 
your answers. ‘ ‘ 

Dear Dr. Donohue: 1 have 
sugar diabetes, which is con¬ 
trolled with Diabinese. My 
urine self-analysis tests al¬ 
ways are negative. My doc¬ 
tor orders a blood-sugar test 
every three months. He does 
not tell me wbat it says, 
except that it is satisfactory. 
These tests are costly, and 
transport costs, etc., add to 
it. Are the tests needed so 
often? Youropinion would be 
appreciated.— E.J.B. 

Every three months is not 
an excessive number of 
times to have the blood sugar 
tested. The medicine you are 
using for control is the oral 
type (not insulin) and often it 
takes much time to deter¬ 
mine if that kind of control is 
going to be effective. 

You should be able to talk 
this over with your doctor. 
He might agree to testing 
every four months. In the

course of a year that would 
cut your costs by 25 per cent. 

I hope my arithmetic is cor¬ 
rect. 

Another point: The fre¬ 
quency of testing may be 
greater in the early stages of 
control. 

Dear Dr. Donohue: When I 
had my prostate surgery I 
was told I would still be able 
to have children. I under¬ 
stand there is a way of wash¬ 
ing the bladder and getting 
the semen that way, and that 
my wife could be artificially 
inseminated with it. How 
often do men who have had a 
prostate operation succeed 
in becoming fathers? Is it 
really as easy as rolling off a 
log? — L.E. 

After an operation on the 
prostate gland the ejaculate 
often passes backward up 
into the urinary bladder in¬ 
stead of forward through the 
penis. That would make a 
man infertile, but still able to 
have an erection. 

There is a technique in 
which the man's bladder is 
washed after intercourse. 
The washing is collected and 
put in a centrifuge. As the 
material is whirled around, 
the sperm is separated from 
the rest of the fluid. The 
collected sperm can then be 
introduced into the female 
genital tract. 

I cannot find the precise 
"success rale” for this pro¬ 
cedure. Perhaps a urologist 
will let me know. It doesn't 
sound to me quite as easy as 
"rolling off a log.” 

Dear Dr. Donohue: I am a 

62-ycar-old male blessed 
with a rather prominent 
nose. Lately, I have noticed 
that the tip is getting pro¬ 
gressively larger. Is this a 
normal occurrence? Or is 
there treatment for it? Is 
plastic surgery feasible? — 
E.J.K. 

The tip of the nose can 
enlarge due to a condition 
called “rhinophyma” 
(swelling of oil glands and 
congestion of tissue). The 
skin becomes somewhat vio¬ 
laceous (violet colored), a 
splendid little medical ad¬ 
jective, don't you agree? 
Plastic surgery is feasible, 
whatever the cause. 

Dear Dr. Donohue: Two 
months ago I marked my 
third anniversary as a jog¬ 
ger. I regularly jogged four 
miles a day. Then I became 
quite tired and depressed. 
The doctor diagnosed mono¬ 
nucleosis. After a month I 
tried to get back into an 
exercise program, but even 
after two months 1 find it 
hard to cut it. 

How long will it be before 
I II be able to begin jogging 
again? I am a female. 39. 
and have always been in ex¬ 
cellent health. — M.H. 

It does take some people a 
very long time to feel 100 
per cent after a bout with 
mononucleosis, sometimes 
as long as six months to a 
year. During this time, it is 
not harmful to jog. but not to 
the point of exhaustion.

IWA balks at Chrysler freeze 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A 
wage freeze proposed by the 
L'.S. Senate banking com¬ 
mittee may be too high a 
price for Chrysler Corp. em¬ 
ployees to pay to keep their 
floundering employer 
afloat, a United Auto Work¬ 
ers union spokesman said. 

"If the price of preserving 
the company and their jobs 
Is not to feed their families 
and to give up their homes, it 


may not be worth paying,” 
Howard Paster, legislative 
director of the UAW, told a 
reporter. 

The committee approved 
by a 10-to-4 vote Thursday a 
bill calling for $1.25 billion In 
federal loan guarantees, but 
requiring $2.75 billion worth 
of matching effort from 
other sources. This would In¬ 
clude Chrysler workers' ac¬ 
ceptance of a wage freeze 


for at least two years. 

The freeze would require 
the union to re-negottate its 
newly signed three-year con¬ 
tract with Chrysler, and it 
would have to relintfaish 
wage increases already won 
at the bargaining table. 

Paster described this as 
"ludicrous.” 

On the other hand, Richard 
Muller of the Washington 
public affairs office of 


Chrysler described the com¬ 
mittee's approval of the bill 
as “an important move on 
the way to having the issue 
resolved by the two houses of 
Congress.” 

The House of Representa¬ 
tives banking committee has 
approved a widely different 
loan guarantee bill — one 
which does not call for a 
wage freeze. This measure 
is expected to come up on the 


House floor next week. 

Assuming both houses ap¬ 
prove some form of aid to 
Chrysler, the issue eventual¬ 
ly would be negotiated by a 
committee of House and 
Senate conferees. 

In addition to the wage 
freeze for hourly workers, 
the Senate bill calls for a 
freeze on the total amount of 
compensation for white col¬ 
lar employees. 


Scientologists’ 
pleas dismissed 


LONDON (Reuter) — Brit¬ 
ish high court judges have 
rejected pleas by two offi¬ 
cials of the Church of Scien¬ 
tology that extradition 
orders demanding their re¬ 
turn to the United States be 
dropped because charges

Judge Sir Hugh 
Griffiths dismissed the ap¬ 
peals by Jane Kember and 
Morrison Budlong. Griffiths 
said it would be ridiculous to

On Aug. 15 last yea^ a 
federal grand jury in Wash¬ 
ington indicted 11 high-rank¬ 
ing members of the Church 
of Scientology on charges of 
conspiring to infiltarate, spy 
on and committed burglary 
acts on offices of the justice 
department and the revenues 
service. 

Mrs. Kember, a Briton 
who held the church position 
of “world-wide guardian,” 
and Budlong, an American, 
are listed as living in East 
Grinstead, Sussex, southern 
England, where the Church 
of Scientology has an of¬ 
fice. 

Mrs. Kember and Budlong 
argued that the burglaries 
were committed as part of 
an attempt to change the 
U.S. government policy to¬ 
ward Scientology. 

Griffiths said, “I am un¬ 
able to accept that organiz¬ 
ing burglaries—either for 
the purpose of identifying 
persons in government of¬ 
fices hostile to the Scientolo- 
' gists, or gaining an advan¬ 
tage in litigation, or refuting 
false allegations, thus ena¬ 
bling a better image of the 
Church of Scientology to he 
projected to the public— 
comes anywhere near being 
an offence of a political 
character within the mean¬ 
ing of the extradition suit. * 

Mrs. Kember and Budlong 
were released on bail pend¬ 
ing the outcome of their ap¬ 
peal to the House of Lords, 
the country’s final court of 
appeal. 

After Friday’s hearing, 
David Gaiman, a spokesman 
for the Scientologists, said 
the case was "just another 
battle in a 24 -year war witji 
the CIA the FBI and the in¬ 
ternal revenue service whicj 
has cost ourselves and other 
social reform groups dear 
but which has exposed read 
crimes by U.S. government 
agencies."

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Alberta gays spark outcry 


EDMONTON (CP) — 
Labor Minister Les 
Young was tired after a 
week's work. He didn’t 
expect much reaction 
when he told an inter¬ 
viewer early this month 
that homosexual “cru¬ 
saders” who challenge 
society by “flaunting 
their type of predisposi¬ 
tion to create publicity” 
should not expect the Al¬ 
berta human rights com¬ 
mission to protect theni. 

Young is the minister re¬ 
sponsible for the commis¬ 
sion. 

SOME GROUPS called 
immediately for the resigna¬ 
tion -or dismissal of Young 
and of Bob Lundrigan, 
newly-appointed commis¬ 
sion chairman. 

Lundrigan’s appointment 
aftertwo years as a commis¬ 
sion member had sparked 
the affair. A lawyer from the 
conservative, heavily Mor¬ 
mon southern Alberta com¬ 
munity of Cardston, he is 
known for defending 
women's rights but declared 
in a radio interview 18 
months ago that homosex¬ 
uals do not deserve protec¬ 
tion under the province's In¬ 
dividual's Rights Protection 
Act. 

Neither Young nor Lundri¬ 
gan has the sensitivity to 
oversee rights legislation, 
said Pat Preston, Alberta 
representative for the Na¬ 


tional Action Committee on 
the Status of Women. 

PAT DANFORTH, lob¬ 
byist for a physically dis¬ 
abled group which has tried 
vainly to bring tbe disabled 
under the rights law, called 
Young “Alberta’s George 
Wallace without a wheel¬ 
chair.” 

Young, 45, an Edmonton 
businessman bom in Comp¬ 
ton, Que., said in an inter¬ 
view Friday most of the let¬ 
ters and telephone calls he 
has received on the issue 
have been thoughtful. 

Holding open at least the 
possibility that homosexuals 
might someday come under 
the act, he said he wants 
public discussion about how 
far to extend Alberta’s 
rights law. 

THE ACT defends persons 
from discrimination on eight 
grounds — age, race, region, 
sex, color, ancestry, place of 
origin and marital status. 

Young said he has no par¬ 
ticular objection to homo¬ 
sexuals but feels that bring- 
ing them under the 
protection of the rights law 
would change the nature of 
the law. He said it would 
begin to protect what people 
do as well as what they are.

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"That is, of course, the 
question that I’m trying to 
put to society. 

‘‘HOW FAR does govern¬ 
ment want to legislate the 
conduct of Individuals in so¬ 
ciety?” 

A law governing actions as 
opposed to something writ¬ 
ten down or easily proved 
might be a mess to adminis¬ 
ter, Y oung said. It might also 
lead to a denial of the right of 
ordinary people not to be 
harassed by, for example, 
aggressive homosexuals. 

“We’re really talking 
about, it seems to me, a case 
where some types of individ¬ 
uals say, ‘we want to be able 
to declare to others what we 
are and be liked for it.’ ” 

ALBERTANS will have to 
decide the rules and then de¬ 
termine whether they want 
them enforced by law or 
made known by other means 
such as education programs, 
Young said. 

Ms. Preston has criticized 
Young for earlier state¬ 
ments to that effect. Prefer¬ 
ring education to legal guar¬ 


antees suggests the rights 
act is “nothing more than a 
meaningless piece of paper 
which serves to delude Al¬ 
bertans into thinking they 
have human rights protec¬ 
tion,” she said. 

Others have criticized the 
act for limits to protection 
already included. 


IN ALBERTA, it is illegal 


to pay people different 
wages on the basis of sex, but 
not on the basis of other 
grounds such as race or 
marital status. Protection 
against discrimination on 
the basis of age does not 
cover areas such as pay and 
accommodation — although 
it does cover employment — 
and is limited to ages 45 to 
65.

TORONTO (CP)— A 
strike planned for Monday 
by Ontario's jail guards has 
been declared illegal by the 
Ontario Public Service 
Labor Relations tribunal. 

The tribunal also decided 
Saturday that if the prov¬ 
ince's 3,000 jail guards walk 
out, it will hear a govern¬ 
ment application on Dec. 12 
to prosecute the strikers and 
officers of the Ontario Pub¬ 
lic Service Employees 
Union, which represents 
them. 

But union president Sean 
O’Flynn said he would con¬ 
tinue to urge the guards to 
walk out at the province's 61 
jails and correctional insti¬ 
tutions. 

"Unfortunately, no other 
acceptable avenue has been 
proposed to us so far,” he 
said. 

“We realized that what we 
contemplated from the be¬ 
ginning was illegal. How¬ 
ever, the level of frustration 
and alienatfon among them 
(the guards) was so great 
that there seemed to be no 
other avenue but a strike." 

O’Flynn said he still hoped 
a settlement could be 
reached at mediation talks 
between union and govern¬ 
ment representatives, which 
continued throughout Friday 
night and Saturday.

VANCOUVER (CP) — Private automo¬ 
bile insurers operating in British Colum¬ 
bia have asked the provincial government 
to limit its proposed F.A.I.R. plan cov¬ 
erage to compulsory bodily injury insur¬ 
ance and allow private insurers to compete 
with the Insurance Corp. of B.C. for all 
physical damage coverage. 

The Insurance Bureau of Canada, in a 
news release, said such a scheme would 
ensure the continuation of freedom of 
choice for B.C. motorists and help speed up 
some of the goals of the F.A.I.R. pro¬ 
gram. 

In August, ICBC announced its Funda¬ 
mental Auto Insurance Rating program 
designed to eliminate age, sex and marital 
status as criteria for calculating vehicle 
insurance premiums. Premiums will be 
based on the use made of the vehicle and 
drivers’ safety records.

VANCOUVER (CP) — A

Socreds mimic NDP grassroots organizing 


VANCOUVER (CP) — If imitation is 
the sincerest form of flattery, the New 
Democratic Party has an unusual ad¬ 
mirer in Hugh Harris, the new execu¬ 
tive-director of the B.C. Social Credit 
party. 

It’s not that Harris likes the NDP’s 
policies. What he envies is the NDP’s 
political organization and he hopes to 
imitate it. 

When Harris, a friend and former 
campaign manager of Premier Ben 
nett, became the party's executive 
director be began preparing the party 
for a better showing than its near 
defeat in last May’s election. 

Both Harris and Bennett have 
blamed the party’s dirty tricks scan¬ 
dal on poor organization, with nobody 
knowing where the lines of authority 
were drawn. 

While the Socreds outspent the NDP 
— $2.2 million to $1.1 million — the 
NDP o u t - 

hustled the government party in most 
areas. The final evidence was the 
election, which saw the government 
cut to a five-seat majority despite 
redistribution of riding boundaries 


which increased the Social Credit ad¬ 
vantage. 

The problem, says Harris, is that the 
party hadn’t moved with the times, 
relying instead on a top-heavy cam¬ 
paign that focussed on the personali¬ 
ties of the premier and a few high-pro¬ 
file lieutenants rather than on con¬ 
stituency organizing. 

“In the past we had this election 
group that dropped out of the sky when 
the (election) writ was dropped,’’ 
Harris says. “Things changed in the 
early 70s” but the party didn’t change 
with them. 

Harris notes that other parties now 
run training schools where the basics 
of electioneering are taught. 

“Our party ran a 38-day campaign,” 
he said. "Their’s (NDP) was a 365-day 
campaign.” 

But while Harris and Bennett attrib¬ 
ute the party’s dirty tricks problems to 
disorganization, they have run into 
trouble in their efforts to overcome 
it. 

On his second day on the job, Harris 
wrote a series of memos to friends and 
party workers, asking for hints on how 


to pull the party together. 

One of the memos went to Jack 
Kelly, the caucus worker who was the 
first to resign in the dirty tricks scan¬ 
dal and who now says he was pres¬ 
sured into resigning. 

Kelly says the memo asked if he 
would “obtain quietly and confiden¬ 
tially (both words were underlined) all 
the operations manuals for the NDP 
federally and provincially," and other 
opposition materials. 

Harris insists he didn’t want Kelly to 
do anything unethical, and the reason 
he underlined the words was to ensure 
that nothing unethical was done. 

“I was saying, for heaven’s sake, 
don't do anything you shouldn't be 
doing. It wasn’t designed as any spy 
operation. There wasn't anything sub¬ 
versive about my plans.” 

Harris says the request for informa¬ 
tion about the NDP produced nothing 

Harris is writing his own manuals 
now, but if he still wants the informa¬ 
tion he should call the nearest NDP 
office, says party provincial secretary 
Yvonne Cocke.

PIREAUS, Greece-Is a 
fast-growing, computerized, 
Soviet merchant marine 
pushing Western fleets off 
the seas? Do its competitive, 
capitalistic methods spell 
communist supremacy at 
sea in some not-too-dlstant 
future? 

“Soviet competition af¬ 
fects Greek shipping less 
than most,” answers Em- 
manouil Kefalogiannis, 
Greek merchant marine 
minister, as he gazes from 
his office windows toward 
the ships jamming this busy 
port of Athens. 

“Americans, the British 
and others are feeling it 
more,” he continues, “be¬ 
cause the Soviets are moving 
into the major sea lanes, 
especially the established 
routes you once controlled. 
We Greeks are strongest In 
the freelancing tramp 
trades, off the established 
routes. But in the future, 
Greek shipping may be hurt, 
too, if the Soviets build more 
big ships to take business 
away from our smaller 
ones.” 

The world shipping de¬ 
pression that followed the oil 
price increases of 1973-74 has 
thrown Greek shipbuilding 
and repair, like that In other 
major Western maritime 
countries, into the doldrums. 
So it was good news for 
Greeks last Sept. 6 when the 
Soviet company, Sudoim- 
port, signed an agreement 
for repair of Soviet commer¬ 
cial ships and non-combat¬ 
ant Soviet navy ships with 
Greece’s Neorion shipyards

This was a breakthrough 
for the Soviets in Western- 
oriented Greece, a NATO 
member that quit NATO's 
military wing out of dlasatsi- 
faction with NATO and the 
United States after the 1974 
Turkish invasion of Cyprus. 

It finally promised fulfill¬ 
ment of an old Greek-Soviet 
merchant marine accord, 
under which the Soviets had 
pledged to give Greek ship¬ 
yards major ship-repair 
business. 

Potentially, Greek shi¬ 
powners are those who 
would be most affected in 
the long run by Soviet com¬ 
petition. “If you count the 
Greek-flag vessels and those 

flying a flag of convenience 
(many fly Liberian, Pana¬ 
manian or Cyprus flags to 
escape taxes and heavy reg¬ 
istration fees), as well as 
foreign-flag ships owned by 
Greeks, Greece Is No. 1 In the 
world shipping with 4,891 
ships totaling 50.7 million 
gross registered tons," Ke¬ 
falogiannis said. 

(Independent statistics 
show Greek-reglstry ship¬ 
ping in fourth place, Liber¬ 
ian registry in fifth, the 
U.S.S.R.tn sixth and the U.S. 
down to eighth place In 
1979.) 

According to James Ellis, 
a maritime analyst at NATO 
headquarters in Brussels, 
much of the concern about 
the Soviet merchant ma¬ 
rine's growth from a small, 
home-oriented service in the 
1950s to a rapidly growing 
and modernizing fleet today, 
“may be needless, as the 
Soviet merchant marine Is 
still primarily an instrument 
for supporting Soviet mili¬ 
tary objectives." 

In 1977 the U.S. Depart¬ 
ment of Commerce reported 
in detail how Soviet ships 
were capturing a larger and 
larger share of U.S. foreign 
trade. Since then, according 
to shipping analysts here, at 
least three U.S. freight Hnes- 
-Pacific, Far East and State 
Llnes -have folded due to So¬ 
viet competition on their own 
routes. 

British Board of Trade an¬ 
alysts report that the Soviet 
merchant fleet has expand¬ 
ed sixfold since 1969 and Is 
rapidly approaching a ca¬ 
pacity of 50 or more roll-on 
roll-off (RoRo) and other 
light, rapid ships that can 
unload military or other car¬ 
goes directly onto beaches or 
port facilities In the Third 
World. 

The Soviets still lack con¬ 
tainer-carrying capacity, 
the strongest point of the 
smaller U.S. and other West¬ 
ern merchant fleets. Gen¬ 
eral cargo ships are the lar¬ 
gest element (48 percent) of 
all Soviet ships, followed by 
tankers (37 percent). These 
mainly are small tankers 
that can carry Soviet oil out 
to Western ports, and make 
the return voyage pay by 
hauling needed U.S., Cana¬ 
dian or Australian grain 
back to the U.S.S.R. 

When Greek shipping heir¬ 
ess Christina Onassis, 
daughter of Aristotle Onas¬ 
sis, in 1978 married Sergei 
Kauzov, an executive of the 


Soviet state shipping firm 
Sovfracbt, she was sealing 
an Informal alliance be¬ 
tween the biggest (Greek- 
owned) and fastest-growing 
(Soviet) merchant marines 
in the world. 

Since then, the Greek- 
owned share of Soviet grain 
and oil arbiters has been 
climbing steadily, though 
Onassis company sources 
deny that Kauzov has tried to 
change any company poli¬ 
cies or personnel. 

In Moscow, control of So¬ 
viet merchant shipping is di¬ 
vided between Kauzov's 
Sovfracht-which deals with 
chartering, leasing and 
booking of bulk cargoes like 
grain-and Sovlnflot, han¬ 
dling the swift Soviet ships. 
The faster ships carry about 
80 percent of Soviet cross¬ 
trading on the established 
routes, where they compete 
with the U.S., Britain, Nor¬ 
way, Japan and other free- 
world lines. 

According to Leonard Sul¬ 
livan Jr., co-chairman of the 
private Atlantic Council's

Justice Department anti¬ 
trust rules have been ap¬ 
plied, however, to prevent 
U.S. participation with the

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Vital numbers in mail to decide school tax level

An important set of numbers went 
into the mail to school districts Friday, 
and new Education Minister Brian 
Smith will make his first major move in 
education Monday when he announces, 
for those who haven't received their 
mail yet, what the numbers are. 

The numbers are the 1980 value of 
the instructional unit, and the basic 
milt rate for local taxes, both of which, 
when plugged into the complex educa¬ 
tion finance formula, determine how 
local taxpayers and the provincial gov¬ 
ernment will share the cost of local 
public education. 

The Public Schools Act requires that 
they be determined by Dec. 1 of each 


year, but education ministry officials 
were mum on Friday, stating that they 
were not going to release the fig¬ 
ures to the press before school districts 
had a chance to get them through the 
mall. 

THE PROVINCE'S education fund¬ 
ing system is a “foundation" system, in 
which a basic level of. financing is 
provided to every school district, based 
on its enrolment. Some of that money 
comes from local taxpayers, in the 
form of the basic mill rate paid by 
every property-owner. Whatever the 
basic mill rate does not raise to¬ 
ward the basic level of funding (com¬ 
puted by multiplying the instructional 
unit by the number of 20-pupil units 
in the district), the provincial govern¬ 


ment pays in the form of a grant. If the 
school district wants to spend more 
than the basic funding (and all of them 
do), they pay the entire additional cost 
out of local taxes or revenues. 

Both the B.C. School Trustees Asso¬ 
ciation and the B.C. Teachers' Federa¬ 
tion have called for reductions in the 
provincial education tax, as recom¬ 
mended in the 1976 McMath Commis¬ 
sion on property assessment and taxa¬ 
tion, but government policy for the last 
decade has been to Increase the tax at 
varying rates. 

The basic mill rate, levied evenly in 
all school districts, has shot from just 
over 24 mills in 1970 to 41 mills in 
1979, with most of the increase occur¬ 
ring since 1975, when the rate was still a 


comparatively low 26.5 mills. The rate 
jumped six mills in 1976 and another 
five mills in 1977 before taking smaller 
leaps of 2.25 mills In 1978 and 1.25 mills 
in 1979. 

THE BCSTA, in a brochure sent out 
this fall, supports local taxes for edu¬ 
cation, but suggests that increases in 
the basic mill rate have got out of hand 
in the past few years, particularly dur¬ 
ing the past four years when they 
rose more than 50 per cent. 

“I certainly hope that there will be 
no increase, and with the increase in as¬ 
sessments, there might even be room 
for a reduction," Rubymay Parrott 
said Saturday. 

The BCTF, in a news release last 
month, said the new figures were "an 


opportunity for the new minister to 
demonstrate his support for the public 
schools and for the provincial govern¬ 
ment to assume a greater share of 
school board expenditures.” 

THE BCTF CALLS attention to the 
healthy surpluses in the provincial 
budget, and says further increases In 
the homeowner grants, which are ap¬ 
plied to public education costs, might 
be in order. 

Because of the complexity of the 
finance formula, the jumps in the basic 
mill rate have not always meant steep¬ 
ly increasing local taxes. 

Increases in enrolment may boost 
the value of the basic education pro¬ 
gram, and limit the impact of an 


increase in the basic levy. The change 
in calculating property assessments, 
now being phased in, has also in¬ 
fluenced how much a mill raises. 

THAT SIX-MILL jump in 1976, for 
instance, only budged the local share of 
the basic education program by one per 
cent, to 53 per cent, while the much 
smaller increase of 1.25 mills last year 
boosted the local share of the basic , 
education program by three per cent, ■ 
to a record high of 61 per cent. 

And in spite of all the figures, a 
larger local share does not necessarily 
come out of the taxpayers’ pocket, 
since the government pays a signifi-. 
cant share of the local taxes itself in the ; 
form of the homeowner grant..

Think of the intertidal zone 
as being like a forest, a visit¬ 
ing scientist said at the Uni¬ 
versity of Victoria. 

While the parallel is not 
perfect, according to Dr. 
Simon Levin of Cornell Uni¬ 
versity, plant and animal 
species in the intertidal zone 
(between the high and low 
tide levels) show the same 
kind of succession which 
forests experience: a disas¬ 
ter wipes out the main spe¬ 
cies, a bare spot Is created, 
and a succession of species 
gradually fills it in until the 
main species Is again domi¬ 
nant. 

Levin’s particular object 
of study is the large Califor¬ 
nia mussel (mytilus call for- 
n/anus) which flourishes on 
the outer coast of B.C. The 
smaller blue, or European 
mussel (mytilus edulis), is 
more common In protected 
waters.

Just as different species of 
trees may grow at different 
altitudes, so do different 
forms of sea life inhabit 
various levels of the intertid¬ 
al zone, Levin said. 

At the top, in the "spray 
zone,” are a variety of plants 
which can cope with the salty 
environment. Below them is 
often a zone of small acom 
barnacles, followed by mus¬ 
sels and gooseneck barna¬ 
cles, and then by large 
brown algae near the bot¬ 
tom. 

In general, the height 
above low tide which an or¬ 
ganism inhabits Is deter¬ 
mined by its capacity to stay- 
out of water for extended 
periods of time, while the 
lower limit is generally set 
by competition from other 
species. 

The lower limit for mus¬ 
sels is generally the upper 
limit for starfish which feed 
on them, Levin noted. 

Gaps in this neat organiza¬ 
tion can be created by a 
number of factors, such as 
fissures in the rock or the 
amount of wave action. Par¬ 
ticularly on the outer coast, 
winter storms can rip out 
chunks of the mussel beds, 
either directly, or by heav¬ 
ing logs against them. 

For reasons not complete¬ 
ly clear, the California mus¬ 
sel does not immediately 
move to recolonize the area, 
Levin said. The mussel may 


require preparation of the 
surface to which it attaches 
its tough byssus threads be¬ 
fore it can re-colonize the 
space. 

For a small gap, the mus¬ 
sels can simply lean over 
and move slightly into the 
middle, to close the space. 
The animals can detach ex¬ 
isting byssus threads and 
grow a new set in a slightly 
different location. 

It is roughly parallel to the 
branch growth in surround¬ 
ing trees when one tree is 
removed from a grove. 
Levin said. The improved 
light in that location encour¬ 
ages the growth of branches 
from adjacent trees into the 
space. 

In the case of a larger gap 
in mussel beds, various 
other forms of sea life tem¬ 
porarily occupy the space. 
Diatoms and blue-green 
algae are among the first 
occupants, but after the first 
spring, small acom barna¬ 
cles move in, particularly 
along the outer edges of the, 
space, where limpets have 
come out of the protection of 
the mussel bed to graze on 
algae. 

As time passes, the goo¬ 
seneck barnacles begin to 
dominate the acom barna¬ 
cles, and eventually the blue 
mussel moves in, to be fol¬ 
lowed by the California mus¬ 
sel where it is dominant.

Word dispute 
frees hit-runs

Argument over the legal 
definition of the word “inci¬ 
dent" in a section of B.C.’s 
Motor Vehicle Act has re¬ 
sulted in dismissal of hit-run 
cases in Vancouver since 
August. 

The ruling by Vancouver 
Provincial Judge E.J. Cron¬ 
in was that a section of the 
act that says a driver “that is 
directly or indirectly in¬ 
volved in an incident on a 
highway" must remain or 
immediately return to the 
scene, was so vague that it 
was incapable of definition. 

The crown appealed the 
decision to B.C. Supreme 
Court, where Mr. Justice F. 
Craig Munroe reserved 
judgment. 
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can give clues to the amount 
of disturbance at any loca¬ 
tion along the shore. Levin 
indicated. Large, uninter¬ 
rupted beds of California 
mussels indicate relatively 
low levels of wave distur¬ 
bance, while greater diver¬ 
sity of sea life in an area 
where the mussels are found 
indicates that the dominance 
of the mussel is held in 
check by disturbance which 
permits other species to 
grow. 

Some species flourish in 
such areas. Levin noted. His 
research team cultivated 
thick beds of a certain type 
of seaweed by artificially 
creating patches in the mus¬ 
sel beds. The number of open 
spaces encouraged the 
growth of the weed. 

Not yet understood is 
whether wave action dis¬ 
turbs the mussel beds on its 
own, or whether the mussels 
sow the seeds of their own 
demise by growing too large 
or in clusters, thus exposing 
themselves to more force 
from waves. Levin said.

VANCOUVER (CP) - A 
flVe-man governmental re- 

•ew commission has re- 
t mmended that Vancouver 
adopt a partial ward system 
to replace the existing at- 
large system of electing 
cfvic politicians. 

The commission recom¬ 
mends that most city council 
members and school board 
and park board trustees be 
elected from five wards with 
the same boundaries as the 
provincial electoral dis¬ 
tricts. 

The mayor and chairmen 
of the school and park 
boards would be elected by 
(he voters of the city as a 
whole, as would one aider- 
man and one member each 
of the school and park 
boards from each ward. 

Each body would be in¬ 
creased—council from 11 
members to 16, school board 
from nine to 11, and park 
board from seven to 11. 

Terms of office also would 
be Increased to three years 
from the current two-year 
term. 

The report, commissioned 
by council last spring, was 
released Friday by commis¬ 
sion chairman Larry Eck- 
ardt. 

Vancouver residents voted 
5l,5 per cent in favor of a 
ward system in last year's 
plebiscite, but Mayor Jack 
Vblrich said the size of the 
majority was too slim to 
warrant a change. Instead, 
he persuaded council to 
commission the review.

SEATTLE (AP) — The state of 
Washington will pay $150,000 in an 
out-of-court settlement to three Ta¬ 
coma children following the 1975 
strangling of their sister by a former 
mental patient. 

A suit filed in 1976 by the chil¬ 
drens’ father, Harry Seeman, sought 
$200,000 for the death of eight-year-old 
Kathleen Seeman and another $500,000 
for what he said was the related sui¬ 
cide of his wife, Wilhelmine. 

Seeman, who died last year, 


claimed the state wrongfully released 
Barbara DeMaris, 20, at the time of 
the slaying, from Western State Hos¬ 
pital. The Tacoma woman strangled 
Kathleen 45 days later at Kelley’s 
Camp outside Lacey. 

Ms. DeMaris, tried in 1975 for sec¬ 
ond-degree murder, was acquitted 
after psychiatrists testified she was 
criminally insane when released from 
the hospital. 

The three surviving children — 
Christine, 18; Darlene, 15; and Steven, 
14 — will split the settlement.

Senator takes 
fight to top 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
Arizona Republican Senator 
Barry Goldwater says he 
will go to the U.8. Supreme 
Court to challenge President 
Carter’s authority to unila¬ 
terally end the U.S. defence 
pact with Taiwan. 

A federal appeals court 
Friday ruled 6-1 that Carter 
did not need the approval of 
Congress to terminate the 
Mutual Defence Treaty 
signed in 1954, a move that 
would open full relations 
with the People’s Republic 
of China. 

The decision was a major 
foreign policy victory for the 
administration which ap¬ 
pealed the case following 
U.S. District Judge Oliver 
Gasch's ruling the president 
must have either the votes of 
two-thirds of the Senate or 
both houses of Congress. 

The Arizona senator said 
the ruling would be appealed 
to the Supreme Court on 
Monday. 

"The framers of the Con¬ 
stitution would turn over in 
their graves at this ruling,” 
Goldwater said. 

He said the decision 
"marks the first time in 
American history that a 
court has upheld the right of 
a foreign country (China) to 


dictate national policy for 
the United States.” 

Last December, Carter 
announced plans to end the 
treaty when he decided to 
open diplomatic relations 
with the People’s Republic 
of China. He said the treaty 
would be terminated on Jan. 
1, 1980. 

Goldwater and 25 other 
conservatives challenged 
the action in court, calling 
the case the most important 
test in 200 years of the bal¬ 
ance of powers between the 
branches of government. 

The appeals court, in a 
four-member majority opin¬ 
ion, said "it would take an 
unprecedented feat of judi¬ 
cial construction to read into 
the Constitution an absolute 
condition precedent of con¬ 
gressional or Senate approv¬ 
al for termination of all trea¬ 
ties.”

(UPI) — Government and 
opposition lawmakers Satur¬ 
day jointly demanded the re¬ 
call of a decree the late 
President Park Chung-hee 
used to Imprison political 
dissidents and opponents to 
his one-man rule. 

Earlier, in spite of loud 
opposition protests, the gov¬ 
ernment announced the elec- 
toral college will meet 
Thursday to choose a suc¬ 
cessor to the assassinated 
Park. 

A plenary session of the 
National Assembly, the 
country's one-house parlia¬ 
ment. unanimously passed a 
resolution recommending 
the removal of the decree 
banning all anti-government 


activities proclaimed by 
Park in 1975. 

Under the constitution, the 
chief executive must comply 
with such recommendation 
unless justified by special 
circumstances. 

Following Park's assassi¬ 
nation Oct. 26, the govern¬ 
ment said it would consider 
removing the measure. The 
opposition party’s Insistence 
on the resolution had dead¬ 
locked the parliament for 
the past two days. 

The joint move by law¬ 
makers came as the govern¬ 
ment pushed preparations 
for the election to chodse an 
interim successor for Park.

The newspaper reported 
the councillors were delight¬ 
ed with the government de¬ 
cision and that one re¬ 
marked, "We can now 
abolish Democracy Wall.” 

Lu Zijing, city council 
member and also party sec¬ 
retary for a district of Pek¬ 
ing, said at a meeting, "The 
people who create distur¬ 
bances at the wall are not 
many, but they have an ex¬ 
tremely evil influence. They 
use the wall to let out secrets 
of the party and nation and 
sell information. This place 
has become an area where 
foreigners can acquire in¬ 
formation.” 


Another council member, 
Wang Xue Li, charged that 
“some of the people who cre¬ 
ate disturbances at the wall 
and shout democracy... also 
publicly propose opening 
brothels in China. Is this de¬ 
mocracy?” 

The first dissenting voice 
was heard at dusk when a 
neatly dressed man in his 
early 30s appeared at the 
wall, read aloud a poster he 
had earlier put up, and pro¬ 
claimed, “I oppose the aboli¬ 
tion of Democracy Wall.” 

He quickly attracted a 
crowd of about 50 people, 
some of whom started a dis¬ 
cussion with him. 

"If you have something to 
say in your heart, you should 
be able to say it out,” he said. 
“Democracy Wall gives ex¬ 
pression to an opposition 
voice."

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Annie avoids alcohol , sasquatch 



Annie: She enjoys a smoke 


NELSON HOUSE, 
Man. (CP) — Annie 
Moose, who's seen It all- 
including a sasquatch— 
in her 112 years, has no 
magic formula for lon¬ 
gevity. 

"God has given me this 
lifetime to fulfil,” she says. 
"I guess only He can say why 
I’ve lived so long.” 

But she adds that her long 
life in the wilds of the north¬ 
ern Manitoba bush could 
have something to do with 
the way she has adjusted to 
hardships, enjoyed living, 
kept away from alcohol and 
looked after her husband and 
children. 

“I’ve always been a one- 
man woman and that means 
a lot,” says the tiny, silky- 
haired great-grandmother 
who is known simply as 
Annie. 

Annie, whose husband Joe 
Moose died about 10 years 
ago, had 18 children but only 
three sons and two daugh 
ters are still living. One of 
her sons, she recalls, was 
born in a teepee in the middle 
of a snowstorm. 

"It didn’t bother him,” she 
says. "He grew up to be a 
big, strong young man.” 

Among the more hair-rais¬ 
ing sights of Annie’s life, she 
says, was the sasquatch. 
cousin of the legendary 
abominable snowman. 

Many years ago, at a place 
called Devil’s Narrows, her 
family had set up camp and 
Annie was gathering spruce 
boughs. 

Suddenly, she heard a 


crackling noise as though 
some large animal was mak¬ 
ing its way through the 
trees. 

“A huge, horrible-looking 
Wetego (“devil-person” in 
the Cree Indian language) 
came out of the bush and 
headed for the children. 
That was the only Wetego I 
ever saw. 

"It was bigger than the 
biggest man. It had a terri¬ 
ble looking face, all hair with 
no lips. It made an awful 
groaning kind of sound.” 

Annie said she rushed for 
the children and escaped 
with them in a canoe. 

"I paddled away as hard 
as I could while my husband 
stayed to drive the creature 
away. 


"From out in the Narrow 

we could see the Wetego 
waving a great big burning 
branch and setting fire to our 
camp. Finally it moved on, 
but I can tell you it was very 
frightening, something you 
don’t forget." 

Annie says there is much 
that troubles her about the 
Indians’ acceptance of white 
man’s society. 

“It hurts to hear of people 
freezing to death or drown¬ 
ing themselves because of 
alcohol. In the old times we 
had no liquor. All we had to 
worry about was sickness. I 
really hate alcohol. 1 never 
use it myself.”

MONTREAL (CP) — The leader of the 
Quebec wing of the federal Liberal party 
says he has advised members of the Que¬ 
bec caucus "not to commit themselves 
too quickly” in the leadership race to 
succeed Pierre Trudeau. 

Marc Lalonde, a close friend of Tru¬ 
deau. said Saturday the caucus might meet 
again as early as this week to discuss 
the issue further.

A working paper prepared for the meet¬ 
ings called for ’ urgent" action from the 
party executive to make sure the party 
membership was represented on a joint 
referendum committee with provincial 
Liberals. 

The paper, one of two distributed to 
reporters, said the membership was ini¬ 
tially represented on the committee but 
wasn’t any more. 

But Jean-Claude Dansereau. president 
of the federal group, said later the paper 
was wrong because he and others repre¬ 
senting the party membership had attend¬ 
ed strategy sessions on the referendum 
with provincial Liberals. 


Trudeau to stay 
active as leader 


MONTREAL (CP) — 
Pierre Trudeau has assured 
Quebec Liberal leader 
Claude Ryan that he will 
remain active as federal Op¬ 
position leader until a suc¬ 
cessor is elected at the Liber- 
all party’s leadership 
convention next March.

meeting here with Ryan, an 
aide to Trudeau said in a 
telephone Interview.

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Venerable Tatler Soviets boost Afghanistan aid 
gets new facelift

LONDON — The vener¬ 
able old Tatler, which has 
had a lot of ups and downs 
over the last 270 years, is 
undergoing yet another fa¬ 
celift. at the direction of a 
saucy young satirist named 
Tina Brown. 

Miss Brown, a 26-year-old 
whiz kid who was given her 
own column in Punch four 
years ago, has just put out 
her first issue as editor of 
The Tatler, a glossy monthly 
that chronicles life at the top 
in Britain, setting it on a 
course that she hopes will be 
"smarter, cooler and more 
witty.” 

"We're still going to have a 
lot about parties,” Miss 
Brownexplained, “because I 
think parties are absolutely 
riveting. Jane Austen said 
that everything happens at 
parties, and she was right. 
But at the same time, we are 
going to try to be more high¬ 
brow about the arts, and 
more provocative intellec¬ 
tually.” 

Thus, although the first 
issue of the Brown regime 
still contains dozens of snap¬ 
shots of people with titles or 
hyphenated names attend¬ 
ing charity balls and debu¬ 
tante parties, it also has a 
feature on Prime Minister 
Margaret Thatcher’s adver¬ 
tising agency, articles on the 
18th-century actor David 
Garrick and Sir John Giel¬ 
gud, and an irreverent draw¬ 
ing of Prince Charles and his 
two younger brothers ("the 
royal boys”) in blue jeans 
and sneakers hanging 
around a street corner. 

“Prince Charles has a ro¬ 
mantic record that would 
make Giovanni Casanova 
blush,” the article on the 
three princes declares, and 
19-year-old Prince Andrew’s 
girlfriends are "distress¬ 
ingly common." 

Miss Brown, a stylishly 
dressed Oxford University 
graduate with long blonde 
hair, said in an interview 
that she is moving The 
Tatler back toward what it 
was when Richard Steele 
started it in 1709. In those 
days it was a broadside de¬ 
voted, in the words of its first 
issue, to such things as "ac¬ 
counts of gajjantry, pleasure 


and entertainment" written 
oy Steele and Joseph Addis¬ 
on and meant to be read by 
“men of fashion over their 
chocolate and women of 
fashion over their tea," as 
one of the editors, Herbert 
Vaughan Abbott, put it 60 
years ago. 

Although Steele's Tatler 
went out of business in 1711, 
the name was used sporadi¬ 
cally during the 18th and 19th 
centuries by one journal 
after another of rather light 
social criticism and report¬ 
ing. Today’s Tatlercan trace 
its direct ancestry back only 
to the 1890s, but it regards 
itself as a spiritual descen- 
dent of the original, and is 
having a 270th birthday 
party later this year. 

The magazine's best 
period was In the years be¬ 
tween the two world wars, 
when, as a weekly, It had a 
circulation of 70,000, com¬ 
pared to 22,000 now. 

Before the latest set of new 
owners took over The Tatler 
a few months ago and hired 
Miss Brown, she was known 
around London for her keen¬ 
ly written essays in Punch, 
the New Statesman and 
other publications. In one of 
them, describing Princess 
Margaret’s friend, she 
wrote: “Arch self-publicist 
Roddy Llewellyn veers be¬ 
tween press conferences In 
the VIP Lounge and wan 
statements about invasion of 
privacy.” At lunch, she 
quotes Llewellyn as saying: 

"I’ll murder you if you 
write this down, but what's 
the name of that ghastly fel¬ 
low who wants to ban fox¬ 
hunting? It's just another 
dreary socialist plot to stop 
us having fun.” 

Despite what Miss Brown 
describes as a shift in the 
direction of intellectual 
snobbishness in the new 
Tatler, and away from social 
snobbishness, its fashion 


pages will still be devoted to 
things like "the little shift 
selling for three hundred 
pounds.” And there will still 
be page after glossy page of 
advertisements for such 
things as half-million-dollar 
apartments, $50,000 emerald 
necklaces, and thousand- 
dollar crocodile briefcases. 

A new feature beginning 
with the January issue will 
be a gossip column by Mar¬ 
garet, Duchess of Argyll, 
who not only has never 
cooked a thing in her life but 
even, as she told an inter¬ 
viewer not long ago, 
"loathes" kitchens. The 
duchess, a long-familiar fig¬ 
ure in a certain set in May- 
fair, will write about “her 
friends,” Miss Brown ex¬ 
plained.

WASHINGTON — Soviet 
advisers have Increased 
their role in Afghanistan and 
are believed to be virtually 
commanding military op¬ 
erations against guerrillas 
fighting the communist re¬ 
gime, according to intelli¬ 
gence reports. 

A recent Afghan army of¬ 
fensive to clear guerrillas 
from Paktia Province south¬ 
east of Kabul showed signs 
of being organized and co¬ 
ordinated by Soviet officers, 
and an offensive under way 
around Gorband, northwest 
of the capital, also seems to 
be under Soviet direction. 

The intelligence reports do 
not show jny involvement of 
Soviet combat troops, how¬ 
ever. The Soviet Union is 
believed to have limited its 
role so far to advice, direc¬ 
tion and some technical aid, 


including operating such ad¬ 
vanced weapons as helicop¬ 
ter gunships that have 
played a critical role in de¬ 
feating guerrilla forces. 

The regime of Hafizullah 
Amin, who is Afghanistan's 
president and prime minis¬ 
ter and general secretary of 
the nation’s only political 
party, has been fighting a 
widespread revolt. 

Based on the small pro-So¬ 
viet People’s Democratic 
Party, the regime has failed 
to win popular support for its 
attempts to make revolu¬ 
tionary changes in an eco¬ 
nomically backward, deeply 
traditionalist Moslem so¬ 
ciety. 

Some army units have re¬ 
belled and joined the guerril¬ 
las, who are fighting in a 
number of regionally sepa¬ 
rate groups. More than a 
quarter-million refugees 
have fled into Pakistan to

escape the fighting and 
Amin’s attempts to establish 
tight control. 

These attempts have 
meant the imprisonment 
without charge of a large 
number of persons consider¬ 
ed potential opponents of the 
regime. 

Diplomatic reports from 
Kabul say that almost all 
Western-educated Afghans 
are dead, in prison or in 


exile. The regime apparent¬ 
ly has tried to eliminate the 
entire middle class that it 
feared might join villagers 
in opposition. 

On Nov. 14 and 15 a spokes¬ 
man for the regime read 
from the steps of the Interior 
Ministry in Kabul the names 
of persons who had been im¬ 
prisoned at the city's big 
Pul-i-Charki Prison. The list 
described their fates. 


Reports said between 10,- 
000 and 15,000 names were 
read to the assembled 
crowd. An estimated half or 
more were reported to be 
dead and the rest still in 
prison. 

The reports described 
scenes of great commotion, 
wailing and anguish in the 
crowd as relatives and 
friends learned what had 
happened to their loved ones.

She’s the force behind 
Winnipeg’s “other” 
dance company. 

And at 45, she still per¬ 
forms when she feels the 
dance is right for her. 

But putting herself 
centre stage takes up 
very little of Rachel 
Browne’s time. She’s the 
artistic director of Win¬ 
nipeg’s Contemporary 
Dancers first and a danc¬ 
er a distant second. And 
somewhere in between 
comes choreographer. 

Even as a choreog¬ 
rapher, she refuses to 
leave an all-pervading 
stamp on her company, to 
the degree that it has been 
described by a New York 
writer as one of the few 
modern dance companies 
in North America with a 
repertoire. She estimates 
that the country’s oldest 
modern dance company 


has now about 50 works 
from various choreog¬ 
raphers, of which 16 are 
kept up for performance 
every season. 


Browne came to Winni¬ 
peg about 23 years ago. 
She had planned to stay 
just one season with the 
Royal Winnipeg Ballet.

In the early days of the 
16-year-old company, 
Browne had to look pri¬ 
marily to New York for 
choreographers. But this 
is no longer necessary. 
Dance^by West Coast 
choreographers Judith 
Marcuse and Karen Rim- 
mer were among those 
on the preliminary pro¬ 
gram for the company’s 
first Victoria appearance 
in five years at the Mc¬ 
Pherson Monday night. 

Philadelphia-born 


She stayed five, and left 
only then to have a fam¬ 
ily. 

“I loved dancing in a 
‘non-competitive atmo¬ 
sphere,” she said in a 
recent interview. 

“Compared to New 
York, it (Winnipeg) was 
heaven.”

Film board a catalyst for movies at home 


The National Film Board of Canada’s man in 
Victoria, Wally Lee, likes to tell the story about the 
couple who now keep a 16 mm projector set up in their 
livingroom. 


It has replaced their 
television set. 

"We haven’t seen a bad 
one yet,” the couple said 
while they were at the 
film’s board Wharf and 
Government Sts. office 
recently to pick up some 
more reels for evening 
viewing. 

More and more people 
are discovering the film 
board library for their 
own use. They aren’t 
waiting to see the movies 
through their clubs, 
schools or on television. 

Skiers are inviting 
f riends over for a night of 
NFB ski films, and other 
people are throwing par¬ 
ties where NFB animated 
films are the entertain¬ 
ment, says Lee, whose 
own house parties are 
known to include screen¬ 
ings. 


As the NFB’s Vancou¬ 
ver Island representa¬ 
tive, Lee has made it easy 
for anyone to borrow a 
film. There’s a self-serve 
library of 700 films al¬ 
lowed out free over three 
days. Backing that are an 
estimated 2,200 films, 
some like the eight-part 
The National Dream CBC 
production, in the re¬ 
served section. 

By the end of the 
month, the NFB’s Vic¬ 
toria office will have lent 
20,000 films this year, 
making it one of the most 
active of the corpora¬ 
tion’s 29 offices. 

“My aim is to make the 
films accessible,” said 
Lee, who is doing just 
that. 

Between 100 and 150 
films a day are either sent 
out through the mails or

picked up. The only 
charge for users is the 
return postage. 

Only about three films 
a year fail to make it back 
to the Victoria office, 
says Lee. 

While lending films is 
the prime task of Lee and 
his staff of three, he 
doesn’t regard himself as 
just a celluloid librarian. 

If anything, he’s a one- 
man promotion team for 
the NFB in Victoria. By 
the time a new release 
arrives, he has usually 
picked a likely audience. 
Last week, for example, 
he screened in the board’s 
60-seat theatre a film on 
empathy for psycholo¬ 
gists, two new dance 
films for members of a 
local ballet society, and 
the new Margaret 
Laurence film for Eng¬ 
lish students. 

He has weekly noon- 
hour films Fridays (last 
week’s timely topic was 


Pacific Contact is usually thought of as some¬ 
thing of an annual trade show for provincial touring 
arts organizations. This year, however, the hawk¬ 
ing apparently gave way somewhat to some heck¬ 
ling. 

And it was about time, according to the consen¬ 
sus of some of the local delegates who attended the 
conference in Vancouver a few weekends ago. 

The heckling came in the form of a brief by the 
Artists Alliance, an ad hoc committee of individ¬ 
uals and arts organizations concerned by what they 
believe is the lack of government funding policy for 
the arts. In short, it was a widely-applauded 
damnation of the administration of the B.C. Cul¬ 
tural Fund. 

On the human side, the province’s arts czar, 
Tom Fielding, was present for what amounted to 
the first public criticism of his cultural services 
branch. (Whether the unflappable Fielding was 
squirming to the degree that some might have liked 
is'up for conjecture.) The then provincial secretary 
Hugh Curtis was to have attended the session 
but didn’t. 

The alliance made specific recommendations 
concerning the establishment of aid to individual 
artists', capital funds for arts organizations, and the 
immediate doubling of the cultural fund's $3 mil¬ 
lion budget. 

But it was the alliance's comments on policy 
making and grant allocation that got the most 
rousing support from the delgates. The brief 
said: 

"The greatest dissatisfaction, expressed by 
individuals and organizations alike, is in the actual 
administering of the cultural fund. 

“The present structure works ... for bureau¬ 
crats. 

"For artists however, it more often than not 
provides only confusion and frustration. 

“In its brochure, cultural services emphasizes 
the importance of the arts board in its capacity as 
an advisory board to the minister. 

“The fact of the matter is there doesn’t seem to

be any way for the artists to directly reach the arts 
board. 

“All communication between the board and 
artistic community must pass through cultural 
services staff. 

"Our experience of cultural services is a bar¬ 
rier of unanswered letters, unretumed phone calls, 
or alternately, discourteous replies, all of which 
isolate artists from the arts board and the minis¬ 
ter. 

"This has led to a profound lack of communica¬ 
tion between artists and policy makers, ultimately 
weakening the very purpose of the arts board." 

It’s easy to see how such a brief, regardless of 
its validity, would find a rousing welcome among 
. the delegates. One administrator from a senior arts 
organization dismissed the reaction somewhat by 
noting that most of the delegates were from the 
smaller arts organizations which are experiencing 
even more perilous times than the larger com 
panies. It’s a' simple truth that no arts organiza¬ 
tion ever gets what it thinks it deserves from the 
B.C. Cultural Fund. However, it is significant that 
the long standing frustration finally took the form 
of a public biting of the hand that feeds them. 

It may well be that new Provincial Secretary 
Evan Wolfe will streamline and otherwise make the 
grant giving procedure more accessible.As for the 
doubling of the cultural fund's budget, arts organi¬ 
zations shouldn't hold their breath. Governments 
aren't looking for places to spend more money. 

Chif-chaf. .. Nobody’s claiming he’s another 
Dylan, but UVlc phys ed prof Martin Collls has just 
released his first album. Fit To Sing. Apparently 
it’s just the thing for armchair athletes or anyone 
who feels threatened when overtaken by zealous 
joggers or even those fanatical runners themselves 


in search of a laugh . . . Interesting that car-dealer- 
turned-politician Evan Wolfe should find him¬ 
self dealing in Carrs in his first week as provincial 
secretary. Wolfe has rejected a suggestion from the 
latest city alderman to discover the arts. Robin 
Blencoe, that lottery funds be used to purchase the 
entire $1.3 million collection of Emily Carr paint¬ 
ings now being offered by an anonymous industrial¬ 
ist through an art dealer. However, the province, 
according to Wolfe, might be interested in some 
individual pieces. It would be interesting to see if 
prices of Carr paintings everywhere deflated con¬ 
siderably if all 27-pieces in the collection were 
all put up for sale at one time. Economic reasons 
could well be justification enough for some wanting 
the collection to remain intact ... Just because 
the province is now hunting for programming 
proposals for the Emily Carr House doesn't mean 
that its doors have been locked since it was vacated 
by the arts society. Millicent Shapiro has Tuesday 
morning art classes for children, and there’s an ex¬ 
hibition of Emily Carr political cartoons on display 
in the gallery . . . Fabric artist Carole Sabiston is 
apparently busy stitching up big black musical 
notes that are to be worn by actors in Kaleido¬ 
scope’s Christmas production, Kaleidophonics. 

Datebook . . . One of Bach's most popular choral 
works, the Christmas Oratorio, is presented this 
afternoon and again Monday night at the University 
Centre by the UVic chorus and choir. It’s a scholar¬ 
ship fund concert. 

Soloists include soprano Susan Austin, contralto 
Barbara Ebbeson, tenor Richard Margtson and 
bass Edgar Samuel. 

Open Space's Waveforms new music festival 
winds up this week. There’s another multi-media 
performance Tuesday night, and Wednesday brings 
the Toronto-based new jazz group Maury Coles and 
Friends. 

The McPherson Playhouse has the Vancouver 
mime troupe, O Sweet Clown, Tuesday in an eve¬ 
ning of mime, music and dance.

He doesn’t see himself 
so much as a promoter of 
the NFB but as “a cata¬ 
lyst” between people and 
its films. 

Tell him your interests 
and likely he’ll produce a 
list of films on the topic. 

Not everyone who steps 
into the NFB offices 
wants to borrow films. 
Some want to make them. 
Lee can’t help them, 
other than diverting them 
to the NFB production 
centre in Vancouver. 

Chances for young 
filmmakers are looking 
slimmer as the board, 
now in its 40th year, is still 
trying to fight against 
government budget cuts. 
Chairman James Dom- 
ville insists the cuts will 
hit the agency hardest in 
its production area. 

Lee dpubts the budget 
cuts will significantly af¬ 
fect NFB service on Van¬ 
couver Island. It may 
only mean fewer copies of 
some new films for its 
library, said Lee. 


later, she saw that a mod¬ 
ern dance company was 
quite possible for Winni¬ 
peg. 

The Canada Council 
wasn’t so sure. 

After all, Winnipeg in 
the mid-’60s wasn’t New 
York. It already had one 
established dance com¬ 
pany. 

That was just the point, 
thought Browne. The 
Royal Winnipeg had de- 
veloped'a dance audience 
that was now open to 
more than just ballet. 

While the Royal Winni¬ 
peg’s audience hasn't come 
en masse to the contem¬ 
porary dancers’ concerts, 
the company has a set three- 
part season. It’s the only 
modern dance company in 
the country with such a sub¬ 
scription season. 

Much of the contemporary 
dancers’ prestige has come 
from touring—everywhere 
from lnuvik to Pensacola, 
Fla: Invitations have come 
from prestigious North 
America dance festivals in¬ 
cluding Jacob’s Pillow, the 
Wolf Trap and New York 
festivals. 

"Far more important is 
our pioneer work." Browne 
claims, in a tongue-in-cheek 
reference to touring small 
communities in Manitoba 
and the rest of the country. 
Playing to less dance-sophis¬ 
ticated audiences has re¬ 
minded Browne never to lose 
sight of the importance of 
the light and entertaining. A 
typical program will include 
somlhing humorous, per¬ 
haps something splashy, a 
dance exploring the man 
woman relationship, and 
perhaps finally a work if not 
thoughtful at least provoca¬ 
tive. 

Touring is both physically 
and financially punishing for 
any arts organization. It 
takes its toll particularly 
among dancers in smaller 
companies like Browne’s, 
who often travel by car from 
town to town. Browne com¬ 
bats that physical stress by 
keeping her dancers lim¬ 
bered through daily classes 
while on the road, regardless 
of where the company might 
be. 

Browne talks of the differ¬ 
ing requirements of ballet 
dancers and performers of 
contemporary dance. 

She suggests that ballet 
dancers may have a harder 
time fitting in after 30, as 
much of their repertoire 
deals with myths surround¬ 
ing young romantic charac¬ 
ters, whereas modern dance 
deals with far more realistic 
subjects. Maturity in their 
case only helps with the in¬ 
terpretation. 

"I guess each person must 
decide for themselves when 
the body is no longer able to 
perform,” said Browne, who 
still has more than 30 years 
to dance to equal the retire¬ 
ment age of modern dance's 
spiritual leader, Martha 
Graham.

CAPITOL 
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Vibrant beat by Cobham drums 


From jazz to nostalgia 
to new wave, there’s a 
mixed bag of records 
under the critical stetho¬ 
scope this week. 

Billy Cobham caters to 
the modern beat but the 
jazz influence is strong. 
Ian Hunter stirs up 
raunchy memories and 
The Reds revive the Tin 
Age with a caustic plat¬ 
ter. 

Billy Cobham: B.C. 

Mix up a not-too-blatant 
disco beat with some good 
jazz and out of the recording 
pot comes a scintillating rec¬ 
ord by drummer Billy Cob¬ 
ham. 

Cobham provides some 
stimulating listening in B.C., 
(sit down William Bennett, 
it’s not that abbreviation!) 
his latest album. While he 
generally blends his drums 
into the over-all sound, his 
personality is apparent 
throughout the recording. 

He has a solid background 
in jazz, having played with 
Miles Davis, and at several 
Montreux jazz festivals, 
where he sat in with a Count 
Basle-Oscar Petersen quar¬ 
tet, as well as his own 
group. 


He gears his pieces to the 
modem beat in B.C. but the 
jazz influence is clearly 
there. 

Two of the top pieces on 
the first side are Mendocino, 
a catchy Latin number, and 
What Is Your Fantasy, an 
exciting item guaranteed to 
pump adrenalin. 

On the same side, he intro¬ 
duces strings into A Little 
Travellin' Music but, unfor¬ 
tunately, they don't add 
much. The music here is out¬ 
standing for a drum-piano 
exchange. Cobham lets him¬ 
self go and the result is vi¬ 
brant. 

The interchange of heavy 
sighing from the women’s 
chorus and the male vocal¬ 
ist on the flip side’s The 
Lonely Bull, is a bit like part 
of Deep Throat’s soundtrack 
—but don’t get too excited— 
the number soon changes 
into a carefree Spanish piece 
with a mod touch. 

In this album, Cobham 
saves the best and the most 
spectacular until last. He 
provides a tremendous drum

solo, lasting for four 
minutes, before the rest of 
the musical effects join in 
Valstar—An Encounter. 
Cobham really makes them 
li'l ole drums sing, instilling 
superb color and expression 
into the number.—John Hog- 
bin.

Ian Hunter: Shades of Jan 
Hunter (The Ballad of Ian 
Hunter and Mott the Hoo- 
ple) 

Just for the heck of it, let’s 
say The Beatles are the 
Shakespeares of British 
rock. 

Let’s see. In the pecking 
order, that’d place Mott the 
Hoople on the same rung as 
Sir John Suckling or Fulke 
Greville, Lord Brooke. 

Minor poets—but not with¬ 
out redeeming features. 

Mott, a band which 
achieved notoriety in the 


early 'JOs by riding David 
Bowie’s glittering coattails, 
turned out same, albums 
worth remembering—not¬ 
ably a first effort titled All 
The Young Dudes. 

Lesser lights followed, as 
did the inevitable split-up. 

Singer-songwriter Ian 
Hunter issued a few solo 
discs more popular in Eng¬ 
land than the U.S. or Can¬ 
ada, and eventually bogged 
down. 

This double album, an an¬ 
thology ranging from the 
Bowie-produced Dudes to 
Hunter’s recent work, is 
worth owning if only for 
the perspective it offers. 

Early Mott, little more 
than an imitation of Bowie- 
still the most creative force 
to emerge from the U.K. 
since the Fab Four—and Lou 
Reed, reminds us: 1972’s 
raunch can be ’79’s Muzak. 

It reminds us our pop 


heroes, however hard they 
play the role of iconoclast, 
want nothing more from life 
than a tune in the top 40. 
Nothing wrong with that, I 
guess. But so true. 

Hunter's latest ballad Is 
currently being yodelled by 
Barry Manilow, no Jess, on 
AM stations. 

Hunter and Hoople 
are/were derivative artists. 

But wbat the hey. Who 
isn’t nowadays?—Tom 
Keyser.

The Reds: The Beds 

Another new wave band 
sweeps onto the shores of 
platterland but, on this debut 
release, there’s more prom¬ 
ise than performance. 

Take your needle to the 
very last track, Self Reduc¬ 
tion, a song about life’s in- 
justices addressed to 
“baby,” if you want to catch 
a hint of the apparent poten¬ 
tial of the Reds, who per¬ 
form their vinyl gymnastics 
in Philadelphia. 

The rest of the collection is 
highly forgettable. The Reds 


seem to have caught the 
caustic, energetic style of 
new wave, but the product Is 
more likely to bring on apo¬ 
plexy than applause. Sadly, 
they’ve yet to reach past the 
Tin Age and those lyrics that 
are decipherable are a 
thumping bore. 

For twang-twang, bang- 
bang stuff, in varying de¬ 
grees of disarray, the Reds 
are reliable. But If you’re 
looking for more fulfilling 
new wave, try the Cars, 
Knack, Boomtown Rats and 
Elvis Costello.—Roger 
White

Jazz guitarist tuning up

One of the great, jazz guitarists makes a return visit 
to Victoria on Wednesday. 

He’s 58-year-old Herb Ellis, who has appeared in or 
won jazz polls since the 1940s. 

Ellis will have two surprise “friends" with him on 
stage Wednesday night at the McPherson Playhouse starting 
at 8 p.m. 

He's performed with such giants in the music business 
as Jimmy Dorsey, Ella Fitzgerald, Louis Armstrong, 
Oscar Peterson, Joe Pass, Barney Kessel and Charlie 
Byrd. In fact, Ellis was performing with Kessel on his 
last trip here about a year or so ago. 

Ellis began his musical career with Glen Gray's Casa 
Loma orchestra back In 1944 and replaced Kessel in Pe¬ 
terson’s Trio in 1953. He teamed up with Kessel and 
Byrd at the suggestion of an Australian promoter in 1974, 
giving birth to what was affectionately known as the 
Great Guitars. 

The three of them won rave reviews for their first 
U.S. appearance, a sold-out concert at Carnegie Hall. 

SAD NEWS locally is that country-singer B.J. Roberts 
underwent cancer surgery last weekend at Royal Jubi¬ 
lee Hospital. 

Roberts, known for his many hours of voluntary help for 
the handicapped and other benefits, is expected to be out of 
action for at least two years and fears are that he may never 
resume his singing career.

Inventions need 
varied factors 


EDUCATION

How the minds of inven¬ 
tors work is a puzzling prob¬ 
lem. Why people Invent what 
they do, when they do, re¬ 
mains a mystery. 

Indeed, there may be no 
such single thing as “the 
innovative process.” A study 
of a number of different in¬ 
ventions shows that a vari¬ 
ety of factors enters into 
technological creativity. 
Most inventions, however, 
result from systematic at¬ 
tempts to solve specific 
problems. 

Take the horseshoe. The 
world should be full of monu¬ 
ments to the unknown genius 
who first nailed iron shoes to 
the feet of a horse. 

For nearly 3,000 years 
after Its domestication, the 
horse was used in warfare 
and sport, but only for fairly 
light hauling — for example, 
of chariots. One difficulty 
arose because the yoke-har¬ 
ness was transferred from 
oxen, to which it was well 
adapted, to horses, on which 
it was very inefficient for 
reasons of anatomy. 

At last, about 800 AD, a 
new harness, consisting of a 
rigid horse collar connected 
to the wagon by traces, ap¬ 
peared in Europe, perhaps 
having come from Central 
Asia. Without adding cost, it 
increased the pulling capac¬ 
ity of a team of horses by 
four or five times. 

But another problem had 
to be solved before the new 
harness could become really 
effective. In moist regions 
like northern Europe, the 
hoofs of horses are much 
more fragile than those of 
oxen. They break easily and 
wear down quickly with hard 
usage. 

Our inventor, doubtless a 
blacksmith who lived in 
northern Europe during the 
late ninth century, was prob¬ 
ably familiar with the iron 
sandals that ancient veteri¬ 
narians wired to broken 
hoofs to help their healing. 
But he also knew that these 
often worked loose and 
chafed the horse’s feet. 

He had a sudden, break¬ 
through idea: to reduce wear 
and breakage, he would 
“nail’’ iron shoes to the 
hoofs! It was a bold, even 
foolhardy, notion. Horses 
were valuable, and to lame 
one deliberately would cer¬ 
tainly have been a crime in 
his society. But he ham¬ 
mered on those shoes and 
they worked. 

About 900 AD nailed horse¬ 
shoes began to spread swift¬ 
ly on the plains from the 
Atlantic into centra) Siberia. 
The importance of horses in 
the medieval and early mod¬ 
em development of agricul¬ 
ture, transport, and early In¬ 
dustrialization is indicated 
by the fact that even today, 
when horses are used mainly 
for sport, the standard mea¬ 
sure for the work-capacity of 
any engine — electrical, in¬ 
ternal combustion, or other 
— is called “horsepower." 

Our debt to that anony¬ 
mous blacksmith is im¬ 
mense. Clearly, he had 
thought his problem through 
before he drove those nails.

past experience can handi¬ 
cap inventors. The develop¬ 
ment of the internal combus¬ 
tion engine — which evolved 
from the cannon — offers an 
example. 

The formula for gunpow¬ 
der reached Europe from 
China by 1280. But in both 
East and West, gunpowder 
was used not in guns but 
simply in rockets, “Roman" 
candles, and firecrackers, 
although often for military 


ends. The cannon was in¬ 
vented In Europe, more than 
half a century later. It ap¬ 
pears at Florence in 1326, 
and we have a picture of one 
in England in 1327. The first 
known Chinese cannon is 
dated 1332: the idea was 
probably taken to China by 
an Italian merchant, for 
many of them were trading 
there at that time. 

The cannon is a one-cylin¬ 
der internal combustion en¬ 
gine. Leonard da Vinci 
(1452-1519) was the first 
engineer to glimpse its non- 
military potential: he tried to 
substitute a piston for the 
ball, but failed. Several in¬ 
ventors in the 17th and tilth 
centuries followed Leonar¬ 
do's Intuition, but without 
success. The trouble was 
that all of them were too 
keenly aware of the cannon 
as the source of their ideas, 
so they kept trying to use 
gunpowder as their fuel. 

Not until the 19th century 
did engineers change that 
powder to the lighter distil¬ 
lates of petroleum — like 
kerosene or gasoline — that 
first had been produced by 
medieval Byzantine and Is¬ 
lamic alchemists for chemi¬ 
cal warfare. 

In Inventing, knowing too 
much may be as great an 
obstacle as knowing too little 
because it may hinder spon¬ 
taneity. 

Concern for human safety 
has often been a motive for 
invention — as in the case of 
the crankshaft. It was In¬ 
vented shortly before 1335 by 
Guido da Vigevano, a 
famous medic who was then 
in Paris as personal physic¬ 
ian to the queen of France. 

Guido was interested In re¬ 
ducing casualties among sol¬ 
diers pushing siege towers 
toward enemy walls. If the 
men could move a tower 
from Inside it rather than 
from the outside,'they would 
be better protected from 
enemy fire. So he drew two 
diagrams of rolling towers, 
each equipped with a double 
or compound crank in the 
centre of each of its two 
axles. He was so pleased 
with this notion that he also 
sketched a submarine pro¬ 
pelled by paddle-wheels 
turned from inside by man- 
operated crankshafts. 

Engineers in the French 
royal service were clearly 
interested. They developed 
Guido's device for the theat¬ 
rical machinery of the great 
pageants of the courts at 
Paris. In the 15th century, 
crankshafts became part of 
the accepted engineering 
repertory of Europe. 

There is one early instance 
when we can almost look into 
the inventor's mind at the 
moment when he produced 
an invention of much signifi¬ 
cance for our own century: 
the parachute. 

In London there is the 
sketchbook of an anonymous 
engineer, probably of Siena 
in Tuscany, that dates from 
the late 1470s and early 
1480s. At one point, he seems 
to be worrying about a friend 
imprisoned in a tower. Is 
there any way for the cap¬ 
tive to jump and still sur¬ 
vive? We see a drawing of a 
man dropping from a con¬ 
siderable height, his faH 
braked by two large, flutter¬ 
ing cloth streamers attached 
to his belt. In his mouth is a 
sponge to protect his jaws 
from the shock of landing. 
He looks terrified — and 
should be.

The next pages of the man¬ 
uscript are filled with mili¬ 
tary engines and the like. 
But our engineer-sketcher is 
worried about that man 
jumping. The streamers 
won't decelerate his fall 
enough. Something more ef¬ 
fective is needed. So, after 21 
pages, our jumper reap¬ 
pears. The sponge is now 
strapped around his head so 
that if he cries out in fright 
he will not lose it. The 
streamers have been re¬ 
placed by a conical para¬ 
chute, the world's first. 

A very few years later, 
Leonardo da Vinci sketched 
a pyramidal parachute. 
About 1615 a Hungarian bish¬ 
op published a book on new 
engineering devices that 
contained the first printed 
picture of a parachute. 
Thereafter every European 
engineer knew the theoreti¬ 
cal possibility of parachutes; 
but there were no actual sltu- 
ations in which one was 
needed. 

Only after the Montgolfier 
brothers of France started 
ballooning in 1783 did the 
parachute find a function — 
to allow descent from a gas- 
filled balloon. The first 
human jump with one was 
made that same year. Our 
anonymous Sienese engineer 
had created the idea of a 
device that remained dor¬ 
mant, although known, for 
300 years before it was 
used. 

In our own time, in every 
major army, parachute 
troops are the spearhead of 
swift infantry attack, and 
without parachutes the 
manned exploration of space 
might well have proved in¬ 
feasible. 

In pure science, great dis¬ 
covery, especially if it has 
technological overtones, oc¬ 
casionally comes by acci¬ 
dent or happy chance to re- 
searchers. Famous 
examples are Hans Chris¬ 
tian Oersted’s observation In 
1819 of the relation between 
magnetism and electricity, 
William H. Perkin's discov¬ 
ery of aniline dyes in 1856, 
and Alexander Fleming’s of 
penicillin in 1928. 

In engineering, such luck 
is curiously rare. Inventors 
seem to have to work for 
everything they invent. 

For them, fairy godmoth¬ 
ers are in short supply.

Rumors flying 
Soviet dancer 
headed home 


NEW YORK (UPI) - De¬ 
fector-dancer Alexander Go¬ 
dunov left town in a “deep 
funk” after an top American 
ballerina “Insulted" him but 
he has not agreed to return to 
Moscow, the Russian star’s 
manager said. 

The personal drama of the 
emotional Bolshoi Ballet 
star took a new turn when 
sources in the Soviet Union 
reported that Godunov, 29, 
had decided to go back to his 
homeland. 

“To my knowledge, and 
I’ve stressed the word ‘my,’ ’ 
there’s no truth to it," said 
Godunov’s New York man¬ 
ager, Edgar Vincent. "My 
gut reaction is that the whole 
thing is a fabrication." 

But Vincent acknowledged 
that Godunov was miserable 
about the state of his career 
and "terribly lonely” for his 
wife who returned to the So¬ 
viet Union without him after 
he defected last August. 

Reports in the British 
press said that Godunov and 
Soviet officials had worked 
out a plan for the dancer to 
return to Moscow next June. 
But Godunov's wife, balle¬ 
rina Ludmilla Vlasova, who 
was quoted in the story, de¬ 
nied in Moscow that she had 
given any interviews to the 
Western press. 

Godunov was scheduled to 
make his American debut 
Sunday at a Kennedy Centre 
gala benefit in Washington, 
partnering American Ballet 
Theatre star Geiscy Kirk¬ 
land. 

"They rehearsed for three 
days and yesterday, shortly 
before they were to leave, 
she told him she didn’t feel 


up to dancing," said Vin¬ 
cent. 

"That threw him into such 
a funk — it absolutely threw 
him off the deep end," Vin¬ 
cent added. “He left town.” 

The cancellation was the 
latest in a series of traumas 
that have plagued Godunov 
since the tall blond dancer 
defected in New York during 
a tour of the Bolshoi com¬ 
pany. 

Godunov had expected his 
wife, also a Bolshoi dancer, 
to join him in defecting. But 
after a three-day standoff at 
Kennedy airport the 36-year- 
old dark-eyed Miss Vlasova 
told American officials 
“Nyet” and flew back to 
Moscow. 

Since then, Godunov has 
talked to Miss Vlasova on the 
telephone. Vincent said, add¬ 
ing, “I know he's terribly 
lonely for her.” 

Godunov, who had com¬ 
plained that he "wasn’t 
dancing enough” in the So¬ 
viet Union, has not been on 
stage since he defected. 

He signed a contract to 
dance with the American 
Ballet Theatre — the pre¬ 
mier U.S. classical dance 
company — for $150,000 a 
year. But the company was 
shut down by a labor dispute 
before the season began.

OTTAWA (CP) — 
There is no easy solution 
to reverse Canada’s 
growing deficit in its bal¬ 
ance of payments, says 
Michael Wilson, minister 
of state for international 
trade. 

“It is going to be a bit, 
quite a bit, of grinding it 
out and being persis- 


tent," Wilson said in an 
interview taped for 
broadcast Sunday on 
CTVs Question Period. 

The minister said esti¬ 
mates show the deficit 
could reach $10 billion by 
1980. This year, that fig¬ 
ure was about $8.5 billion, 
most of it in service defi¬ 
cits in interest and divi¬ 


dends and the travel in¬ 

dustry. 

.Wilson said Canada's 
trade position actually 
ended in a surplus of $2 
billion, leaving the over¬ 
all balance with a deficit 
of between $6.5 and $7 
billion. 

He said the govern¬ 
ment is reviewing opera¬ 


tions of the Export De¬ 

velopment Corp. which 
will have to adjust to 
changes made by trade 
competitors in the last 
two years. 

“International trade is 
tough business, it’s com¬ 
petitive business and 
you’ve got to have a total 
commitment to be suc¬ 


cessful in that business. 

“I don't see that we’re 
going to be able to Intro¬ 
duce policy that will re¬ 
sult In a quantum leap 
that Is going to solve our 
problems overnight." 

However, there was 
one area, in trade with 
newly-industrialized 


countries, where 
progress could be made. 

Wilson said those coun¬ 
tries are embarking on 
new projects, “energy 
and mining, this sort of 
thing,” which will be 
compatible with the type 
of technology Canada 
can deliver. 


While there would be no 
restrictions on travel by 
Canadians outside the 
country, a major cause of 
part of the deficit, the 
government would work 
to make travel within 
Canada more attractive.

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Janet’s world 
living history 

, By Charles Champlin 

JANET FLAWER'S WORLD: Uncollected writings 
1932-1975, edited by Irving Drutman. Academic 
Press. $16.95 


Most daily and even week¬ 
ly journalism is as perish¬ 
able as lettuce. The dry and 
yellowed remains may later 
serve the searching histo¬ 
rian but more often the work 
does not survive its time. 

It is not always so. The 
writing Janet Flanner con¬ 
tributed to the New Yorker 
between 1925 and 1975 (she 
died, at the age of 86. in 1978) 
transcends reportage to en¬ 
dure as history and tran¬ 
scends the urgencies of 
deadline to stand as liter¬ 
ature. 

“A stranger to fatigue, 
boredom and cynicism," her 
editor at the magazine, Wil¬ 
liam Shawn, says of her in a 
marvellously eloquent intro¬ 
duction, “she met the world 
with rapture and wrote 
about it with pleasure.” 
Shawn adds that, “in her 
dependable gravitation to¬ 
ward the heart of the matter, 
she was, above all and abid¬ 
ingly, a poet." 

There have been several 
earlier books, including four 
collections of the letters 
from Paris and London that 
she signed “Genet.” The 
present pieces, chosen as a 
last homage by the late Irv¬ 
ing Drutman. had not pre¬ 
viously been gathered under 
her name, although one of 
the finest of them, "The Es¬ 
cape of Mrs. Jeffries,” was 
in The New Yorker Book of 
War Pieces. 

The ordeal of Mrs. Jeffries 
(which was not her real 
name) is the uninvented 
stuff of a superior film, a 
grimly funny, minutely de¬ 
tailed and thrilling account 
of a wealthy American 
woman’s escape from fallen 
Prance, over the mountains 
to Portugal late in 1942. It is 
an adventure which recalls 
and reveals the extremes of 
persecution and of self- 
endangering helpfulness 
which were part of that 
war. 

What is astonishing in 
Janet Planner’s World is its 
diversity: her report on the 
nightlife in Berlin in 1931 
that reads like a treatment 
for Cabaret; her moving por¬ 
trait of Alice B. Toklas in her 
last years — blind, lonely, 
and broke amid the blazing 
glories of Gertrude Stein’s 
art collection, later sold for 
$6 million. 


Her three-part profile of 
Hitler, written in 1936, is inti¬ 
mate, frightening and pro¬ 
phetic. “His discovered ner¬ 
vous system gives him a 
psychic superiority over the 
healthy and plodding," she 
said. "By his intimates, his 
fits of weeping are undenied 
and unexplained, and give 
none of them an advantage 
over him. At such moments, 
the neurasthenia of the 
Fuhrer, with tears on his 
cheeks, but life and death in 
his hands, is too serious to be 
trifled with.” 

There is then a mordant 
satisfaction for the reader, 
as there must have been for 
the author, to come to her 
account of the Nuremberg 
trials, although she wrote in 
1947 that most Germans re¬ 
gard their country's ruins 
“not as punishment but as a 
sort of martyrdom.” 

But there are also profiles 
of Bette Davis and of 
Thomas Mann in Hollywood, 
Casals at his Prades Festi¬ 
val, appreciations of the 
emerging Rossellini and De 
Sica, a lovely portrait of Pi- 
casso and another of 
Colette. 

Her report on the 1950 jour¬ 
nalistic siege of the Roman 
hospital where Ingrid Berg¬ 
man had just given birth to a 
daughter by Rossellini, is 
both vivid and sardonic, the 
kind of commentary on the 
press at its least engaging 
that A.J. Liebling used to do 
after the fact rather than at 
the barricades. 

She never seeks to draw 
attention to herself. The first 
person singular is as rare in 
her prose as the Infelicitous 
word, which can hardly be 
found at all. Yet she is a 

S resence in every line, sensi- 
le and sensitive, apprecia 
tive but skeptical, amused 
and sometimes angry, but 
never capriciously cruel or 
vindictive. She is sympa¬ 
thetic and able to move the 
reader quite as the reader 
guesses the author was 
moved. 

Janet Flanner’s thought¬ 
ful view of half of this tumul¬ 
tuous century preserves and 
will outlive its time. In her 
self-effacing way, she had 
few equals as a writer of 
living history.

The coffee-table cream 


Coffee-table round-up time is here again. The books 
listed below’ art by no means all of the year’s Christmas 
hopefuls, but they make an interesting cross-section: 

To See Our World, by Catherine M. Young (GLC, 
$29.95). This stunning collections of nature photographs 
has been gussied up for the international trade with 
accompanying quotations from Thoreau and a ponder¬ 
ous introduction by Margaret Atwood. It's still a beauti¬ 
ful bonk, thanks to Young's artistic eye and technical 
skill, but John Keats summed up all that needed 
to be said about it in his famous lines: “Beauty is truth, 
truth beauty — that is all/Ye know on earth, and all ye 
need to know.” 

If you saw the CBC television series of seven 
one-hour films about the experiences shared by various 
immigrant groups to Canada, you may be interested in 
The Newcomers, edited by Charles E. Israel (McClel¬ 
land A Stewart. (24.95). The Newcomers contains the 
stories written for the series by such writers as Timothy 
Findley, George Ryga and Alice Munro, and is illustrat¬ 
ed with stills from the film. 

Alpine Canada (Hurtig, $27.50) is by Andy Russell, 
with photographs by J. A. Kraulis. “Instead of standing 
back and admiring only the big picture formed by the 
mountains themselves," writes Russell, "we went to 
the meadows, glaciers, cliffs, valleys and summits and 
tried to capture the smaller picture of life within the 
mountains: the beauty of a landscape, the flowers, the 
insects and the creatures of the wild.” Russell's prose 
lives up to this intelligent ambition better than Kraulis' 
photos, many of which are standard glamor shots of 
mountains. But there is enough pictorial detail to make 
the book interesting as well as pretty, and Russell’s 
many years of mountain experience both inform and 
enliven the text. 

At last, a picture book with real meat on Its 
handsome bones — Coast of Many Faces, by Dili 
Steltzer and Catherine Kerr. (Douglas A McIntyre, 
$29.95). Steltzer, who is “widely considered to be one of 
North America’s best photographers”, has produced 224 
superb black and white photographs to counterpoint an 
absorbing text. With co-interviewer and editor Kerr, 
Steltzer travelled thousands of miles over two years to 
visit dozens of communities along the B.C. coast. The 
photographs which resulted are given lasting meaning 
by the tape-recorded commentaries which accompany 
'them. (Sample: "We use (oolichan) grease with dried 


fish, with salted fish, for baking bread. We use it as 
medicine inside and outside, as butter, as oil in the 
salad, and for Indian dessert with hemlock bark . . . 
Most Anglican ministers, we give them half a gallon. 
Even the bishop likes it.”) 

For straightforward appreciation of the natural 
landscape, there’s Paul von Baich's British Columbia 
(Oxford. $12.95), a book of color photographs unadorned 
by anything but Robert Harlow's reverent introduction. 
Von Baich's credentials include contributing 50 plates to 
the opening section of Between Friends, and he has done 
B.C. proud. This is the perfect gift for those friends in 
California who want to know why you haven’t moved 
south. 

Alberta, A Celebration (Hurtig, $29.95) is a coffee- 
table book with a difference. Commissioned by the Al¬ 
berta Gas Trunk Line Company to mark the province's 
75th birthday, the book blends fiction, fact and photo¬ 
graphs to produce an impressionistic summing up of 
Albertan politics, settlement, society and history. 
(Sample quote: “If our memory of the Depression is any 
kind of guide at all, it should teach us that the people of 
Alberta deserve their present wealth no more than . . . 
(they) . . . deserved their Depression poverty.) With 
photos by Harry Savage and 14 stories by Rudy Wlebe, 
Alberta, A Celebra tion achieves an intriguing blend of 
guts and class. 

Moving east, there's Bruce Johnson's 
Montreal/Souvenirs (Tundra, $19.95). This is a collec¬ 
tion of 250 of the drawings which Johnson drew for the 
editorial page of the Montreal Star each week until its 
demise this year. Wry, affectionate and revealing. 
Johnson's drawings catch Montrealers in unguarded 
moments, from a child's first ride on the Metro to a 
fourth floor "garden party” on a tiny balcony. 

Krieghoff, by J. Russell Harper (University of 
Toronto Press, $29.95) is a biography, critical commen¬ 
tary and advice manual all in one. The book also boasts 
53 color-plates and over 100 black and white illustrations 
which make the reasons for the boom in Kreighoff 
forgeries abundantly clear. 

Finally, the ultimate picture book for the armchair 
builder: The Complete Log House Book, by Dale Mann 
and Richard SklnuIIs (McGraw-Hill Ryerson, (9.95 ). 
The solid information it contains would be daunting, 
if its illustrations weren't so tempting. 


Exploring mystery of poetic perception

POETIC TRUTH, by Robin Skelton. Helnemann. 
$8.95. 


Poetic Truth is the third in 
a series of three books about 
the nature of poetry and the 
poetic experience that Robin 
Skelton began almost 10 
years ago. As he states in his 
preface, The Practice of Po¬ 
etry (1971) was concerned 
with the art and craft of 
poetry, while The Poet’s 
Calling (1975) described the 
nature of the poet’s vocation 
and way of life. Now Skelton 
offers us “a book of specula¬ 
tions” on poetic theory. 

Poetic Truth is concerned 
with mystery, the mystery 
of "man’s occasional and 
often startling perception of 
something beyond,” as well 
as the mystery “of the na¬ 
ture of man and his place in 


the universe.” 

When he speaks of the po¬ 
etic process, Skelton refers 
to the experience of the read¬ 
er when reading a poem as 
much as the experience of 
the poet while writing it. In 
fact, he is not concerned 
with poetry so much as the 
state of mind which makes 
poetry possible, the associ¬ 
ate possibilities of words 
when read “spatially,” the 
associate power of language, 
and the reader’s ability to 
follow the modern poets' 
mental leaps or associations 
— what the American poet- 
critic Robert Bly has recent¬ 
ly deferred to in a famous 
essay entitled Looking For 
The Dragon Smoke as "leap¬ 
ing poetry.”

Unfortunately, most of the 
poetry we read nowadays 
lacks any specific spatial as¬ 
sociation of the kind Skelton 
refers to, the contemporary 
poet seemingly content to 
offer us poems about sauce¬ 
pans rather than poems of 
intuition and imagination 
carved from fully-felt 
experience. 

It is this narrow, limited 
focus or low ceiling that 
seems to infect so much 
current writing, particularly 
in this country, where, like 
Robert Frost’s traveller In 
“The Road Not Taken," we 
seem to settle for the road 
“less travelled by/And that 
has made all the differ- 


Skelton successfully 
argues “that the structure of 
poetry ... is an exact pre¬ 
sentation of the nature of 
human perception.” He 


shows how the best poems 
focus on the human condition 
and man’s sense of place in 
relation to the world out¬ 
side the self. 

The author lists some 
aspects of society that po¬ 
etry finds itself opposing. 
These are: 

• Any form of mater¬ 
ialism that assumes a vir¬ 
tue resident in an object; 

• Any form of repression, 
censorship, or inhibition; 

• Any view of history, phi¬ 
losophy, religion, or politics 
which does not take Into ac¬ 
count the subjective nature 
of the universe. 

The chapter on “Poetry 
and Explanation” is particu¬ 
larly fine. Here Skelton 
comes close to Susanne 
Langer’s "morphology of 
feeling” that says the 
poem's responsibility “is to 
present the way we perceive 


Two kinds 
of exile

THE SORRY PAPERS, by Don Bailey. Oberon. $6.95. 

THIN ICE, by Norman Levine. Deneau A Greenberg. 
$16.95. 


Don Bailey and Norman 
Levine are both expatriate 
writers who also share a flat, 
simple style of prose; and 
there the similarities be¬ 
tween them might seem to 
end, for the realities they 
depict are so different that 
comparisons between them 
would at first reading seem 
almost ridiculous. 

But the shared state of 
expatriation, and the state of 
the lives rendered in these 
stories, unite these writers’ 
keen eyes into a whole that 
admits of little differentia¬ 
tion. 

Bailey, of course, never 
left Canada. He ended up in 
Kingston Penitentiary and 
began to write there. His is a 
free man now, and his third 
book of stories, while it con¬ 
tinues to depict familiar 
characters and scenes, is be¬ 
ginning to include other lives 
and people. 

O 

There are still the prison¬ 
ers. In solitary confinement, 
here’s the nameless narrator 
of the title story: 

“Sorry! Are you kidding? 
You start that and the next 
thing you know they expect 
you to stare at the floor in¬ 
stead of looking them 
straight in the eye. Sorry! 
Once you start, you’re fin¬ 
ished. You end up apologiz¬ 
ing for being alive.” 

Mostly, though, Bailey is 
writing of life outside now. 
Not surprisingly, it's a writ¬ 
ing life. As the narrator — 
again nameless — of “Eric 
The Red" tells us, "Time is 
running out and I feel I have 
a lot to say. I’m not sure to 
whom.” 


To all of us 


To all of us, I think: our 
work done, sipping wine by a 
blazing fire, looking at the 
snow, loving another person, 
being loved (“The Greta 
Script”). 

Or, as in "On Our Way To 
The Flea Market”, trying to 
live with irresponsibility and 
lost love and death. With 
drunkeness and suicide and 


In prison or out, Bailey 
makes clear, we're all prone 
to such joys and such pit- 
falls, and our ways of living 
with them are the same. 


But are any of us ever 
really out of prison — the 
cages of our past, of our 
work, of our own drift and 
rootlessness? Iron bars do 
not, etc., but whatever else 
they do they limit physical 
movement, and that is some- 
thing Norman Levine's 
nameless narrator will have 
nothing of — except when 
he's working.

Dry humor 

Another writer, another 
success. Levine's narrator, 
though, is much less in¬ 
volved with his ego than Bai¬ 
ley's. As a result, his stories 
are far more sharply rea¬ 
lized, the other characters 
(people, that is) more vital. 
Levine's narrator, in fact, is 
so ego-less at times as to be 
almost invisible, and a very 
finely etched dry humor is 
all that remains for our ap¬ 
preciation. 

But the personal is always 
there. 

“In Lower Town" charts 
the author's Ottawa boyhood 
with his peddler father and 
neighbors — and the young 
man’s reaction to his his¬ 
tory: 

"I guess they knew, that 
once away from Lower Town 
they might as well have been 
in a foreign country. And 
they also knew that they 
could never become part of 
it. 

“But I would . . . 

"I did get away ... the 
war was on . . . And after the 
war I went away to univer¬ 
sity in Montreal. Then 
moved over to England and 
thought I had put all this 
very far behind me. 

"But what happened. 

”... I find I am unable to 
stay away from it. It's be¬ 
come like a magnet. When¬ 
ever I can, I return.” 

Subtly, dispassionately, 
repetitiously (often, at first, 
irritatingly so! — there's no 
one like Levine for beginning 
so many sentences with and) 
the narrator enfolds us in his 
elegaic encounters. These 
are fine stories by a master 
writer. 


rather than what we per¬ 
ceive." 

Why should poems have 
something to ‘say’? Why 
can’t they simply ‘be’ about 
human experience, "the cry 
of its occasion" as Wallace 
Stevens once wrote. How 
many more readers of mod¬ 
em poetry would we have 
today if high school English 
teachers shared with their 
students the ‘feeling’ of a 
poem rather than attempt¬ 
ing to “understand" it? 

Many aspects of this book 
will be somewhat difficult 
for the general reader to 
ingest, but there are several 
Important statements here 
about the value of poetry and 
the relationship of modem 
poetry to our contemporary 
society that shouldn’t be 
missed by anyone concerned 
with modem education and 
the business of living in our 
technological age. 


The rhythms 
of natural life 

Q By Harold Hosford 

THE PROTECTED PLACE, by Gilean Douglas. Gray's 

Publishing. $7.95. 

Most of us, at some time in our lives, have dreamed 
of having a place in the woods where we could 
escape the pressures of city life and savor the peace 
and tranquillity of the wilderness. Few of us have 
ever realized that dream; Gilean Douglas is one who 
has — more than once. 

Her first retreat — a cabin in the Cascade Moun¬ 
tains — resulted in her first non-fiction book. Silence Is 
My Homeland. Her second such book. The Protected 
Place, is set on Cortes Island, off Campbell River, 
which Ms. Douglas chose as her second refuge when her 
first was destroyed by fire. 

The Protected Place is not the usual account of the 
day-to-day events and activities that happen around 
such quiet places, but is more a revelation of the 
moods and feelings of the author as she experienced 
these events and took part in the activities at Channel 
Rock, the "protected” place. But unlike the events and 
activities of a city life, such things at Channel Rock took 
the form of changing seasons, the comings and goings 
of wild things, and the natural rhythm of life. 

After setting her stage with a brief history of how 
Channel Rock came to be — it was originally a 
cottage built by John Pool for his wife Dorothy, and 
called Corydalis — Douglas follows the cycle of the 
seasons from January, “when time may run slower 
than molasses," through February, “a fable told by 
spring,” to November, “when winds are strong enough 
to lean on” and, finally, to December, when “the light is 
coming back." Interpersed between each monthly chap¬ 
ter are several brief essays, among them one on 
conservation, another on an owl that became a casualty, 
one on the stars and star-watching, and one on the cats 
in the author's life. 

All is done in the style now familiar to readers of the 
Colonist Islander, to which Gilean Douglas has contri¬ 
buted a monthly “Nature Ramble" for several years. 
The book, unlike a novel, does not advance to a conclu¬ 
sion but leaves the reader questioning the helter-skelter 
life most of us seem to be ensnared by today.

Iran Constitution foes invade office 
boils k urn b a U°t s > seize governor

TEHRAN — Opposition to Iran's 
referendum on a new constitution 
erupted into violence Saturday when at 
least 200 people stormed a provin¬ 
cial governor's office and set fire to 
ballot papers and boxes. 

The official Pars news agency said 
the incident happened at Iranshahr in 
the province of Baluchistan, where 
fiercely independent Baluchi tribes 
have been angered by a constitutional 
clause providing for Iran's state reli¬ 
gion to be Shi'ism. 

Most Baluchis belong to the Sunni 
branch of Islam, from which the 
Shi'ites split in the year 611. 

Pars reported that the attackers had 
taken the governor hostage and Sunni 
religious leaders were negotiating for 
his release. 

Last Wednesday, the Moslem Union 
party, which draws its support from 
the Baluchis—whose territory ^orders 
on Pakistan—called for a boycotiof the 
referendum because they said it ig¬ 
nored the rights of the Sunnis. 


“In order to contain the incident. 
Ba1uM<u)irilual leaders are negotiat¬ 
ing w ith^p group and it is hoped there 
will be no clashes and that a peaceful 
solution can be found," Pars said. 

The new constitution will give sweep¬ 
ing powers to the Moslem clergy and, in 
particular, to revolutionary leader 
Ayatollah Ruhollah Khomeini. 

Iran’s pro-Soviet Tudeh (Commu¬ 
nist) party urged its supporters to 
approve the 175-clause constitution in 
the two-day referendum today and 
Monday. 

The importance of the communist 
call for support outweighs the party's 
size because of its close links with 
Iran's northern neighbor, the Soviet 
Union. The party, banned under the 
ousted Shah, is considered the best-or¬ 
ganized political group in Iran. 

Acceptance of the constitution is 
virtually certain. The conflict between 
Iran and the U.S. over the extradition 
of the ousted shah from the United 
States has pulled together Iranians 


from both ends of the political spec¬ 
trum in support of Khomeini. 

But at least a dozen groups, some of 
them tiny, have announced thejLwill 
boycott the vote. The margin of ab¬ 
stention will serve as an indicator of 
opposition to rule by the Moslem 
clergy. 

In Baghdad, Iraq, two gunmen 
opened fire on Shi'ite Moslem worship¬ 
ers who were commemorating the 
death of their saint 14 centuries ago, 
killing two and injuring 16 others, the 
state-run Iraqi news agency said Sat¬ 
urday. 

It said the incident occurred at mid¬ 
night Thursday in the town of Karbala, 
50 miles south of Baghdad. 

The agency said the gunmen admit¬ 
ted they were “induced by hostile for¬ 
eign quarters to commit their trime,” 
but did not identify the country in¬ 
volved. 

It said they would be referred to 
courts for trial and punishment for 
their crime. , 


NEW YORK (AP) — 
The exiled shah of Iran 
looked more than ever 
like a man without a coun¬ 
try Saturday. Several 
lands mentioned as pos¬ 
sible refuges made clear 
was unwanted, leaving 
a scarce few doors open— 
possibly only one, Egypt. 

"I want to disappear 
quietly and secretly,” the 
West German newspaper 
Bild am Sonntag quoted him 
as saying in an interview in 
the New York hospital where 
he underwent treatment for 
gallstones and cancer. 

The places most men¬ 
tioned as new exile homes 
are South Africa, Morocco, 
Switzerland, Brazil, Argen¬ 
tina, Bermuda, the Bahamas 
or some Caribbean island. 
But only Egypt's President 
Anwar Sadat has told him he 
is welcome. 

When he fled Iran last 
January before the Islamic 
revolution, the shah made 
brief visits to Egypt, Moroc¬ 
co and the Bahamas before 
settling in Mexico. 

But the Mexican govern¬ 
ment announced Thursday 
- that he could not return 
there. As for Morocco, offi¬ 
cials there were known to be 
unhappy earlier this year 
about their controversial 
guest's presence. 

Bermuda Prime Minister 
David Gibbons told the is¬ 
land's legislature that the 
shah would not be allowed in 
for security reasons. 

Switzerland was thought to 
be a possible haven because 
the shah owns a villa in the 
alpine resort of St. Moritz. 
However, Swiss officials 
have told the shah they could 
not guarantee his security. 

South Africa has been 
mentioned as a possibility 
because that is where the 
shah's father. Reza Shah, 
exiled during the Second 
World War, lived until his 
death in 1944. 


Libyan leader 
urges release 

MILAN, Italy (UPI) — Libyan leader Col. Moam- 
mar Khadafy says he has asked Iran to release the 
American hostages because the United States is prepar¬ 
ing “neutron bombs" and he fears the beginning of the 
Third World War. 

"I have bad news: American military bases in Europe 
are being mobilized." Khadafy told Italian journalist 
Oriana Fallac! in an interview to be published in today’s 
Corriere della Sera. 

• The Americans are preparing parachutists and holding 
manoeuvres with tanks, missiles, gas, neutron bombs and 
thingsof thatnature,” he said. “Yes, a major mobilization. A 
serious thing. 

"If this is truly the beginning of the Third World War, 
we must use all our means to stop things," he said. 

The Libyan strongman said the attacks against American 
embassies in Tehran and other nations were all part of an 
"International revolution against America." 

“These things are happening because the people hate 
America," he said. “. . .Everyone hates America—every¬ 
one— not just the Moslem nations.” 

Khadafy said he understood why Iranian students had 
occupied the U.S. embassy in Tehran, though he "person¬ 
ally" opposed the taking of hostages, particularly those 
belonging to a diplomatic mission. 

Asked about the threat of an oil embargo, Khadafy 
said, "Undoubtedly it is time to use petroleum as a politi¬ 
cal weapon and we are already on that road.” 

I le said the embargo would Include European nations "who 
stand by America and therefore are our enemies." 


South African Secretary of 
Foreign Affairs Brand 
Fourie, asked about the pos¬ 
sibility of shah's going there, 
said, “The whole idea is 
ridiculous.” 

A spokesman at Brazil's 
presidential palace said Sat¬ 
urday that the shah had not 
asked for asylum In Brazil 
and that in his opinion the 
Brazilian government 
“would never grant such a 
request." 

Argentina, like Brazil a

A dazzling variety of 
toys, balloons and nick- 
nacks was displayed on 
stands all around and the 
air was full of the deli¬ 
cious and inimitable 
smells of gingerbread, 


sweets and roasted chest¬ 
nuts. 

The people of Fribourg, 
city and country folk 
alike, have gathered to 
greet Nicolas, their fa¬ 
vored saint. Finally, fes¬ 
tive music announces his 
arrival (SEEN RIGHT). 
The radiant figure with 
flowing beard and glitter¬ 
ing mitre appears amidst 
the dancing blaze of num¬ 


berless torches. Wielding 
birches and long staffs in 
mock threat his grumpy 
helpers push their way 
through the crowd to 
make room for Santa's 
donkey. 

Saint Nicolas and his 
entourage slowly ad¬ 
vance towards the Cathe¬ 
dral. 

He is its patron saint 
and from the gallery in 


front of the giant rose 
window he will speak to 
the people and give them 
leave to carry the spirit 
of Christmas into the 
market place, the houses 
and small inns all across 
town. 

Small wonder that 
more often than not, Sun¬ 
day dawns before the last 
of the Fribourgeois goes 
to bed.

ZURICH, Switz. — At Christmas, 
the children of Zurich—Switzerland’s 
largest city—wait impatiently for the 
annual event; Santa Claus driving a 
tram through the city in his red cos¬ 
tume and with his long white beard. 

The fairytale tram is taken out of its 
hiding at the beginning of December 
and is freshly washed for this unique 
occasion. Then, Santa drives the tram 
through the busy streets of Zurich and 
repeats this each afternoon between 2 
and 5 p.m. from Dec. 1 to 23. 

The children wait with their moth¬ 
ers and grandmothers at the “Belle¬ 
vue” tram stop and get so impatient 
that they can’t keep still for one 
minute. 

At long last, the magic tram (SEEN 
LEFT) arrives slowly, decorated with 
fairy lights. The children are helped 
aboard by the Christmas Fairy 
dressed in a white robe with a golden 


ribbon in her hair. Mothers remind 
their offspring to be on their good 
behaviour and then bid them farewell, 
as adults aren’t allowed to come on 
this fairytale trip. 

As soon as all the seats on the tram 
are occupied, Santa drives off. Christ¬ 
mas carols such as Holy Night and Oh 
Christmas Tree are played on a gra¬ 
mophone and before long, the children 
are singing along too. Afterwards, 
they help themselves from a basket- 
full of sweets. By now, the young 
visitors have lost their shyness and 
recite poems they learned in the kin¬ 
dergarten. 

Time flies and after a quarter of an 
hour, the ride is over. Santa Claus 
brings the tram to a halt and the 
Christmas Fairy helps the bright-eyed 
children to put on their gloves and hats 
before returning them to their par¬ 
ents.

Fortress now tourist haven 


BUENOS AIRES, Argentina — Mar¬ 
tin Garcia, a historic island in the 
middle of the muddy brown River 
Plate estuary, former fortress, 
quarantine centre, and prison is now 
one of Argentine's newest tourist at¬ 
tractions.

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Egyptian camel rides can prove expensive 


Here’s a hot tip — 
all Egypt eyes one 



By DAVID BUTWIN 

I wonder how Sam, a 
young Egyptian who sells 
rides on his camel in the 
shadow of the Great Pyra¬ 
mid, will stand up to the 
wave of tourists that will 
sweep across Egypt in the 
months and years just 
ahead. 

According to the signals I 
get from Cairo, which I last 
visited in January, hotel 
rooms, berths on Nile steam¬ 
ers and scats on the inimit¬ 
able Egypt Air are harder 
than ever to nail down. 

True, a great hotel-build¬ 
ing boom is under way, but 
the fruits of these labors 
(Hyatt, Marriott, Holiday 
Inn are coming) will not be 
tasted until 1981. 

Don't let me talk you out of 
Egypt before then—Just be 
prepared to endure a some¬ 
times chaotic but always in¬ 
triguing country where noth¬ 
ing is done easily but even 
the setbacks are memor¬ 
able. 

Take Sam. The hawkers 
who sell camel rides, post¬ 
cards, slides and other keep¬ 
sakes around the pyramids 
are an incorrigible lot, so I 
shouldn’t have been sur¬ 
prised at anything Sam did 
once he had hoisted me and a 
friend onto his mount. The 
brief, swaying ride was un¬ 
eventful enough, but when 
my friend handed over what 
I thought was too high a fee, 
Sam looked at the bill and 
snarled. “Not enough," he 
said. 

Well, it was all he got, but 
my point is that minor piice 
gouging is a national sport 
and one should learn to live 
with it. “Baksheesh" is the 
most oft-uttered word in the 
streets of Cairo. It trans¬ 
lates roughly to “tip" and 
everyone seems to want 
one. 

My main quarrel with the 
system is that it puts you on 
the defensive every time you 
walk out of your hotel. 


On a stroll in the faded but 
still fashionable Garden Dis¬ 
trict near the Nile Hilton I 
lost my way one morning 
when three young men ap¬ 
proached and asked if I 
needed help. They guided me 
along the narrow streets, but 
it wasn’t until we were 
standing on a familiar av¬ 
enue saying goodbye that I 
was convinced they weren't 
trying to sting me. 

Unless you are a highly re¬ 
silient, fiercely independent 
traveller, you are best ad¬ 
vised to join some kind of 
guided tour of Egypt, if only 
to minimize the snafus that 
tend to undermine the solo 
traveller. 

Of all the tour agencies, 
probably three of the most 
reliable are Misr Travel and 
Sphinx Travel, Cairo-based 
firms with offices in New 
York, and TWA, the leading 
U.S.-Egypt carrier. TWA 
flies twice a day from New 
York to Cairo (with stops in 
either Paris, Athens or 
Rome), and for the season 
ahead it is offering a number 
of Getaway Tours with the 
precious hotel rooms, bus 
tours and meals figured into 
the cost.

MONTREAL (CP) — 
Nuclear energy flared up 
in debate at a United 
Nations conference on 
long-term energy re¬ 
sources, with some par¬ 
ticipants arguing that the 
spread of nuclear 
weapons is far more dan¬ 
gerous than the spread 
of nuclear power plants. 

“Nuclear proliferation is 
ihe worst danger,” said Wil¬ 
liam Epstein, a former Ca¬ 
nadian negotiatior in non¬ 
proliferation talks who now 
works as a United Nations 
official. 

"Even in the worst sort of 
situation at a nuclear power 
plant, such as a melt-down 
or an explosion, the number 
of dead would be counted 
only in the tens of thousands, 
which is still pretty horrible 
to contemplate. 

"But an accident involving 
nuclear weapons could kill 
tens of millions of people. .. 
And the transport of nuclear 
equipment and nuclear ma¬ 
terials leads to all kinds of 
frightening possibilities and, 
if seized by the wrong peo¬ 
ple, could lead to nuclear 
terrorism, something we 
haven't even begun to think 
about.” 

LINCOLN GORDON of the 
Resources for the Future in¬ 
stitute in Washington said 
that shutting down the nu¬ 
clear power industry 
wouldn't shut down the pro¬ 
duction of nuclear weapons. 

He was replying to Gordon 
Edwards, a Montreal anti¬ 
nuclear activist, who said 
complete nuclear disarma¬ 
ment was an essential part 
of shutting down the nuclear 
power industry. 

Edwards pointed to stu¬ 
dies that asserted the spread 
of peaceful nuclear technol¬ 
ogy led inevitably to the 
spread of nuclear weapons. 

“Only military dictators 
really want this technol¬ 
ogy,” he said in the debate 
held outside the main confer¬ 
ence hall. 

ABOUT 400 delegates 
from 93 countries are at¬ 
tending the two-week energy 
conference, which continues 
until late next week. 

Alvin Weinberg, who has 
advised several U.S. presi¬ 
dents on nuclear policy, ar¬ 
gued that correcting short¬ 
comings in nuclear power 
programs made more sense 
than closing the industry. 

Weinberg said about 25 per 
cent of the world’s oil pro¬ 
duction was being used for 
electricity production, and it 
would make more sense to 
use other sources such as 
nuclear energy. 

Bent Sorensen, a Danish 
nuclear scientist who is a 
proponent of “soft" energy 
sources such as solar and 
wind power, said nuclear 
power had had 35 years and 
untold millions in research 
money to prove that it was 
unsafe. 

“It is not safe; there are 
serious waste problems; and 
I don’t think more money 
will make it a viable energy 
source.” 

SORENSEN SAID that 
most Western countries 
could cut their energy use in 
half while maintaining the 
same standard of living sim¬ 
ply by being more efficient 
in their use of energy. 

Inside the conference hall, 
delegates debated the merits 
of less-developed countries 
gaining access to nuclear 
technology. 

One delegate from Zambia 
said “cultural arrogance” 
was one of the factors that 
led some countres to argue 
that advanced technology 
was good for industrialized 
countries but that third 
world countries should use 
sun-and-dung energy 
sources. 

"Nuclear power is here to 
stay, It is the energy of the 
future, and wc want to be 
part of it.” 

But a delegate from India 
said poorer countries relied 
heavily on non commercial 
energy sources such as wood 
and manure and only 10 to 20 
per cent of commercial en¬ 
ergy production went to 
rural areas.

Vitamin compounds help 

Cancer linked to diet

ATLANTA — A major new 
Canadian study indicates 
that more thaahalf the can¬ 
cer in humans is related to 
something in our diet and 
suggests that already recog¬ 
nized carcinogens — nftroso 
compounds — are the big¬ 
gest culprits 

The study also suggests 
that vitamin C and vitamin E 
compounds may provide 
some protection against the 
cancer-causing agents pres¬ 
ent in our food 

"Presently we do not know 
to what degree the nitroso 
compounds represent a haz¬ 
ard to the population," said 
Dr. William R. Bruce, a can¬ 
cer researcher and profes¬ 
sor at the University of To¬ 
ronto. 

"These carcinogens, or 
other as yet undefined com¬ 
pounds. are presumably re¬ 
sponsible for the bulk of 
human cancers," Bruce said 
in Atlanta this week during a 
session of the North Ameri¬ 
can Radiological Society 
meeting. 

Bruce said his studies also 
Indicate that radiation plays 
only a small role in causing 
human cancer deaths. 

The Canadian study 
strongly backs up other stu¬ 
dies linking diet to cancer. 

Bruce said his evidence is 
based on comparing diets 
and body fluids of people 
living in the United States 
and Canada (where there is 
a high incidence of cancer) 
to those of people living in 
societies where cancer is 
relatively rare, such as some 
African tribal communities. 

Presumably, the Canadian 
researcher said, a cancer- 
causing compound either is 
present in the food itself or 
triggers a process in the 
oody which manufactures 
the cancer-causing chemi¬ 
cal. 

Bruce and his colleagues 
indeed have found that nitro¬ 
so compounds are present in 
abnormally large amounts 
in people on Western diets, 
which consists largely of 
foods high in fat and low In 
fibre. 


In the populations with 
very low cancer rates, the 
levels of nitroso compounds 
in the body also are very 
low. Those populations' diets 
consist mainly of low fat and 
high fibre. ^ 

In one study, it was found 
that the high-cancer group 
had 10 times more nitroso 
compounds in their bodies 
than the low-cancer group. 

“We need to find out just 
what the relationship be¬ 
tween the compounds and 
cancer is,” said Bruce. 

Other studies already have 
linked the compounds to can¬ 
cer in laboratory-animals. 
Nitroso compounds are con¬ 
tained in many foods, such 
as sausage, bacon and beer. 

But the researcher said it 
appears that most foods by 
themselves do not contain 
large amounts of the com¬ 


pounds, but apparently set a 
process into action that 
manufactures the com¬ 
pounds, thus causing the ab¬ 
normally large amounts of 
them in the body. 

The Canadian researcher 
and his colleagues currently 
have under way a study in¬ 
volving 200 people to deter¬ 
mine if vitamin C and vita- 
min E play a role in 
protecting people against 
the cancer-causing agents in 
Western diets. 

“We have found that the 
level of nitroso compounds 
are markedly reduced by 
modest supplements of (vi¬ 
tamin C and vitamin E)," he 
said. 

One part of the study 
group receives a placebo 
daily, while the other group 
receives 400 milligrams of 
vitamin C and 400 milli¬ 
grams of vitamin E. At the 
end of the study, the re¬ 


searchers will try to deter¬ 
mine if the groups receiving 
the vitamins had a signifi¬ 
cantly lesser incidence of 
polyps, which are abnormal 
growths that are usually 
non-malignant. 

Health experts, Bruce 
said, normally recommend a 
daily intake of only 45 milli¬ 
grams each of .vitamin C 
and vitamin E. 

Radiation experts partici¬ 
pating in the meeting said 
that all available evidence 
points to the fact that the 
amount of radiation people 
receive in everyday living 
and in medical procedures 
presents only a tiny risk in 
causing cancer.

U.K. newspaper 
names Blunt ally 


Airliner aimed 
at wrong airport

LONDON (AP) — The Observer 
says confessed spy Anthony Blunt’s 
secret contact in the Soviet embassy 
was Ernst Henry, a former member of 
the German Communist party’s cen¬ 
tral committee and a Comintern offi¬ 
cial. 

Blunt, 72-year-old former royal art ad¬ 
viser who confessed to spying for the 
Soviet Union from 1936 until 1951, told 
reporters last month that he never knew 
who was his spymaster at the Soviet em¬ 
bassy. 

However, the weekly newspaper said 
Henry, 72 or 73, now lives in Moscow under 
the name of Semyon Nikolayevich Ros¬ 
tovsky. It did not list his nationality but 
indicated he was of German origin. 

The Observer spelled the name Ernst 
Henry, but the man it described also was 
known as Ernst Henri and used that spell¬ 
ing in several pamphlets and at least one 
book he wrote in the 1930s about the threat 
of Germany’s Nazis. _ 


The Observer said Henry had been sent 
to the Soviet embassy in London in 1936 “to 
sustain the loyalty" to the Soviet secret 
service of British intellectuals It had re¬ 
cruited as spies. 

Blunt helped two British diplomats, 
Guy Burgess and Donald Maclean, to de¬ 
fect to Moscow In 1951. The article said 
Henry was called back to Moscow with 
Maclean, but was Immediately arrested. 

The newspaper said its information on 
Henry was based "partly on disclosures he 
made to Moscow dissident circles in 1956- 
1959” when he came out prison an embit¬ 
tered man. 

"Confirmation of Henry’s association 
with Maclean was given to The Observer 
last week by a friend who visited the two 
men in Henry’s Moscow flat in 1971,” the 
newspaper said. 

Blunt's lawyer, Michael Rubinstein, 
said Saturday that he was aware of The 
Observer article and had not informed 
Blunt. He refused further comment. 


CHARLOTTE, N.C. (AP) — An Eastern Airlines jetliner 
carrying 101 passengers nearly landed at a small Mecklen¬ 
burg County airport which the crew apparently mistook for 
Douglas Municipal Airport, U.S. Federal Aviation Adminis¬ 
tration officials say. 

Officials at Brockenbrough Airport said the Boeing 727 
could not have landed safely on the airport's short run¬ 
way. 

The plane came within 180 metres of the ground before 
the mistake was discovered last Sunday, officials said. 

The FAA said the jetliner, on a flight from LaGuardia 
Airport in New York to Douglas Municipal Airport, was 
cleared for landing at Douglas when it began to descend on 
Brockenbrough. about 12 kilometres to the northeast. 

An air traffic controller at Douglas noticed how low the 
aircraft was flying and instructed the pilot to check his 
bearings and climb to a height of 700 metres.

Poles 

seized 

STOCKHOLM, Sweden 
(UPI) — Police Saturday 
disclosed the arrests of three 
more Poles on suspicion of 
spying, amid charges from 
Warsaw of a "witch hunt” 
against Polish nationals. 

The latest arrests were 
made in a zinc mine near the 
central Swedish town of 
Hallsberg, site of several 
Swedish military installa¬ 
tions. 

The Poles, who said they 
were selling paintings, had 
maps of the area around 
Hallsberg, according to a 
spokesman for the Swedish 
security police SAPO in 
Stockholm. 

The three, aged between 26 
and 35, were arrested Wed¬ 
nesday, but the news was not 
released until Saturday. 

The arrests are the latest 
in a series that has led to 
protests from Poland accus¬ 
ing SAPO of conducting a 
witch hunt” against Polish 
nationals in Sweden. 

In August, two diplomats 
from the Polish embassy ac¬ 
cused of of Industrial espio¬ 
nage were deported. Poland 
retaliated by sending home 
two diplomats from the 
Swedish embassy in War- 
zaw. . 

Earlier this month, a total 
of 15 Poles were arrested.

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El Queneitra on Golan Heights 

Monument to hatred

EL QUNEITRA, Syria - A 
damp wind descending from 
the Golan Heights whistles 
through the bell tower of a 
damaged church. From the 
surrounding devastation rise 
fragments of a mosque's 
minaret, a razed hospital, a 
movie theatre. The street 
has a half-dozen lifeless 
buildings. 

Elsewhere, only flattened 
concrete and ruptured iron 
define the limits of a provin¬ 
cial capital that once had 
53,000 inhabitants. Flocks of 
sheep and goats forage 
among the ruins while a griz¬ 
zled shepherd seeks shelter 
from the wind behind the 
wall of what was once some¬ 
one’s home. 

El Quneitra, which 
flourished as the capital of

the Golan from Roman times 
until the war of 1967, exists 
today as a monument to 
hatred. The Israeli Army 
destroyed the town when it 
withdrew to new lines in May 
1974 after the disengage¬ 
ment agreement between 
Syria and Israel. Some 
buildings were dynamited. 
Others were bulldozed or 
pulled down with steel 
cables. 

The Syrians have left the 
town as they found it, invit¬ 
ing visitors to inspect what 
they see as Israel’s perfidy. 
Its rich past all but forgot¬ 
ten, El Quneitra has become 
sigrttficant for its own 
death. 

The glow of peace between 
Egypt and Israel has not 
warmed Israel's frontiers 
with Lebanon, Syria and Jor¬ 
dan. Here time seems para¬ 
lyzed by suspicions. More 
than five years after its de¬ 
struction, El Quneitra re¬ 
mains a particular symbol of 
the bitterness. 

The Israelis said the town 
was razed to prevent it from 
being used by snipers and 
guerrillas, and they accuse 
Syria of cynically exploiting 
this situation. The Syrians 
contend that El Quneitra 
was leveled out of spite and 
that there is little point in 
rebuilding the town while its 
agricultural fields are in Is¬ 
raeli hands.

belongs to this city,” said 
Mohammed Mubarek, a Syr¬ 
ian official, as he pointed 
past the barbed-wire disen¬ 
gagement line. "How can 
people return to live here 
when they don't have land to 
farm?” 

Southwest of town, two 
young Syrian draftees 
manned a police checkpoint. 

A blue and white Israeli flag 
flapped over a sandbagged 
fortification 100 yards away. 
In between was another 
checkpoint run by Austrian 
soldiers of the United Na¬ 
tions peacekeeping force. 
The skyline of the green hills 
beyond bristled with Israeli 
antennas. 

Inside the Syrian block¬ 
house were two cots, a cou¬ 
ple of Kalashnikov assault 
rifles and a transistor radio 
softly playing rock music. A 
vase with elegant red and 
white roses, freshly picked 
from bushes the Syrians cul¬ 
tivate outside, adorned the 
rough table. 

One of the draftees, As 
Mazen, an accountant in 
civilian life, had been read¬ 
ing a paperback copy of Ma¬ 
dame Bovary. He offered a 
cup of hot tea. Asked what he 
thought of his Israeli neigh¬ 
bors down the road, he re¬ 
plied that he had never met 
them. 

“We just carry out our 
mission," the soldier said. 
“Feelings have no place in a 
soldier's life. But talking as 
a civilian, I would say that 
we don't like war but we’re 
obliged to defend ourselves. 
Nobody likes to be occu¬ 
pied.” 

Beaufort Castle com¬ 
mands a breathtaking view 
from the rocky heights of 
southern Lebanon into Is¬ 
rael. Below the battered 
ramparts, a slope drops 1,000 
feet to a twisting ribbon of 
water, the Litani River. Be¬ 
yond the next hill, a few 
miles away, is Israeli Metul- 
la. 

Centuries ago, the Crusad¬ 
ers built the castle. Now It is 
occupied by Palestinian 
guerrillas, who have squir¬ 
reled away ammunition, 
barbed wire and drinking 
water in its underground 
passages. From time to 
time, they trade artillery 
and machine-gun fire with 
the Israeli-backed Lebanese 
Christian forces of Maj. 
Saad Haddad. 

Al Fatah’s guerrilla com¬ 
mander in nearby Nabatiye, 
introduced only as Major 
Alaa, contended that shell¬ 
ing from the Israeli side was 
meant to frighten Lebanese 
civilians who had returned 
home since fleeing the Is¬ 
raeli invasion in March 1978. 
“Our bases are mostly in the 
mountains and they know 
that.” he said. 

“They want to create 
hatred, to make the Leba 
nese say to us, ‘You are the 
reason tor this,' ” he said. 
"They never succeed. When 
a Lebanese is wounded, we 
take him to our hospital. 
When he loses a house, we 
help him build another. They 
know we are their real 
friends, not Saad Haddad. 

“Why should they hate 
us?” Major Alaa, who was 
born in Jerusalem, said. 
“We have been defending 
them. We carry our guns for 
peace. I think the real peace 
is the peace that gives me 
back my home." 

As he negotiated his Range 
Rover up the rutted road to 
the castle, he worried about 
the problems involved in en¬ 
rolling his 7-year-old son in 
school. As a child of Pales¬ 
tinian refugees, he said, the 
boy had no valid identity 
card. 

“So he’s in school illegally, 
and we’re trying to find him 
another school,” the major 
said. "My 5-year-old will 
have the same problem be¬ 
cause he was also born in a 
refugee camp. I’m thinking 
of making up papers from 
Kuwait or Syria so I can send 
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my sons to school. The 
papers will be fals^ but 
there is no other way. 

When Brig. Gen. Helmi 
Louzi visited the Allenby 
Bridge over the Jordan 
River the other day, some 
Israeli officers on the other 
side shouted, “Shalom!" He¬ 
brew for "Peace!” 

Louzi, who commands 
Jordan's Fourth Mechanized 
Division, ignored them. “It’s 
not for us to say shalom,” he 
commented later. “If they 
are willing to pull back to the 
1967 borders, we are willing 
to say hello and shake hands 
with them." 

Louzi's sector along the 
Jordan Valley has not had 
heavy fighting since March 
1968, when the Jordanian 
army repulsed a day-long 
Israeli assault on the town of 
Karameh, where Palestin¬ 
ian guerrillas were holed up. 
The general, who fought the 
Israelis, recalled that in 
those days the Jordanians 
provided fire support for 
guerrilla raids across the 
Jordan River. Now, he said, 
his troops were deployed to 
prevent guerrillas from 
crossing it. 

“I can tell you it's quiet 
here and we don't want any 
fedayeen activities in our 
area," the general said. “To 
cross the river and fire off a 
few bursts, what would they 
achieve except to create an 
atmosphere of war?” 

"The Jordan Valley is the 
main source of vegetables 
for our people and we'd like 
the farmers to feel safe,” he 
added. "This is one of the 
main reasons we have to 
keep the area quiet. If there 
was shelling, the farmers 
would leave the area.” 

From a Jordanian Army 
observation post overlooking 
the valley, the town of Jeri¬ 
cho was visible on the West 
Bank. Binoculars brought 
the spires of Jerusalem into 
focus. To the south, the Dead 
Sea lay like a dazzling mir¬ 
ror. 

Louzi confessed to "a bit¬ 
ter feeling” at seeing the 
West Bank occupied by Is¬ 
rael. 

The general offered an 
army escort to show a visitor 
the site in the Jordan River 
where, according to tradi¬ 
tion, Jesus was baptized. 

At the last minute, today’s 
realities intruded. The party 
had to turn back because 
flooding from recent rains 
had shifted mine fields along 
the river bank.

Charges by Iranians valid , 


Ibrahim 
makes point 
to Malaspina 
audience 


says Moslem student adviser 


NANAIMO—The current 
crisis in Iran may be thou¬ 
sands of miles removed, but 
for some Nanaimo area resi¬ 
dents it was brought close to 
home on Wednesday after¬ 
noon with Zane Ibrahim’s 
presentation, Iran: An Is¬ 
lamic Perspective. 

An active member of the 
Brifish Columbia Moslem 
Association and currently 
the foreign student advisor 
at Malaspina College, Ibra¬ 
him presented a brief lec¬ 
ture and film on Islam in 
general and then spent the 
remainder of the hour an¬ 
swering questions. 

Ibrahim’s attempt to in- 
t roduce the basic concepts of 
Islam was cut short by an 
anxious audience wanting to 
know whether “this pre¬ 
amble was supposed to jus¬ 
tify Iran's actions." 

Defining himself a Mos¬ 
lem of African origin, Ibra¬ 
him stated, “I’m not going to 
defend Iran’s actions. I 
can’t. I'm not Iranian; I 
haven’t felt their pain." 

And he later clarified, “I 
don’t support Iran; I support 
Islam." 

The emotional issue to 
most westerners is the hold¬ 
ing of hostages, and when 
questioned as to their inno¬ 
cence Ibrahim responded, “I 
think that many of those peo¬ 
ple don’t deserve to be there, 
but I also think that many of 
them understand the Ira¬ 
nian cause." 

Ibrahim has no doubt 
about the validity of the es¬ 
pionage charges laid against 
the hostages; "There are no 
diplomats in United States 
embassies anywhere in the 
world. They have found 
seven top lieutenants of . 
SAVAK living in the em¬ 
bassy." 

Regarding the Ayatollah 
Khomeini, Ibrahim feels he 
is, "the name for western 
people to attach their hate 
to." But he also expressed 
some suspicion of anyone 
raised to a position of power 
through religion. 

“Muhammad said, ’You 
take orders from the Gover¬ 
nor, even if he is a slave 
.with the head of a raisin,”’ 
Ibrahim explained. 

With regard to the pres¬ 
ent negotiations, Ibrahim 
said, "The best thing that 
has happened to this point is 
the UN stepping in.”

According to Ibrahim, 
“The Iranian people don’t 
want the shah; they don’t 
care where he rots. They 
only want the 50 billion dol¬ 
lars he stole from Iran over 
the last 20 years.” 

Ibrahim feels it is impor¬ 
tant at this time to shed some 
light on Islam for the west¬ 


ern world. “There are an 
awful lot of Moslems in Brit¬ 
ish Columbia that the rest of 
the community doesn’t know 
anything about.” 

How many is an awful 
lot? According to Ibrahim, 
there are well over 14,000 
Moslems on the Lower Main¬ 
land alone.

M. V. Chesnut’s 

Garden Notes 


COUCH GRASS (B. McF., Victoria) 

It would be doing things the hard 
way to attempt to eradicate the couch 
from your vacant plot by forking it 
over. It is virtually impossible to get 
ail the roots out without breaking 
them, and as every little piece of root 
left in the ground will sprout again, 
such breaking-up of the roots will 
often make things worse than before. 

Persistent rototilling will cleanse 
the soil eventually, making another 
pass every time a new crop of couch 
shows above the surface, but this 
takes time, and in the meantime you 
can't grow anything in the infested 
plot. 

A much quicker way is to spray or 
wet the foliage with Dalapon Grass 
Killer, adding a little liquid dishwash¬ 
ing detergent to the spray to make it 
stick to the leaves. The couch plants 
will absorb the chemical through the 
leaf pores and pass it on down to the 
roots, killing them completely. The 
best time to do this is in the spring, 
when the leaves are fresh and green, 
growing vigorously, hence with leaf 
pores wide open. 

Ordinarily, the plot may be culti¬ 
vated and planted up about six weeks 
after treatment. However, just in case 
the chemical persists in the soil longer 
than normally, I think it is wise to 
make a small test sowing of radish 
seeds before putting in your main 
crop.

In answer to your second question, 
couch grass (pronounced cooch) is 
not the same as crab grass. 

RED-LEAFED PLANT (S. G„ Port 
Aibenti) 

The housepiant you saw in your 
friend’s home, with bright red leaves 
and stem, was probably Iresine iin- 
deni, often nicknamed the Blood Leaf 
plant. It is a native of Ecuador and is 
closely related to one of our own 
weeds, pigweed. 

Iresine, with its brilliant foliage, 
makes a most colorful housepiant even 
though its daisy-like flowers are no 
great shakes and are usually picked 
off. It is quite easy to grow, and if you 
can scrounge a slip about four inches 
long from your friend’s plant, it will 
root as easily as a sprig of mint in a pot 
filled loosely with a mixture of damp 
peat moss and vermiculite. 

When nicely rooted and making 
good growth, transplant it into pur¬ 
chased potting soil. Treat it about the 
same as you would a Coleus, giving it a 
sunny window in a coolish room and 
watering only when the soil feels dry 
to the touch. 


ORNAMENTAL GOURDS (R. O’N., 
Sidney) 

The decay of your ornamental 
gourds is almost certainly the result of 
picking them from the vines before 


they were fully ripe and mature. To 
become really hard and rot-resistant, 
they must be allowed to ripen on the 
vine until they can be picked off with¬ 
out tugging and the skin cannot be 
dented with the thumbnail. 

Gourds are not easy to bring to 
maturity in our cool climate. It is 
usually necessary to give the seeds a 
head start indoors or under glass, set¬ 
ting out the started plants In May after 
the soil has warmed up. 

Ornamental gourds which have 
been thoroughly ripened on the vine 
are taken indoors and sponged with 
any household bleach (one part bleach 
to four parts water) to kill any rot or 
mould spores on the skin, then stored 
in a very warm place, 25 to 30 degrees, 
for two weeks. 

After this period of curing or after 
ripening, they can be given a light 
coating of clear floor wax, or better 
still, auto body wax, and polished with 
a soft cloth. 


PERENNIALS FOR DRY SOIL (J. 
M., Victoria) 

Some good perennial flowers which 
should tolerate conditions in your dry, 
sun-baked, south-facing bed are Nepe- 
ta (Catmint). Artemisia (Mugwort), 
Santolina (Lavender Cotton), 
Lythrum (Loosestrife) and Bergenia 
(St. Patrick’s Cabbage).

You can’t stop anyone, including 
yourself, from being bigoted, if the 
inclination is there, but you can stop 
yourself from making thoughtless and 
offensive remarks that hurt others 
when you don’t really intend it.

Each of us, I hope, is acquainted at 
least with one person who represents 
such a group, and who should stand as 
a paradigm for the whole group In our 
minds. Because, obviously, if one per¬ 
son of the group merits our affection 
or respect, the whole group has the 
potential for It — just as every group 
has a potential for the worst. 

At first I relished some of the

Bigotry springs almost wholly 
from fear, and fear comes largely 
from ignorance. To know any group of 
people well — as anthropologists in the 
jungle will tell you — is to like them 
better when you understand the rea¬ 


sons for their "different” behavior. 
No one who had lived for any time with 
the gentle Vietnamese people could 
have called them “slopes.” 

1 cannot believe that the sexual 
bigots today who would penalize homo¬ 
sexuals include a declared one in 
their families or circle of friends 
(though no doubt more than one incog¬ 
nito), or they would recognize that 
the similarities between us and them 
are far greater than this one differ¬ 
ence — and even this difference is 
one of degree, not of quality. 

Bernard Baruch once ironically 
defined a “kike" as "the gentleman of 
Hebrew persuasion who has just left 
the room." It hurts, even if you have 
left the room. The echoes keep bounc¬ 
ing down the corridors of history, and 
there seems no end to them. Perhaps 
as good a place as any to begin is with 
the Polish jokes and all their care¬ 
less variants.

DELTA (CP) — An investigation into 
the Delta municipal police force didn’t go 
far enough, says a police union spokes¬ 
man. 

Reports released after a B.C. Police 
Commission inquiry were “wishy-washy," 
said Cpl. Bob Wood, vice-president of the 
Delta Police Association. 

Wood said inquiry chairman Judge Roy 
McQueen didn’t fulfil his mandate. 

"I don’t believe he has completed the 
job or done the job properly,” Wood said in 
an interview. “All they looked at were citi¬ 
zens’ complaints and alleged management 
deficiencies. 


"They did nothing to look at manpower, 
equipment, or any other area.” 

Asked if he considered the 94-member 
police force undermanned, Wood said, 
"I’m suggesting there are possible prob¬ 
lems in that area." The Vancouver suburb 
has a population ofgnore than 66,000. 

Of a report that some people arrested 
in Delta were subjected to body searches 
normally reserved for suspected drug of¬ 
fenders, Wood said, "It was very isolated- 
one incident." 

“We dealt with it at that time and in a 
strong manner. We’ll be looking into that 
later ... but it’s nothing but sensationa¬ 
lism or hysterical reaction by someone.”

“Nobody knew enough 
about North Yemen to know 
they were wheeling and 
dealing like this with the So¬ 
viet Union,” said a U.S. offi¬ 
cial concerning the new 
arms deal with the Soviets. 
“It’s really never-never land 
over there.” 

But other officials say the 
original action in sending 
arms to North Yemen was 
meant largely to reassure 
the Saudis and that in the 
context of time--the Shah of 
Iran had just fallen-the 
move made sense. At that 
time also, Carter was being 
faulted for not reacting ag¬ 
gressively enough to Soviet- 
supported actions in a num¬ 
ber of Third-World coun¬ 
tries. There was talk of an 
arc, or crescent, of crisis. 

The administration put out 
the word that it was in the 
Yemens that it was "draw¬ 
ing the line” against the So¬ 
viets. 

Some State and defence 
department officials con¬ 
tend, in fact, that regardless 
of the new weaponry the So¬ 
viets now are shipping into 
North Yemen, the earlier

Does world remember the Yemens? 
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AVOID A DULL CHRISTMAS

WASHINGTON, D.C.- 
Does anyone remember 
North Yemen? 

This is the country on the 
southern tip of the strategic 
Arabian Peninsula that was 
reported to be threatened 
earlier this year by Marxist 
South Yemen. 

Situated between Saudi 
Arabia and the Red Sea, 
North Yemen needed Ameri¬ 
can- weapons to counter a 
sketchily ^reported, but sup¬ 
posedly Soviet-backed, of¬ 
fensive. It got a decision on 
the weapons fast~$400 mil¬ 
lion worth. 

In early March, President 
Carter waived arms-control 
restrictions for the first time 
to help arm North Yemen 
and reassure Saudi Arabia, 
the West's main oil supplier. 
The administration ex¬ 
plained to Congress that, be¬ 
cause of the Saudi connec¬ 
tion. the fighting in the 
Yemens posed an immediate 
threat to American national 
security and required swift 
and unilateral presidential 
action. 

The surprise development 

is this: 

For several weeks now, 
the Soviet Union has been 
quietly shipping new fighter 
planes, tanks and a variety 
of other modern military 
equipment to North Yemen-- 
the same country many 
Americans had been led to 
believe was, if not pro- 
American, then at least anti- 
Soviet. 

North Yemen long has had 
a military relationship with 
the Soviets. But It apparent¬ 
ly had not leveled with the 
United States as to the de¬ 
gree to which that relation¬ 
ship was being maintained. 
The new arms deal with the 
Soviets appears to be several 
times larger than the one 
that the United States con¬ 
cluded and possibly of about 
the size that the Soviets have 
provided to rival South 
Yemen.

VANCOUVER (CP) — B.C.’s major breweries 
are running out of 12-ounce beer bottles, spokesmen 
for Molson’s, Carling O’Keefe and Labatt’s said 
Saturday. 

The situation is so bad at Labatt’s that some 
workers have been laid off. 

The B.C. Liquor Control Branch said it doesn’t 
know where the bottles are because they are sent back 
to the breweries as soon as they are collected from 
bottle depots and liquor stores. 

Rain at last 
and it feels 
like winter 


Although last month was 
one of the driest Novembers 
on record, December blew in 
ominously with snow at 
higher elevations and heavy 
rain elsewhere Saturday. 

Rainfall to Nov. 29 wds a 
mere 15.2 millimetres, com¬ 
pared with 99.2 mm last No¬ 
vember and a 30-year aver¬ 
age of 92.3 mm. In the first 17 
hours of December’s first 
day, precipitation measured 
at Pat Bay already stood at 
8.9 millimetres, and rain fell 
steadily through midnight. 

After snow fell In higher 
areas, RCMP put up road¬ 
blocks at both ends of the 
Malahat Drive late Saturday 
afternoon, and were turning 
away drivers unless they had 
chains or good snow tires. 

For people living at higher 
elevations, it was the first 
real snowfall of the season 
and, as usual, was greeted 
with delight by youngsters. 

More unsettled weather is 
likely until at least Thursday 
as a broad westerly flow of 
moist Pacific air is abetted 
by a low centre offshore. 

Police had reports of base¬ 
ments being flooded in the 
Saanich and Colwood areas. 

Meanwhile, storm drains 
backed up on many streets, 
and some vehicles stalled 
near intersections when 
their ignition systems be¬ 
came soaked. 


Victoria police called out 
works crews to clear drains 
in the Hillside-Doncaster 
area, where minor flooding 
occurred on the pavement. 

Parts of the Pat Bay High¬ 
way in Saanich were also 
covered by a few centi¬ 
metres of water owing to 
drain backups, causing vehi¬ 
cles to leave rooster-tail 
wakes as they sped through 
the flooded patches. 

Saanich fire department 
reported at least 20 com¬ 
plaints of flooded base¬ 
ments. One woman on Free¬ 
man Road had three feet 
of water in her carport. The 
distress calls were relayed 
to Saanich works crews. 

Snow blanketed higher 
points on the Sooke High¬ 
way, where RCMP asked 
motorists to delay driving 
until highways crews could 
Clear the slush away. 

Poor visibility accompan¬ 
ying the rain caused many 
minor accidents. 

The forecast is for more of 
the same wet weather. 

Today should be mainly 
cloudy with a few showers, 
with highs around 7 degrees 
Celsius and lows 1 to 3. 

Monday's outlook is cloudy 
with periods of rain, while 
the extended forecast Tues¬ 
day through Thursday is 
cloudy and mild with periods 
of rain.

Energy bank 
gets a ‘go’ 
from Clark 


QUEBEC (CP) — The fed¬ 
eral government has defini¬ 
tely decided to go ahead with 
plans to create a national 
energy bank to finance new 
energy projects, Prime Min¬ 
ister Clark said Saturday. 

Clark had first proposed 
creation of such a bank at a 
federal-provincial energy 
conference three weeks ago 
but had not indicated since 
then if the government 
would implement the sug¬ 
gestion. 

There appeared to be no 
doubt in Clark’s mind Satur¬ 
day during an address to 
about 1,000 persons at a 
weekend convention of the 
Conservatives’ Quebec 
wing. 

Deposits to the bank will 
come from a new tax to be 
levied on increased oil and 
natural gas, but the exact 
nature of that tax is still 
being negotiated with Alber¬ 


ta Premier Peter Lough- 
eed. 

The bank’s funds will be 
used to finance energy pro¬ 
jects of the federal govern¬ 
ment and of participating 
provincial governments. 
Private companies and 
crown corporations would be 
able to borrow from the bank 
to finance energy projects. 

When Clark first proposed 
creation of the bank, some 
provinces, notably Quebec 
and Saskatchewan, ex¬ 
pressed some reservations 
but not outright opposition. 
The two provinces were wor¬ 
ried that the federal govern¬ 
ment would be dictating its 
priorities to the provinces in 
the energy sector. 

In his Saturday night ad¬ 
dress, Clark said the bank 
would serve as a bridge be¬ 
tween the government and 
the private sector.

Iran also rejected in ad¬ 
vance any resolution that 
would call upon it to release 
the hostages while not con¬ 
sidering its demand for the 
extradition of deposed Shah 
Mohammed Reza Pahlavi 
from the United States. 

The session was schedule 
to resume later today. 

The debate, which could 
last until Monday, was ex¬ 
pected to result in a resolu¬ 
tion calling on Iran to release 
the 50 Americans held hos¬ 
tage for four weeks at the 
U.S. embassy in Tehran. 

McHenry did not ask for 
any specific UN action dur¬ 
ing his speech. American of¬ 
ficials said earlier the reso¬ 
lution calling for the release 
of the hostages would be in- 


Yellow subbers surface in hot water 


SEATTLE (UPI) — Bearded James 
Ringrose and seven-year-old Nicole Row- 
ley were returned safe and sound Saturday 
after being lost at sea in a homemade 
yellow submarine for 20 days. 

“Hi baby!” shouted Nicole’s mother 
who burst into tears and gave the girl a hug 
as she was carried ashore from a coast 
guard launch. 

A grinning Ringrose looked on awk¬ 
wardly, his knit watch cap pushed back on 
his head. 

“It started out like a cakewalk,” Rin¬ 
grose, 37, said, describing the sunshine- 
filled day on Nov. 10 when he left Depoe 
Bay, Ore., with the girl to search for an 
experimental buoy anchored within sight 
of the shore. 

They were “just offshore,” on the sur¬ 


face, when a wave washed over the open 
hatch of the 17-foot sub and knocked out its 
power, Ringrose said. 

“We were drifting within sight of land 
all day,” he added, “but no boats came 
by. The next day a storm blew us 60 miles 
out.” 

A week later, floating like a partially 
submerged log, they came within sight of 
the forested coastline off Tillamook, Ore., 
and “we thought we had it made,” he said. 
“But the wind came up and blew us back 
out to sea.” 

As Ringrose and Nicole drifted, they 
munched on cookies and rations stored 
aboard the sub along with five gallons of 
fresh water. They sang Yellow Submarine 
and watched the fish through the portholes 
to keep up their spirits. 


Ringrose, an adventurer reported to 
have once been on the FBI’s most-wanted 
list, and Nicole, daughter of Ringrose’s 
girlfriend, were finally spotted Friday 
night by the freighter Chavez. By then they 
were 50 kilometres west of Cape Disap¬ 
pointment, off the mouth of the Columbia 
River. 

“We were asleep when we heard the 
prop wash,” as the boat passed within 100 
feet of the submarine, said Ringrose. "I 
went topside and flashed an SOS” The 
Panamanian-registered freighter, carry¬ 
ing gypsum from Mexico to Seattle, turned 
back and hooked a line to little craft. 

Ringrose and the girl were taken 
aboard. The sub, with its hatch left open, 
sank as waves washed over it, authorities 

said.

Rocket car burnout

ROGERS LAKE, Calif. (Reuter) — Stuntman Stan

Hundreds of millions 
bled off by oil firms 


TORONTO (CP) - Hun¬ 
dreds of millions of dollars 
have been bled out of Canada 
by a few multinational oil 
companies at a time when 
the industries were calling 
for higher oil prices to fi¬ 
nance exploration in Can 
ada. a CBC news report said 
Friday. 

The National newscast, 
quoting a government re¬ 
port. said the money in¬ 
volved amounted to more 
than $300 million and the 
companies involved includ¬ 
ed Texaco Canada Inc. and 
Amoco Canada Petroleum 
Company Ltd.. 

Texaco sent $174 million 
from its Toronto headquar¬ 
ters to its American parent 
in one transfer, the CBC 
said. Most of the money went 
via Bermuda to Texaco Inc 
in New York through a series 
of loans, purchases and 
leases. 

Amoco, one of Canada's 
biggest producers, which is 
wholly owned by Standard 
Oil of Indiana, paid Standard 
$130 million in a share trans¬ 
fer. To do that, it had to 


borrow $100 million in Can¬ 
ada, the report said. 

The effect was that the 
American company got $130 
million in cash which was 
borrowed from Canadians 
and would be paid off by 
Canadians, the report said. 

The moves were legal but 


had angered the federal gov¬ 
ernment, the report said 
The CBC said Energy Min¬ 
ister Ray Hnatyshyn would 
be calling on a number of 
multinationals this week to 
explain such large 
amounts of money were 
leaving the country.

the hole in his heart which 
was slowly killing him. 

On the operating table, his 
tiny body was white as snow 
and cold as ice. 

THE DOCTORS were 
using the profound hypoth¬ 
ermia technique, chilling the 
body to less than 20 degrees 
Celsius, an operative method 
available in Edmonton for 
only a year. 

Bathed in light, Dr. Robert 
Fortune, two other doctors 
and a nurse worked quickly 
and efficiently against time. 
Too long without blood and 
oxygen could damage the 
brain. 

Finally, the patch in place 
and the outer heart wall 
closed, heart-lung machine 
technician Danny Johnston 
began pumping warmed 
blood back to William. 

THE MIRACLE of life 
began almost immediately. 
Still chilled to 18 degrees, the 
first flow of blood passed 
into the aorta and to the 
body, back to the right side 
of the heart and through the 
heart-lung machine. 

The stilled heart quivered 
and began to beat. The tem¬ 
perature rose and the heart 
was beating strongly a few 
minutes later. There were 
smiles all around. 

Four hours earlier, Wil¬ 
liam Thomas had been 
wheeled into the operating 
theatre at the University of 
Alberta Hospital. He had 


been bom eight months ear¬ 
lier with a congenital heart 
defect and his parents knew 
almost from the beginning 
that an operation was in 
their son's future. 

HE HAD ONE of the most 
common infant heart prob¬ 
lems—a ventricular septal 
defect, usually known sim¬ 
ply as a hole in the heart. 

In William’s case, some of 
the oxygenated red blood 
normally pumped out from 
the left ventricle to the aorta 
was escaping back into the 
right ventricle through a 
hole in the septum, the wall 
separating both halves of the 
heart. 

There, it mixed with the 
blue blood on its way to the 
lungs, dangerously increas¬ 
ing the pressure on the pul¬ 
monary artery. If un¬ 
checked. this would cause 
irreversible damage to the 
blood vessels in the lungs. 

"LUNG DAMAGE is the 
biggest concern," said For¬ 
tune. “William had a three- 
to-one shunt, which means 
the flow to his lungs was 
three times normal." 

It is a progressive problem 
and within two years, lung 
damage would make the 
ventricular septal defect in¬ 
operable and guarantee 
death, 

Pediatric cardiologist Dr. 


Neil Duncan made the pre¬ 
liminary diagnosis and did 
the exploratory work with a 
tube (cardiac catheter) 
pushed up the main vein into 
the heart to measure pres¬ 
sures in the heart cham¬ 
bers. 

A RADIO-OPAQUE dye 

was injected and its move¬ 
ments recorded by x-ray to 
produce a rapid series of 
shots almost like a movie. 

Duncan, in consultation 


with cardiac radiologist Dr. 
Gerry Stevens, analysed the 
cardiac catheter data and 
determined the exact site of 
the hole. Fortune decided an 
operation was essential. 

In a desperate life-or- 
death situation last Novem¬ 
ber. Fortune first used the 
profound-hypothermia tech¬ 
nique in a more complicated 
heart operation—transposi¬ 
tion of the main vessels—on 
an infant less than 10 days 
old.

Vietnam 
poised 
to attack 

BANGKOK (AP) — Mili¬ 
tary analysts say Vietnam¬ 
ese forces now being posi¬ 
tioned in western Cambodia 
may soon launch an all-out 
drive that would send more 
than 500,000 Cambodians 
fleeing into Thailand. 

The Vietnamese now have 
about half their 200,000-man 
force in Cambodia along a 
340-kilometre arc from the 
Gulf of Thailand to the flat, 
brush and forest lands in 
northwest Cambodia. 

Hanoi’s targets are the 
guerrilla bases of ousted 
Premier Pol Pot and anti¬ 
communist groups known as 
the Khmer Serei or Free 
Cambodians. Vast numbers 
of sick, hungry civilians 
have gravitated to the two 
anti-Vietnamese factions, 
living in makeshift camps 
straddling the border.

Copter in future 
for B.C. logging 


PARKSVILLE (CP) - 
Within the next decade about 
10 per cent of British Colum 
bia’s coastal logging could 
be done by huge, military- 
style helicopters, a forest 
company executive said Fri¬ 
day. 

Bob Sitter, vice-president 
forestry and logging of 
Whonnock Forest Products 
Ltd., said his company is 
already doing up to 15 per 
cent of its logging by helicop¬ 
ter. 

'This year there are six 
large helicopters working on 


the coast and each one is 
capable of replacing an 80 to 
100 -man logging camp,” Sit¬ 
ter said in an interview at 
this Vancouver Island resort 
during a conference on con¬ 
flicts in resource indus¬ 
tries. 

He said the machine his 
company uses is U.S. built, 
designed originally for mili¬ 
tary use and capable of car¬ 
rying 35 passengers. 

“It would be ridiculous to 
say that helicopters will take 
over logging in B.C. but I 
think we'll see 10 per cent of 


CZ outlines 
forest plan 

COURTENAY — Crown Zellerback is practis¬ 
ing Intensive Forest Management (IFM) which 
could result in year-round operations in this area. 

Bill Magee, a CZ forest manager, spoke to 
Courtenay Rotarians and outlined the company 
plan. 

At the present time CZ is relocating to its John¬ 
stone Straits operation for six months of the year. 

IFM has four parts: rapid reforestation right 
after logging, spacing and thinning, fertilization 
and tree improvement. 

Such procedures result in a 75 per cent increase 
in yield, and a 20-year reduction in growing time to 
harvest. Company plans include planting 7,000 
acres a year with 50 per cent taking place 
in the Courtenay area. 

The same yield can be expected in 50 years 
from IFM as in 70 years without such practices. 

The main thrust of the research and experi¬ 
mentation is on Douglas fir although it has now 
begun on other species as well. 

Crown Zellerback has purchased land in the 
Saanich area for a seed farm where selective 
breeding will be carried out with seeds of superior 
trees being collected to improve the species. 


our coastal logging done by 
helicopters in the next five to 
lOyears. That would mean 12 
to 15 heavy-lift helicopters 
and the only thing likely to 
hold us back is the supply of 
these helicopters." 

Sitter said his company 
moved into helicopter log¬ 
ging out of necessity. 

“We had no logs and neces¬ 
sity is the mother of inven¬ 
tion. We were facing the 
tightest cedar log situation 
in history and helicopters 
bailed us out of it." 

Although Whonnock 
Forest Products has expand¬ 
ed greatly in recent years, 
Sitter said the company was 
“one of the late-comers into 
the industry in B.C. and we 
got all the tough areas.” 

"Now we can look at the 
whole coast of B.C. and know 
we can log every tree within 
a mile of the water. We can 
log even on a high bluff. 
We’ve logged as high as 7,000 
feet.” 

Sitter said the key to suc¬ 
cess in this sort of logging is 
government support. Under 
new forest legislation, the 
government provides incen¬ 
tives such as additional cut 
and a refund of investment 
for companies operatlng'hs 
Whonnock does. 

“But we don't want to 
spend millions of dollars 
without some sort of assur¬ 
ance that the government 
won’t suddenly let us down. 
We would rather see financ¬ 
ing for specific programs 
rather than annual financ¬ 
ing.” 

Sitter said helicopter log¬ 
ging results in less damage 
to the environment because 
fewer logging roads, which 
often cause erosion, have to 
be built. . 


Unity petition wins 
cautious approval 


NANAIMO — A unity peti¬ 
tion split the Nanaimo-Lady- 
smith school board this 
week. 

Trustees finally voted by a 
narrow margin to allow the 
petition to be circulated in 
district secondary schools, 
but some trustees asked that 
it be made dear the board 
was not necessarily endors¬ 
ing the petition. 

Superintendent Bruce 
Iloadley said that he had 
brought the petition to the 
attention of the school board 
because he felt the trustees 
might want to comment on it 
before it was passed on to the 
secondary schools. 

Trustees were upset main¬ 
ly with the political over¬ 
tones they found in a cover¬ 
ing letter to the petition. 

The People to People Peti¬ 
tion for Canadian Unity is 
being circulated throughout 
Canada, with the plan to 
present it to the people of 
Quebec just before that 


province’s sovereignty 
referendum. 

Hoadley had received a 
letter from Dante Lupini, su¬ 
perintendent of Vancouver 
schools, asking for support 
for the petition. 

"Claude Ryan, leader of 
the Liberal party in Quebec, 
has repeatedly stated the 
great value of the petition in 
the battle for confederation 
inside Quebec,” Lupini 
wrote. 

Trustee Marjorie Stewart 
said that paragraph was 
"unfortunate,” making the 
petition look like one of poli¬ 
tics. 

She commented that while 
she herself had signed the 
petition, she could not sup¬ 
port it going to the schools 
since she did not know how it 
would be presented. She and 
other trustees were afraid It 
would bear the stamp of 
board approval. 

Trustee Ross Fraser, how¬ 
ever, said he saw "no mon¬ 


ster in the bush" in the peti¬ 
tion. 

Hoadley told the board he 
thought the petition could be 
the topic of social studies 
classes where the implica¬ 
tions could be discussed and 
students left to decide on 
their own whether to sign. 

Board chairman Bill Hol- 
dom said that he wondered if 
the board was opening the 
door to all types of political 
petitions being circulated in 
the schools. He added that 
this was not necessarily a 
bad thing, and later voted in 
favor of allowing the unity 
petition to be circulated. 

A subsequent motion, that 
the board send a covering 
letter explaining that jt did 
not necessarily agree with 
the petition, was defeated. 

Several trustees suggested 
that Lupini be written a rep¬ 
rimand for his letter, but no 
motion was made on the 
topic.

B.C. Muslim says 
charges valid 
against hostages 


NANAIMO — The current crisis in 
Iran may be thousands of miles re¬ 
moved, but for some Nanaimo area 
residents it was brought close to home 
on Wednesday afternoon with Zanc 
Ibrahim's presentation, Iran: An Is¬ 
lamic Perspective. 

An active member of the British 
Columbia Muslim Association and cur¬ 
rently the foreign student advisor at 
Malaspina College, Ibrahim presented 
a brief lecture and film on Islam in 
general and then spent the remainder 
of the hour answering questions. 

Ibrahim's attempt to introduce the 
basic concepts of Islam was cut short 
by an anxious audience wanting to 
know whether "this preamble was 
supposed to justify Iran's actions." 

Defining himself a Muslim of Afri¬ 
can origin, Ibrahim stated, “I’m not 
going to defend'Iran’s actions. I can’t. 
I'm not Iranian; I haven’t felt their 
pain.” 

And he later clarified, “I don’t 
support Iran; I support Islam." 

The emotional issue to most wes¬ 
terners is the holding of hostages, 
and when questioned as to their inno¬ 
cence Ibrahim responded, "I think 
that many of those people don’t de¬ 
serve to be there, but I also think that 
many of them understand the Ira¬ 
nian cause." 

Ibrahim has no doubt about the 
validity of the espionage charges laid 
against the hostages; "There are no 
diplomats in United States embassies 
anywhere in the world. They have 


found seven top lieutenants of SAVAK 
living in the embassy.” 

Regarding the Ayatollah Khomeini, 
Ibrahim feels he Is, "the name for 
western people to attach their hate 
to.” But he also expressed some suspi¬ 
cion of anyone raised to a position of 
power through religion. 

"Muhammad said, ’You take orders 
from the Governor, even If he Is a slave 
with the head of a raisin,’” Ibrahim 
explained. 

With regard to the present nego¬ 
tiations, Ibrahim said, “The best thing 
that has happened to this point is the 
UN stepping in.” 

According to Ibrahim, "The Ira¬ 
nian people don't want the shah; they 
don’t care where he rots. They only 
want the 50 billion dollars he stole 
from Iran over the last 20 years.” 

Ibrahim feels it is important at 
this time to shed some light on Islam 
for the western world. “There are an 
awful lot of Muslims in British Co¬ 
lumbia that the rest of the commu¬ 
nity doesn’t know anything about." 

How many is an awful lot? Ac¬ 
cording to Ibrahim, there are well 
over 14,000 Muslims on the Lower 
Mainland alone. 

The interest and emotional invol¬ 
vement of Nanaimo residents in an 
internationalincident not directly in¬ 
volving Canadians was evident Wed¬ 
nesday as the non-stop question and 
answer session overflowed its alloted 
time and was transferred to the cafe¬ 
teria. 


CVRD backs 
power line 
route plans

DUNCAN — Cowichan Valley Regional District at its 
recent regular meeting not only failed to support Sunshine 
Coast Regional District’s opposition to the proposed route of 
the B.C. Hydro’s Cheekye-Dunsmulr 500 kv transmission 
line, but moved to take an opposite viewpoint. 

The CVRD took this action following a request from the 
Sunshine Coast’s regional board that the CVRD partici¬ 
pate in a public inquiry "into the necessity and the loca¬ 
tion of the proposed transmission line." 
f. In a letter to the board, SCRD said: "We Invite your 
v (CVRD’s) participation in order to ensure that all perti¬ 
nent information regarding the location of the line and 
the need for power to Vancouver Island is obtained." 

The Sunshine Coast regional board said it wanted to 
reassure the CVRD that its intention "is not to deny 
needed power to the residents of Vancouver Island." 

“However, we wish to assure ourselves that all rele¬ 
vant facts and alternatives were considered by the pro¬ 
vincial cabinet when it approved the construction of 
the transmission line. 

“THERE IS LITTLE DOUBT that the line will have 
serious social, economic and environmental impact on the 
residents of the Sunshine Coast, and, as the local representa¬ 
tives of these people, the board is charged with the responsi¬ 
bility of ensuring that their interests are well and truly 
served.” 

Several Cowichan Valley regional directors took issue 
with the views expressed by the Sunshine Coast regional 
board. 

Director Lome Campbell, Cowichan Bay, Aid: “It’s 
damned selfish and very inconsiderate of these people 
(SCRD) to take away the chance of cheap power being 
brought over here for the people of Vancouver Island." 

Director Charles Boas, Mill Bay, said: “Now is the 
time to come out in favor of industry and increased 
power to Vancouver Island.’” 

Director Bill Cools, Shawnigan Lake, moved: "That 
we take the opposite view to the Sunshine Coast regional 
board and support B.C. Hydro’s efforts to bring the 
power over to Vancouver Island." 

Director Buddy Russell, North Oyster, doubted whether 
the proposed transmission line would bring any additional 
power to lower Vancouver Island. 

“THE BASIC REASON for them wishing to bring addi¬ 
tional power to Vancouver Island Is for further develop¬ 
ment in the north end of the Island. The real weak link in 
power supply is the bottleneck at Nanaimo. 

"If allowed, we would not get much of that power," he 
said. 

In other board business, the CVRD rescinded a Nov. 
14 motion stating it had no objection to allowing a pollu¬ 
tion control permit to Descry Enterprises Ltd., (Inn of the 
Sea) at Yellow Point). 

The board had previously allowed the permit which 
would have allowed sewage to be pumped into Stuart 
Channel, despite considerable objection from many resi¬ 
dents. 

The board had previously received a 223 signature pc 
tition opposed to the permit being granted, and more 
than 100 residents opposed to the application had attended 
a previous Pollution Control Board public hearing. 

At a recent board meeting, the board was informed by a 
representative from Descry Enterprises that there was 
not sufficient land on the property available for land 
disposal of the sewage. 

SEVERAL OF THE objecting residents had claimed 
there was sufficient land available for land disposal. 

Administrator Ralph Kier told the board the health 
ministry had since, by letter, advised that there was suffi 
cieqt land for the sewage disposal. 

He recommended the board rescind its previous approv¬ 
ing motion. 

Director Cools then moved the motion be rescinded “on 
the grounds that contrary to the information the appli¬ 
cant (Descry Enterprises) gave. Ministry of Health, by 
letter, has advised that there is sufficient land for sewage 
disposal and outfall on the land, and, further, that the 
applicant be advised accordingly of the grounds of this 
decision."

NANAIMO — The regional dis¬ 
trict will begin advertising for 
members for the newly estab¬ 
lished Beban Park Complex rec¬ 
reation commission. 

The regional board voted this 
week to officially set up the

The region will advertise for 
suggested appointments to the 
commission, with directors from 
the areas involved making 
recommendations on the ap¬ 
pointments. 

In addition to the seven ap¬ 
pointed members, the commis¬ 


sion will have representatives 
from the regional board, who will 
participate on a non-voting, ro¬ 
tating basis. 

Once the commission Is in op¬ 
eration, its role and responsibili¬ 
ties will be reviewed and eva¬ 
luated. 


After clamor for open board , public stays away 


Well, it happened, just as they said it would. 

After years of uproar about closed Royal Jubilee 
hospital board meetings, the board finally voted last sum¬ 
mer to open its meetings to the public, and has gone even 
further than the other general hospital in the city, which has 
had open meetings for years, by making agendas available to 
the public and instituting a question period in which the 
public could seek answers to any questions it had about board 
actions or hospital policies. 

The first open meeting in September played to a full 
house, including a healthy contingent of the Victoria 
news reporters and television cameras. 

The second open regular meeting in October still had 
a respectable audience, but the press corps was down to 
three by this time. 

Last Thursday, the press had kept its strength at 
three, but the audience numbered a cool zilch. The ques¬ 
tion period was brief. 

The trend bears out predictions of some hospital staff 
members when the meetings were first opened, and echoes 
the experience at Victoria General which, in spite of its open 
meetings, has had exactly one member of the public 
(not including the one or two union representatives and 


reporters who usually show up) attend a board meeting 
in the last year. 

The lesson is beginning to sink in—the hassle over 
closed meetings may have been unnecessary since, having 
won the right, the public has little interest in exercising it. 

CONSIDERING the comments universities make about 
illiteracy in the high schools, we’d like to believe Simon 
Fraser University knew what it was doing when it spelled 
interdisciplinary without the letter C in a recent press 
release. Perhaps it was a typo. University folks don’t make 
mistakes. You know that.

But did Victoria’s Joe Richards have to do it in the 
middle of an inquest? 

Coroner Edmond Jorre de St. Jorre could hardly be¬ 
lieve his ears when the distinct sound of snoring erupt¬ 
ed during an inquest Tuesday in the death of an elderly 
resident of James Bay Lodge. “I thought it was the air 
conditioning,” he said.

He pointed out that at one time $40 was almost a 
month’s salary, but hastened to add that most jurors take 
their duties seriously, especially since the Coroner’s Act was 
amended to provide payment to inquest jurors.

ELQUNEITRA, Syria—A 
damp wind descending from 
the Golan Heights whistles 
through the bell tower of a 
damaged church. From the 
surrounding devastation rise 
fragments of a mosque’s 
minaret, a razed hospital, a 
movie theatre. The street 
has a half-dozen lifeless 
buildings. 

Elsewhere, only flattened 
concrete and ruptured iron 
define the limits of a provin¬ 
cial capital that once had 
53,000 inhabitants. Flocks of 
sheep and goats forage 
among the ruins while a griz¬ 
zled shepherd seeks shelter 
from the wind behind the 
wall of what was once some¬ 
one’s home. 

El Quneitra, which 
flourished as the capital of 
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the Golan from Roman times 
until the war of 1967, exists 
today as a monument to 
hatred. The Israeli Army 
destroyed the town when it 
withdrew to new lines in May 
1974 after the disengage¬ 
ment agreement between 
Syrta and Israel. Some 
buildings were dynamited. 
Others were bulldozed or 
pulled down with steel 
cables. 

The Syrians have left the 
town as they found it, invit¬ 
ing visitors to inspect what 
they see as Israel's perfidy. 
Its rich past all but forgot¬ 
ten, El Quneitra has become 
significant for its own 
death. 

The glow of peace between 
Egypt and Israel has not 
warmed Israel's frontiers 
with Lebanon, Syria and Jor¬ 
dan. Here time seems para¬ 
lyzed by suspicions. More 
than five years after its de¬ 
struction, El Quneitra re¬ 
mains a particular symbol of 
the bitterness. 

The Israelis said the town 
was razed to prevent it from 
being used by snipers and 
guerrillas, and they accuse 
Syria of cynically exploiting 
this situation. The Syrians 
contend that El Quneitra 
was leveled out of spite and 
that there is little point in 
rebuilding the town while its 
agricultural fields are in Is¬ 
raeli hands. 
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“That’s the farmland that 
belongs to this city,” said 
Mohammed Mubarek, a Syr¬ 
ian official, as he pointed 
past the barbed-wire disen¬ 
gagement line. “How can 
people return to live here 
when they don’t have land to 
farm?” 

Southwest of town, two 
young Syrian draftees 
manned a police checkpoint. 

A blue and white Israeli flag 
flapped over a sandbagged 
fortification 100 yards away. 
In between was another 
checkpoint run by Austrian 
soldiers of the United Na¬ 
tions peacekeeping force. 
The skyline of the green hills 
beyond bristled with Israeli* 
antennas. 

Inside the Syrian block¬ 
house were two cots, a cou¬ 
ple of Kalashnikov assault 
rifles and a transistor radio 
softly playing rock music. A 
vase with elegant red and 
white roses, freshly picked 
from bushes the Syrians cul¬ 
tivate outside, adorned the 
rough table. 

One of the draftees. As 
Mazen, an accountant in 
civilian life, had been read¬ 
ing a paperback copy of Ma¬ 
dame Bo vary. He offered a 
cup of hot tea. Asked what he 
thougtft-bf his Israeli neigh¬ 
bors down the road, he re¬ 
plied that he had never met 
them. 

“We just carry out our 
mission,’’ the soldier said. 
“Feelings have no place in a 
soldier’s life. But talking as 
a civilian, I would say that 
we don’t like war but we’re 
obliged to defend ourselves. 
Nobody likes to be occu¬ 
pied.” 

Beaufort Castle com¬ 
mands a breathtaking view 
from the rocky heights of 
southern Lebanon into Is¬ 
rael. Below the battered 
ramparts, a slope drops 1,000 
feet to a twisting ribbon of 
water, the Litani River. Be¬ 
yond the next hill, a few 
miles away, is Israeli Metul- 
la. 

Centuries ago, the Crusad¬ 
ers built the castle. Now it is 
occupied by Palestinian 
guerrillas, who have squir¬ 
reled away ammunition, 
barbed wire and drinking 
water in its underground 
passages. From time to 
time, they trade artillery 
and machine-gun fire with 
the Israeli-backed Lebanese 
Christian forces of Maj. 
Saad Haddad. 

A1 Fatah’s guerrilla com¬ 
mander in nearby Nabatiye, 
introduced only as Major 
Alaa, contended that shell¬ 
ing from the Israeli side was 
meant to frighten Lebanese 
civilians who had returned 
home since fleeing the Is¬ 
raeli invasion in March 1978. 
“Our bases are mostly in the 
mountains and they know 
that,” he said. 

‘‘They want to create 
hatred, to make the Leba¬ 
nese say to us, ‘You are the 
reason for this,’ ” he said. 
“They never succeed. When 
a Lebanese is wounded, we 
take him to our hospital. 
When he loses a house, we 
help him build another. They 
know we are their real 
friends, not Saad Haddad. 

‘‘Why should they hate 
us?” Major Alaa, who was 
born in Jerusalem, said. 
“We have been defending 
them. We carry our guns for 
peace. I think the real peace 
is the peace that gives me 
back my home.” 

As he negotiated his Range 
Rover up the rutted road to 
the castle, he worried about 
the problems involved in en¬ 
rolling his 7-year-old son in 
school. As a child of Pales¬ 
tinian refugees, he said, the 
boy had no valid identity 
card. 

“So he’s in school illegally, 
and we’re trying to find him 
another school," the major 
said. “My -5-year-old will 
have the same problem be¬ 
cause he was also bom in a 
refugee camp. I'm thinking 
of making up papers from 
Kuwait or Syria so I can send 
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my sons to school. The 
papers will be false, but 
there Is no other way.” 

When Brig. Gen. Helm! 
Louzi visited the Allenby 
Bridge over the Jordan 
River the other day, some 
Israeli officers on the other 
side shouted, “Shalom!” He¬ 
brew for “Peace!” 

Louzi, who commands 
Jordan's Fourth Mechanized 
Division, ignored them. “It’s 
not for us to say shalom,” he 
commented later. “If they 
are willing to pull back to the 
1967 borders, we are willing 
to say hello and shake hands 
with them.” 

Louzi’s sector along the 
Jordan Valley has not had 
heavy fighting $ince March 
1968, when the Jordanian 
army repulsed a day-long 
Israeli assault on the town of 
Karameh, where Palestin¬ 
ian guerrillas were holed up. 
The general, who fought the 
Israelis, recalled that In 
those days the Jordanians 
provided fire support for 
guerrilla raids across the 
Jordan River. Now, he said, 
his troops were deployed to 
prevent guerrillas from 
crossing it. 

"I can tell you it’s quiet 
here and we don’t want any 
fedayeen activities in our 
area,” the general said. “To 
cross the river and fire off a 
few bursts, what would they 
achieve except to create an 
atmosphere of war?” 

"The Jordan Valley Is the 
main source of vegetables 
for our people and we’d like 
the fanners to feel safe," he 
added. "This is one of the 
main reasons we have to 
keep the area quiet. If there 
was shelling, the farmeis 
would leave the area." 

From a Jordanian Army 
observation post overlooking 
the valley, the town of Jeri¬ 
cho was visible on the West 
Bank. Binoculars brought 
the spires of Jerusalem into 
focus. To the south, the Dead 
Sea lay like a dazzling mir¬ 
ror. 

Louzi confessed to "a bit¬ 
ter feeling” at seeing the 
West Bank occupied by Is¬ 
rael. 

The general offered an 
army escort to show a visitor 
the site in the Jordan River 
where, according to tradi¬ 
tion, Jesus was baptized. 

At the last minute, today's 
realities intruded. The party 
had to turn back because 
flooding from recent rains 
had shifted mine fields along 
the river bank.

Plug the iron in; press the wet 
ribbon. Tell me. Why don't they 
warn you that fancy ribbon turns to 
glukk on a hot iron? (Memo to me: 


remember to clean the iron to¬ 
morrow.) 

TAKE THE KIDS to the bath¬ 
room. Take two aspirins at the 
same time. Take another length of 
ribbon. 

Take time out to untangle that 
so-and-so cat's claws from the 
pantyhose meant for Aunt Grace. 
I'll wear them up under slacks. 
More lime out to re-juggle the gifts 
and see what else will do fp- Aunt 
Grace. 

Take another sheet of paper. 
Take another length of ribbon. 

Eight o'clock. I've called the sit¬ 
ter. I've called a cab. I'm heading 
for the nearest store with a gift- 
wrap department. 

I said I'd have this all finished 
by nine o'clock tonight. Didn't I? 
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SPRINGWATER LODGE 
... about 1890. 


If one is in the mood for 
swapping fishing stories or ex¬ 
changing toasts to the good life 
on the Gulf Islands, some of 
the best company will be found 
at Springwater Lodge, Mayne 
Island 

In Miner's Bay, midway through busy Active 
Pass, this attractive hotel has served local resi¬ 
dents and visitors alike for almost a century and 
therefore must rank as one of the oldest in British 
Columbia. 

SPRINGWATER LODGE was built about 1890 
to accommodate visitors who disembarked from 
the handsome side-wheelers which docked tri¬ 
weekly at the nearby wharf. Today, the hotel still 
caters to the public, albeit on a more sophisticated 
level, while at the same time retaining much of its 
original charm. 

The first owner and operator of the lodge was 
William Tomkins Collinson. Well over six feet tail.

and sporting a flowing white beard in later life. 
Tom was a colorful character, ready to exchange 
“stories" at the drop of a hat — probably r greater 
tales than those heard today at Springudter! 

With the help of the Provincial Archives, 
however, some of Tom's can be verified as the 
truth. 

We know for a fact that Tom immigrated 
from Yorkshire to Burlington, Ontario, about 1890. 
While still in his teens he left Ontario to join the 
U.S. Army as a scout, he was a crack shot with a 
rifle. 

Tom had reached Whatcom County (Belling¬ 
ham) via Texas in 1858 when news of gold on the 
Fraser River broke. This young adventurer 
quickly became part of the Cariboo gold rush 
along with many deserting U.S. soldiers. He is 
believed to have helped guard gold shipments 
coming out of Barkerville. and for a time guided 
miners over the Seton Portage north of Harrison 
Lake. 

Tom had large feet to match his height: size 
11. Clothing supplies being what they were on the 
frontier he found it easier to go barefoot in 
summer and wear moccasins in winter. When the 
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SPRINGWATER LODGE

Harrison Lake Indians found his melted footprints 
in the snow they declared that “Sagalee Tyee” 
(i.e. Big Foot) had been there. Which leads us to 
ponder an interesting question: Was Tom. unk¬ 
nowingly, the precursor to the Sasquatch legend 
at Harrison Lake? 

TOM'S OTHER adventures during the gold 
rush included being held up at Cook's Ferry 
(Spence's Bridge) by the notorious outlaw Boone 
Helm, and receiving a bullet in the arm while 
assisting Constable Tomkins Brew at Chilliwack 
to capture the murderer of an Indian woman. 

In 1862 Tom married an Indian princess and 
established a homestead on Sumas Prairie. He 
spent a number of years tending his farm and a 
sawmill operation until greener pastures beck¬ 
oned in the Gulf Islands.

Shortly after coming to Mayne Island in 1871 
Tom formed a partnership with Fred Robson. 
Together they developed what is now the pictur¬ 
esque Robson farm on Horton Bay Road. Tom 
subsequently resettled at Miner's Bay, acquiring 
land originally pre-empted by W. T. R. Drake of 
Victoria. 

When numerous petitions by the Islanders re¬ 
sulted in regular mail delivery, Tom became the 
first postmaster In 1880. His post office, named 
Plumper Pass (the former name for Active Pass). 
was the first one to serve the five outer Gulf 
Islands: Galiano. North and South Pender, Satur- 
na and Mayne. Tom served in this capacity for the 
next 31 years, a record which has never been 
equalled. 

Reading old diaries, one gains the impression 
that the perfect excuse for a day off from the hard 
work of homesteading was to "row over to the 
Pass to get the mail." 

THE SMALL GUEST home which would later 
develop into Springwater Lodge was Tom's next 
endeavor. The site chosen on his property had spe¬ 
cial significance. Extensive middens showed that 
in the distant past it had been used by Indian 
tribes as a resting place. And just prior to Tom's 
arrival miners travelling from Victoria to the gold 
fields had used the location as a half-way stop¬ 
over. (It is rumored that Indians murdered sev¬ 
eral of these miners and their graves are in the 
yard behind the hotel.) 

Tom's modest accommodation had four bed¬ 
rooms for guests. He also operated a small 
store in the same building along with his post 
office. When supplies were needed he often sailed 
his sloop 30 miles to New Westminster. And if all 
these activities didn't keep him well-occupied, he 
was also the local tax collector and held the 
contract for supplying wood for the mail steam¬ 
ers. 

In 1897 Tom received the honor of being 
named Justice of the Peace of the Islands. 

TOM AND HIS WIFE, Mary, eventually had a 
large family, but only six children survived in¬ 
fancy: Elizabeth, Margaret, Emma, Melville, Sa¬ 
muel and James. Most of the early settlers had 
large families and when the increasing population 
put heavier demands on his small store, Tom 
erected a separate building directly across the 
road from the hotel about 1905. which he then 
leased out. 

Despite declining health as he grew older, 
Tom always had his eye on more adventure. In 
April, 1910, he wrote to his daughter. Emma, in 


Victoria: "I am steadily preparing to leave before 
next fall, if possible, for the South Pacific, where I 
may end my little life in peace." 

Unfortunately, Tom died a year later before 
he could realize his dream, leaving the hotel to 
Emma and her husband, Brooke Naylor. Tom was 
buried on his property with his wife and son, 
Samuel. 

BROOKE AND EMMA wasted no time in 
revitalizing operation of the hotel. They gave it a 
graphic name: Grandview Lodge, and to the sun- 
deck which commands a panoramic view of Ac¬ 
tive Pass they added Japanese rice tubs full of red 
and white geraniums. Inside, the bedrooms were 
furnished with oak dressers and washstands on 
which stood beautiful china water jugs and basins. 
Emma made warm quilts from local sheep wool. 
During long winter evenings she hand-embroi¬ 
dered all the bedroom linens. 

With several acres in fruit trees, a large 
.garden, cows for milk and butter, and abundant 
Tish and game nearby, the lodge was almost self- 
sufficient during the otherwise lean years of the 
First World War and the Depression. 

In fact business prospered so well that an 
addition to the hotel was made about 1930. Six new 



bedrooms (including an ornate bridal suite), a 
parlor with fireplace, a large dining room, and a 
kitchen featuring a monstrous cookstove (which 
devoured two-foot chunks of wood) now made the 
hotel an “up-to-date” modem facility. 

The verandah was extended in an L across the 
front of the addition, then along the side of the,new 
kitchen in order to accommodate a walk-in refrig¬ 
erator. 

DURING THE 1930s more luxurious ferry 
service by the elegant CPR Princess boats contin¬ 
ued the long-established tri-weekly service, but 
now they also brought visitors on weekend excur¬ 
sion trips from Vancouver and Victoria. On one 
Sunday outing Nellie McClung paid a visit to 
Grandview Lodge. She recorded her impressions 
in a Winnipeg Free Press column: “In an old-fa¬ 
shioned dining room with point lace on the high 
shelf of the sideboard and pictues on the walls in 
caned wooden frames with leaves on the comers, 
we ate straw berry shortcake and drank tea out of 
nice old English china." 

In many ways, Emma resembled her father in 
her love for the outdoors and adventure, and in

Booming Bunny Business 
... of Bennett Road 


Business is really hopping, 
at Laurie and Betty Spears’ 
Cedar Glen Farm in Happy 
Valley. 

More than 400 bright eyed 
pedigreed Californian and New 
Zealand white rabbits, from 
tiny hairless new born babies 
to hefty adults, are housed in 
ultra modern comfort in 
Spears’ specially constructed 
rabbit breeding barn. 


Cedar Glen Farm has the distinction of being 
the only large scale commercial rabbitry on Van¬ 
couver Island. 

It supplies succulent young rabbits to many of 
the finer restaurants in Victoria such as Le Coq 
Au Vln, La Petite Colombe, Mediaeval Inns, Chez 
Pierre, Deep Cove Chalet, Waddling Dog Inn and 
the French Connection. 

Spears’ rabbitry also supplies several Victoria 
meat markets with table ready bunnies. 


WITH THE DEMAND for fresh rabbit steadily 
growing, Laurie Spears with help from his 16- 
year-old son Jeff, processes about 250 pounds of 
rabbit meat each week to keep up with the 
orders. 


He would like to see this order increase as he 
feels more people should eat rabbit. 

"It’s the highest in protein, lowest in choles¬ 
terol and finest in fibre of all meats. Easy to 
digest, it’s great for the elderly,” says Spears. 

Betty Spears echoes her husband's sentiments: 
"It’s too bad the hospitals can’t afford to put it on 
their menus!” 

Laurie and Betty Spears got their start in 
rabbits from their desire to put tender young 
bunnies on their dinner table. 

Both Laurie and Betty were raised In the 
Maritimes and grew up on a diet of fresh rabbit. 

What started out as a hobby with a few 
crossbred rabbits, seven years ago, “Just grew 
like Topsy" according to Betty Spears. 


LAURIE SPEARS DECIDED if they were 
going to raise rabbits, “They’d better raise good 
ones.” 

A tour of a Victoria rabbit show resulted in the 
purchase of a pair of pedigreed Californian bun¬ 
nies of American ancestry. 

For two and a half years, Laurie and Betty 
Spears provided fresh meat for the table from 
their prolific pets. 

It wasn't until Linda Viviers of Sooke, con¬ 
vinced them they had “pretty good stock that 
should be shown,” the Spears became involved in 
rabbit shows. 

Ribbons and trophies began to decorate their 
mantle pieces from shows entered in Victoria, the 
lower mainland and various U.S. cities. 

In 1975, the Spears were instrumental in organ¬ 
izing the Sooke Area Rabbit Breeding Association 
club. 


SHORTLY THEREAFTER, a request for one 
dozen fresh young rabbits was placed with the 
club. 

As Spears’ rabbitry was the only one with 
enough youngsters of market age, they filled the 
order. 

"We thought it was one time only, but we got a 
call once a month for more. We had to call other 
members sometimes to get enough rabbits to fill 
the order. So we decided to expand on our own.” 
says Mrs. Spears. 

With the expansion of the bunny business, 
more and more orders began to flow In, as the 
fame of the quality of rabbits spread among 
restaurants and meat markets. 

"All our meat is Grade A. If any one is less 
than top quality it is not sold," says Laurie 
Spears. 

“Our reputation hangs on this," says Betty 
Spears. 

To ensure a successful operation, cleanliness 
and proper diet are the two main ingredients. 

Laurie Spears fondly calls his hard working 
wife "the farmer in the family" as Betty looks 
after the feeding and breeding end of the busi¬ 
ness. 

The rabbits' diet consists of a commercial 
grade of completely nutritional rabbit pellets, 
alfalfa cubes and of course, fresh water at all 
times. 

Breeding does are fed a specially designed 
high protein ration of pellets. 

Show stock are kept in-tip top shape with a 
grain and coat supplement conditioner. 

"People associate garden vegetables with rab¬ 
bits, but rabbits grow on pellets. We eat salads tc 
lose weight!” says Mrs. Spears. 


THERE IS ALSO a risk of digestive problems 
with young rabbits being exposed to a diet of 
greens. 

For commercial purposes, a rabbit must reach 
a weight of four to five pounds by the time it Is 
eight to 10 weeks of age. 

Not all the bunnies produced end up on some¬ 
one’s dinner table. 

Cedar Glen Californian rabbits are widely 
known for their health, hardifiess, production, 
easy maintenance, good bone structure and top 
show qualities. 

Baby bunnies conforming the closest to the 
Rabbit Breeders' Association show standards for 
their particular breed are retained for breeding or 
show stock. 

Many of Spears' rabbits have been purchased 
by fellow rabbit breeders from as far away as 
Alberta. 


RABBITS ARE WIDELY known for their high 
rate of reproduction and Spears' rabbits are no 
exception. 

“Our does go flat out all year round and yet 
maintain top condition," says Betty Spears. 

"We start breeding the does at four and a half 
months of age, and.average seven litters a doe a 
year with roughly eight bunnies a litter. Rabbits 
have a gestation period of 31 days and we rebreed

our does when the babies are 14 days old. We wean 
them at five weeks of age to give the doe a rest 
before the next litter.” 

It doesn't take much of a mathematician to 
figure out this is 56 bunnies a doe each year. 

Considering Spears have 100 breeding does in 
their rabbit herd, that's a lot of bouncing bun¬ 
nies! 


FALL IS THE PEAK time when all the sum¬ 
mer bunnies are coming up to market weight and 
this is when Betty Spears says: "We have rabbits 
coming out of our ears!" 

Commercial rabbit raising has been somewhat 
slow to catch on on Vancouver Island. 

And yet. our American neighbors have been 
quick to recognize a gold mine when they see 
one. 

Heart of the rabbit breeding business is found 
in the Ozarks. 

It is quite common to see breeding establish¬ 
ments of 1,000 doe operations. 

Rabbit raising is one of the easiest types of 
livestock operations to undertake. 

They are quiet, clean, relatively odor free, 
inexpensive to feed and maintain, basically dis¬ 
ease free and the initial outlay for the purchase of 
good quality breeding stock is low. 

Also in their favor is the small space required 
for their pens. Even a backyard breeder will be 
able to produce market size bunnies for fun and 
profit. 


LAURIE AND BETTY toured the Ozark rabbU 
breeding establishments for four weeks this sum¬ 
mer to pick up pointers for their own business 
operation. 

Spears’ well lit large white barn, with its 
screened windows to prevent a fly problem, ce¬ 
ment floor and aisles, neat rows of wire cages, 
automatic watering sytem, feed storage area, and 
ventilation system which provides a complete air 
change in the building every six minutes, were 
classed first rate when compared to those.of the 
American breeders. 

One ingredient that is most important to the 
success of Cedar Glen rabbitry is the tender 
loving care administered to all the bunnies by 
Laurie and Betty Spears. 

“You’ve got to enjoy what you’re doing," says 
Betty. 

Cedar Glen rabbits are really ‘country raised' 
bunnies as the barn radio is turned on 24 hours a 
day to country music. 


IN THE FUTURE Laurie Spears plans to 
expand the operation to include a completely 
equipped processing plant with walk-in cooler. 

After his retirement from the armed forces 
where he holds the rank of captain, both Laurie 
and Betty Spears plan to put all their efforts into 
full-time rabbit raising. 

Betty Spears, president of Sooke Area Rabbit 
Association, is currently trying to promote com¬ 
mercial rabbit raising among club members. 

“Rabbit raising is looked on more of a hobby 
than a serious venture," says Mrs. Spears. 

"Several pensioners in Victoria supplement 
their income by raising fryers and teen-agers do it 
for pocket money. In the U.S. it's big business!" 

Rabbits are not the only animals raised at 
Cedar Glen. 

Betty Spears keeps a small herd of Toggenburg 
dairy goats, which provide milk and cheese for the 
family, close friends and neighbors. 


HER ANIMAL CHARGES also include chick¬ 
ens, geese, ducks, steers and four calves. 

Mrs. Spears is a devoted Burmese cat breeder 
and has four top quality English import adult rats 
in both the sable and the relatively new color of 
cream, which has yet to be recognized as an 
accepted color by Canadian standards.

housing 400 bouncing 
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She breeds her Burmese with the emphasis on 
temperment. 

All her cats are extremely outgoing and 
friendly and make affectionate house pets 

One unusual trait of the Burmese cat is its love 
of water. - 

"Some of my Burms jump right into the tub 
with the kids!" says Mrs. Spears. 

The English Burmese standard calls for a 
much lighter body type than what is commonly 
bred in Canada and the United States. 

Mrs. Spears is the ony breeder of Burmese cats 
on Vancouver Island. * 

In view of this fact, all her kittens are sold as 
pets to ensure the purity of her English lines. 

Each kitten must be either spayed or neutered 
upon maturity. 


CEDAR GLEN FARM is a family operation. 

Sixteen-year-old son Jeff, helps with the meal 
processing, and 13-year-old daughter Alison lends 
a hand with milking the cows and feeding the 
livestock. 

Betty Spears says: “I don’t know what I'd do 
without them!" 

Alison, a member of the Sooke 4-H club, made 
her debut in the show ring with her New Zealand 
white and Californian rabbits this year and came 
home with several ribbons. 

Amidst the peace and tranquility of their coun¬ 
try’ setting, the Spears family otCedar Glen Farm 
are always busy. 

Rabbits are much more than a hobby with 
them. 

They are a business and a way of life. 
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The Ramsay Machine Works has been in continuous 
operation for more than 75 years and for all that time has 
been totally family-owned and family-managed. 

Is there any other business or firm in Victoria that can 
make the same claim as Ramsay, established first in 1903 on 
lower Johnson Street, but, from 1913 to today, in the building 
it still occupies at 1630 Store Street? 


Four Generations of Ramsays 
Have Run Oldest Machine Works 


Today great- 
grandsons of the 
founder are now at 
the helm at the Ram¬ 
say Machine Works at 
1630 Store. 

Ramsays is not of 
course the only ma¬ 
chine shop in Victoria 
— nor even the only 
one on Store Street — 
but it is believed to be 
the only one in Vic¬ 
toria continually 
owned and operated 
by four generations of 
one family for over 
three-quarters of a 
century. 

Today 27-year-old Greg and his 
four-year junior brother, Fraser, 
are at the helm of the Ramsay 
Machine Works. Both are tall. 
Greg's height probably matches 
more nearly that of his great¬ 
grandfather, George Ramsay, the 
sturdy Scotsman who started it all 
when he opened as an independent 
machinist in a building at the foot of 
Johnson Street in 1903. 

BOTH YOUNG MEN are ob 
viously happy to be there, and 
proud of the long family connec¬ 
tion. Greg says: “I hope that four 
generations from now there’ll still 
be Ramsays carrying on the busi¬ 
ness." 

When one hears of the range of 
projects and problems that come to 
the Ramsay Machine Works (and 
undoubtedly to be met with at all 
such establishments) one is not sur¬ 
prised that even a young man can 
anticipate a satisfying future han¬ 
dling the challenges that come with 
the work. Surprising too to find how 
often, directly or indirectly, one 
could say all residents of this city 
benefit from the labors of the men 
at the machine shop. 

Varied are the calls made on the 
experience and equipment of the 
machine works — from the car 
driver who cannot find anywhere in 
Victoria or Vancouver a replace¬ 
ment for some small but vital part 
of his car (they were making a 
spring for a 1932 Ford the day I was 
there) to orders for heavier equip-

ment, such as log-conveyors for the 
Mayo lumber company. 

RAMSAY'S SNAPSHOT album 
holds intriguing pictures of radio- 
controlled log carriages made by 
them. Suspended on cables high 
above valleys, these carriages trail 
cables many hundred feet long that, 
attached to huge logs, convey them 
across a valley from a hillside inac¬ 
cessible by road. 

One could linger long over the 
interesting album with its pictorial 
record of work done for forestry, 
construction and mining firms, for 
fishing boats or for the individual 
customer with a need that only a 
machine shop can meet. 

IT ALL STARTED with George 
Ramsay, the young machinist, born 
in Kilmarnock, Scotland, who in 


family also grew, Lauder, the youn¬ 
gest and the one destined to have 
the lengthiest connection with the 
firm, arriving in 1899. 

Life cannot have been too easy 
for the wife and mother during 
those years as the four children 
(two boys, two girls — George, 
Jean, Elizabeth and Lauder) ar¬ 
rived, but still she was ready to 
support her husband when, in 1903, 
George Ramsay decided to set him¬ 
self up as an independent machin¬ 
ist. 

IT IS THE 1901 Victoria Direct- 
oi y that first lists "George Ram¬ 
say, machinist,” 7 Johnson 
Street.denoting a building now 
numbered 531 and occupied by the 
Salvation Army Thrift Shop. 

The directory also notes that the

1887 left his native land to begin a 
new life in North America. With 
him he brought two valuable assets 
— a good wife and his training as 
machinist, received in an engineer¬ 
ing works in Greenock, close by the 
great shipyards of the Clyde. 

Their first stop was In Philadel¬ 
phia where George worked for 
three years at the Baldwin Locomo¬ 
tive Works. Then, in 1890, on to Vic¬ 
toria. 

In Victoria George Ramsay soon 
found employment with the Albion 
Iron Works Company on lower 
Pembroke Street, and there he 
stayed for nearly 14 years, the last 
10 as chief mechanic and general 
foreman. During those years his 


Ramsays then lived over the shop 
— a good arrangement for a man 
just opening up in business and one 
surmises that George Ramsay 
often found himself working long 
hours to oblige a customer. This 
upstairs home does not seem to 
have lasted long, for Lauder, five at 
the time of the move, has no 
memory of living there nor of the 
Fred Patton, machinist, whose 
name appears — in 1904 only — at 
the same address. 

It was certainly a good spot, 
down there near the waterfront, for 
a machinist trained on the Clyde 
and Ihe business grew as men dis¬ 
covered the reliability and ability of 
the big man with the Scottish burr 
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down there near the Queen's 
Hotel. 

A GROWING BUSINESS de¬ 
manded more space. But where? 

From the shop on Johnson Street 
George Ramsay could see. along 
Store Street, a nice vacant piece of 
land that was up for sale. But the 
price! It was now 1912 and Victoria 
was going through one of its boom 
periods in real estate. Where was he 
going to get $37,000? The cost of a 
building still had to be added! This 
took some thinking about, but 
George had the courage to under¬ 
take it. 

In 1913 the Ramsay Machine 
Works opened for business at that 
same 1630 Store Street it occupies 
today, and maritime work con¬ 
tinues to form an important part 
of the business. Machinery for 
many tow boats, including the Gov¬ 
ernment tug Point Ellice, was fur¬ 
nished and installed: special ma¬ 
chinery such as large winches, 
steam capstans and pumps were 
manufactured, freighters too are 
among their customers. 

SOON AFTER the move to Store 
Street, George's younger son, 
Lauder, already as a boy familiar 
with, and happy among, ma¬ 
chinery, began his official appren¬ 
ticeship as a journeyman machin¬ 
ist. 

No sooner was this completed 
than, in 1916, Lauder, by then a 
breezy 18-year-old youth, was off 
overseas to serve in the First World 
War. He was two years in France, 
mainly in transport, but for eight 
adventurous months as a despatch 
rider. 

The war over, I.uader Ramsay 
returned to Victoria and the ma¬ 
chine shop. So too did his elder 
brother. George, whose war years 
had been spent working in muni¬ 
tions in Britain. 

In 1921, with two sons beside 
him, George. Senior, found the Hut¬ 
chinson Engineering Works at Gar- 
bally Road was up for sale. He 
bought it. He could then do foundry 
work as well as that of a machine 
shop. 

For those as ignorant as myself 
as to the difference between work 
done by a foundry and that at a 
machine shop, a very generalized 
and imprecise definition: at a 
foundry mojtcn metal is poured into 
molds fashioned from a special 
sand into the shape required. Often, 
perhaps always, the rough surface 
left by the casting is given a smooth 
finish by the machine shop, al¬ 
though the latter's work consists 
more often in fabricating new parts

or objects from sheets, bars or 
tubes of new metal. 

At the Garbally yard Hutchin- 
sons had made light standards, in¬ 
cluding those for the famous cluster 
lights in Victoria, and also supplied 
it with its fire hydrants. Ramsays 
continued with these contracts. 
Today a variety of makers' names 
appear on fire hydrants caps, but 
still scattered around Greater Vic¬ 
toria may be found a number em¬ 
bossed RAMSAYS VICTORIA (in¬ 
cluding, by the say, that on which 
this writer’s home depends for pro¬ 
tection). 

In 1929 George Ramsay died and 
that same year his elder son, 
George, Jr., for a variety of rea¬ 
sons, also left the firm. Lauder, 
with the Depression looming dark 
and near, was now the only family 
represenlive. Today the sombre 
look on his face as he recalls those 
years . . . "1932 was bad" . . . tell of 
the burden of carrying on a busi¬ 
ness during that dark time. 

In 1940 he did have, for a time, 
the company of his young son, 
Hugh, who then started in turn on 
his apprenticeship as journeyman 
machinest, but after two years was 
off to war. serving with the RCAF. 
In 1945 he returned to finish his 
apprenticeship and share in the 
family business, then still operating 
in two locations. 

FOR NEARLY 40 years Ram¬ 
says continued to run both foundry 
and machine works but in 1959 fire 
destroyed the plant that ironically, 
had provided so many of the fire 
hydrants. 

With this loss, Ramsays decided 
to live up the Garbally Road site 
(the land subsequently sold to the 
City to enlarge its Works Yard) and 
since then have confined the busi¬ 
ness to 1630 Store Street. 

The firm saw another change in 
1959. Hugh. Lauder's son, left the 
family firm and joined Finning 
Tractor Company of Vancouver, 
for whom he began to handle Van¬ 
couver Island business. The move 
must have involved long thought 
and some heart pangs, but Hugh, 
who as a young man had spent those 
two formative years overseas as a 
flight-engineer, had long wished to 
be more involved in the world of 
motors, powg^aws and tractors. 
The Finning position obviously of¬ 
fered more scope for his natural 
inclinations. 

FOR THE NEXT 12 years Hugh 
Ramsay remained as Finning'.x 
representative and manager in Vic¬ 
toria. He served for eight years as 
an alderman on the Victoria city- 
council, although his one bid for a 
seat in the legislature did not prove 
successful. In 1971 he left this city 
in which he had been bom 50 years 
before and moved to Vancouver 
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where he now holds a top manage¬ 
rial position with the Finning Com¬ 
pany. 

A few years after Hugh crossed 
the Strait his elder son, Greg, made 
the same journey — in reverse. The 
old family business had always had 
an attraction for this fourth genera¬ 
tion Ramsay and he has never re¬ 
gretted coming over to join It. 

GREG'S QUALIFICATIONS are 
very different from those of the 
three generations that preceded 
him. George. Lauder and Hugh had 
each served years Of apprentice¬ 
ship as journeyman machinists 
George probably at a time in 
Greenock with an apprentice's day 
began at 6 a m. with two hours work 
before breakfast at 8, and the day 
not ending until 5 p.m. How he could 
have shaken his head to see the 
uncallused hands of a university- 
graduate in a responsible position 
in a machine shop! 

But in today's world Greg’s 
honors degree in economics is the 
more necessary qualification and 
those who have sogged through to a 
university degree know that its 
winning may cost as long hours as 
ever those put in by the Scottish 
apprentice of the last century. 

This year Greg has added an¬ 
other degree. Of this more later, 
but before going on, it is interesting 
to note the tendency of today's 
young adults and adolescents to 
take an interest in family history 
and to value continuity. Perhaps 
life's way of providing a balance to 
those whose nature demands an¬ 
archy and revolution? 

Greg is a tall, attractive chap 
with the same friendly, likeable 
manner of his grandfather, Lauder, 
and while he does not have the 
latter's cosy way of addressing 
everyone as "Mac," he obviously 
does believe in the words attributed 
to Lauder as the firm's motto — 
"Where there's a job there's a 
way/' 

THIS OPTIMISTIC, positive at 
titude clearly influences all who 
work in the machine shop, one long¬ 
time member of the staff putting it 
"In other words, there’s no such 
thing as the impossible." 

Another quote, this from an old 
customer! "We used to call Lauder 
the ‘trouble-shooter of the West' — 
he had a gift really . . . intuition 
perhaps . . . for . . . well, just sens¬ 
ing. and so quickly, the trouble spot 
in any breakdown." 

Early in 1979 young Fraser 
Ramsay, after attending Simon 
Fraser University, also joined the 
firm. Another chap of engaging 
smile and obliging manner, he too is 
happy to take his place in the long¬ 
time family business with its repu¬ 
tation for reliability and willingness 
to pit itself against any problem. 


It could well be that the grand¬ 
fathers of some of today’s cus¬ 
tomers once took their repairs to 
George Ramsay on Johnson Street 
70 years ago. 

THE TWO YOUNG MEN are 
fortunate in having to introduce 
them to the operations of the ma¬ 
chine shop the advice of their 
grandfather, inurred over 60 years 
to the variety and unpredictability 
of the problems brought to such a 
business. And they are fortunate 
too in having the support of two 
steady men, each with more than 
30 years in key positions in the 
Ramsay office — Stan Mossop, of¬ 
fice, manager and accountant and 
Russ Fielden, plant superintendent 
and, up to the time of Fraser's arri¬ 
val, estimator. 

Today with Greg, as said before, 
operations manager and Fraser, 
estimator, the four make up a well- 
knit, happy and competent team. 

Another person the men would 
consider a member of this team — 
although she modestly disclaims it 
— is Ida Jaynes the stenographer 
who. for 25 years has occupied the 
office to the right of the emry from 
Store Street. 

Ida is obviously a well-liked and 
valuable part of life here. Among 
all the weighty equipment of a ma¬ 
chine shop the sight of her trim 
figure and admirably appropriate 
attire is a pleasant sight. 

IN CONTRAST, the weighty ma¬ 
chines. clamped so immutably to 
the main floor of the shop, wear an 
undeviating grey. To attempt to list 
the range of power and function 
that lies within all that equipment 
would be boring for those ignorant 
of machinery and. I fear, sound 
gushing and ridiculous to those fa¬ 
miliar with other machine shops, 
many much larger than that of this 
old family firm. They date from old 
friends, the eldest the McDougal 
lather, in use since 1913, to the 
spray metallizing unit and the wire 
feed welding equipment, products 
of modern times. 

There is no urge here to replace 
old friends whose quality of materi¬ 
al and construction is not often 
found today. Which is not to suggest 
that the Ramsay Machine Works 
shies away from the present day. In 
fact, a few years ago it undertook 
work which allied them, not only 
with the present day, but with the 
future as well. 

This was when they fabricated 
for the Dominion Astrophysical Ob¬ 
servatory the curved generator that 
was to be used in the first phase of 
shaping the great mirror ground 
out at Little Saanich Mountain for 
the new observatory in Hawaii. 

This was a new and challenging 
project and for three months they 
worked anxiously on it. At last it 


was finished and delivered to the 
observatory. By the time the staff 
there had to abandon it and turn to 
more delicate instruments, the 
seven-ton mirror blank was lighter 
by about a quarter of a ton, accord¬ 
ing to a staff member there, and the 
curve of its surface had been taken 
to a rough tolerance of a few ten- 
thousandths of an inch. 

Last month the new observatory 
in the clear air of a mountain-top 
site in Hawaii had its official open¬ 
ing and that mirror, in whose first 
shapingUhe men on Store Street had 
a hand, Began its work. 

NOW TO MOVE to another side 
}f the machine shop's work — their 
contracts with the province's three 
prime industries — lumbering, 
mining and commercial fishing. 
Contracts too with the provincial 
government itself: steel for ferry 
docks at Swartz Bay and Denman 
Island: steel aprons to connect 
ferry to shore; steel piers to support 
walkways over busy, highways. In 
all these the work of the Ramsay 
Machine Works is seen. The Cana¬ 
dian Pacific too, before it put in its 
own machine shop, brought its work 
to Ramsays and still sometimes 
uses its services. Not long ago the 
beams that hold the overhead 
directional signs at the terminus at 
Swartz Bay were lying on the floor 
at 1630 Store. 

The list could go on and on. 
There are many contracts that 
bring into use the most powerful 
machines: the powerful lathe cap¬ 
able of handling material up to 60 
inches in diameter and 20 feet long, 
the band-saw that cuts through pipe 
of up to 14-inches, the threader able 
to re-thread five-inch diameter 
bolts. All these are often adding 
their whine and growl to the main 
floor of the shop. Again, this is but a 
sampling of the variety and ability 
of those solid grey forms on the 
main floor at 1630 Store Street. 

Above this a wide mezzanine 
gallery runs along three w aBs of the 
building. Equipment here is lighter 
and here too is a wall lined with 
dbzens and dozens of compart¬ 
ments, each holding metal blanks 
of a particular size. Somebody must 
know the what and were of each. 

ON THE MEZZANINE floor one 
is level with the tracks on which run 
the six- and 10-ton overhead cranes 
that move into place, for the ma¬ 
chines below, the material for the 
big jobs. 

This heavier work is usually, but 
not always, preceded by figuring 
and contracts and so arrives at an 
appointed time, but a machine 
works, has also, and often, to handle 
work that comes without much no¬ 
tice — emergencies.

I make fruit loaves in round casseroles 
and package them in wicker Chinese baskets of 
the same shape. Lacquer boxes filled with goodies 
can be used for a tea caddy. Apothecary jars with 
glass stopper tops come in small, medium and 
large sizes. These are wonderful gift containers. 
Imagination is your only limit.

BANANA APRICOT JAM ... one package 
(eight oaace) dried apricots, three cups 
water, six cops sliced bananas (about 12 
medium), three cups sugar, one-third cup 
lemon Juice and three whole cloves. 


Combine apricots and water in a large sauce¬ 
pan. Bring to a boil. Reduce heat and simmer 
eight to 10 minutes or until apricots are soft. Drain 
and mash with a fork. 

In a large kettle mix the mashed apricots, 
bananas and remaining ingredients. Stir over 
medium heat until mixture comes to a boil. Boil 
rapidly for about 10 minutes or until thickened. 
Remove from the heat. Remove cloves. Ladle into 
sterilized jelly or canning jars. Fill to within 
one-eighth inch from the top. Screw cap on evenly 
and firmly. Invert for a few seconds then stand 
jars upright to cool. If jam is to be stored for a 
long time, stand jars on a rack in a large kettle 
and cover with boiling water. Boil 10 to 15 minutes. 
Remove from water and cool. Makes about six 
half pints.

CRANBERRY BANANA BREAD ... one- 
half cop soft butter or margarine, one cup 
sugar, two large eggs, two cups sifted all 
purpose flour, one tsp. baking soda, one-quar¬ 
ter tsp. salt, two tbsp. lemon Juke, one cup 
mashed ripe bananas (about three medium) 
and one cup chopped cranberries. 

In a large bowl cream the butter and sugar, 
beat the eggs one at a time, beat well after each 
addition. Sift together the measured flour, salt 
and baking soda. Blend into creamed mixture 
with the lemon juice and mashed bananas. Stir in 
cranberries. Turn into a greased nine-by-five-by- 
three loaf pan. Bake in a 350“K oven for about an 
hour or until a cake tester Inserted in centre 
comes out clean. Cool 10 to 15 minutes then turn 
out of pan onto wire rack and cool completely.

BRIDE’S CORNER 

TIPS TO CUP .. . 

To prevent candle drips getting on the holiday tablecloth...place a circle of aluminum foil 
(cut a little larger than the base of the candle holder) under each candle stick . . . the glitter of 
the foil enhances the lighting. 

Drape an old sheet around the base of the tree. It forms a snow-like base and collects' 
fallen needles . .. easily shaken out. 

Pick up all those hard-to-get fragments of a shattered Christmas tree bail or ornament 
with a little dampened cotton or cleaning tissue. Saves cut fingers. 

Don’t frost the Christmas cake before storing to ripen. Frost day or two before, just long 
enough to set. 

Slightly beaten egg white brushed over fruit cake before applying almond paste helps to 
keep the paste firmly attached to the cake. 


Before serving, sift confectioners’ sugar over the 
top of loaf if desired. This bread cuts better the 
next day. Cut thin and butter. 

And here is a nice Christmas confection I 
am sure you will like ... 

COCONUT DATE BARS . .. one-half cap 
butter or margarine, one-half cup icing sugar, 
one cnp sifted ail purpose flour, one cup 
firmly packed brown sugar, two eggs well 
beaten, two tbsp. additional flour, one tsp. 
baking powder, one-half cups chopped pitted 
dates, one-half tsp. vanilla and oneand-a- 
third cups Angel Flake coconut. 


Cream butter and gradually blend in the icing 
sugar. Stir in the one cup of the flour. Press evenly 
in ungreased nine-inch square pan. Bake at 350°F 
for about 10 to 15 minutes or until lightly browned. 
Meanwhile add the brown sugar to the eggs, beat¬ 
ing until light and fluffy. Blend in the two tbsp. 
flour and the baking powder. Stir in the dates, 
vanilla and coconut. Mix well. Spoon into partly 
baked base and continue baking about 20 to 30 
minutes longer or until nicely firm . . . Cool and 
cut into bars.

Eighty-year-old Bill Roy 
sat in his wheelchair in the 
sunroom of Victoria’s Mount 
St. Mary, 999 Burdett. It was 
mid-afternoon. A soap opera 
murmured from the TV set, 
but Bill was paying no atten¬ 
tion. His mind was on other, 
things. 

The bright sunshine outside had stirred me¬ 
mories for him; memories of younger days, 
days of longer, brighter sunshine spent in travel¬ 
ling the curving, tree-lined stretches of the Yukon 
River which flowed through the Yukon Territory 
from Whitehorse, Y.T. to the Bering Sea. 

IN THOSE SUMMER DAYS, Bill Roy worked 
as a fireman on the paddle wheel steamboats of 
the White Pass and Yukon Steamship Co. He 
went up from Victoria each February before the 
ice broke up and rammed its way down river. He 
came back home in late October when the ice of a 
new winter returned to grip the land. 

Roy was bom in Beith, Ayrshire, Scotland, 
back in 1899. He came with all his family to 
Canada in 1905 and first settled in Sault Ste. 

' Marie. It was not long before his mother rebelled 
at the cold winters. So, the family moved west. 
Originally, they had planned to continue on to 
Australia, but when they reached Victoria, B.C., 
in 1907, they put down their roots. 

There were six children in the family, four 
boys, two girls. “My folks started with a girl," 
smiled Roy. "and ended with a girl." He was the 
third son. His first school was Spring Ridge, 
at the comer of Gladstone and Chambers. Later, 
he went to Boys' Central. 

There were not many school days for the young 
fellow. Turning 12, he left to go to work. “In those 
days.” he said, “families needed all the money 
they could get. So, we-kids went out on the street 
and learned to make a dime. I sold papers and got 
the odd quarter. Sometimes, half-a-buck outside a 
pub." 

HIS FIRST JOB was with a firm of dry clean¬ 
ers. He drove a horse and wagon, picking up 
clothes for cleaning. 

As the youngster travelled the streets of Vic¬ 
toria, he began to listen and find out things. He 
discovered that he could get a job as a messenger 
boy with the Western Telegraph and Cable Co., 
.whose office was in the old Union Bank Building, 
at 614 View Street 

“I didn't have a bike at first. Made all my 
deliveries on foot," he said. "When I told my 
father that I could make more money if I only had 
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noodles with a fried duck egg on top for 10 
cents. They were good." 

Young Roy later moved to another messenger 
service, O'Dell and Graham, on Johnson Street, 
just below Government. "We rode motorcycles 
there,” he recalled. "The firm supplied them. I 
rode a Pope and a Flying Miracle." 

Once, he made a motorbike trip to Nanaimo 
from Victoria with one of his bosses, Mr. O'Dell. 
“Took us two days," he chuckled. All gravel road. 
O'Dell, he fell off on Buena Vista Hill, Cowichan 
Bay. Took us a couple of hours to pick all 
the gravel out of his seat. 

“We made it over the Malahat okay," he said. 
“But the Ford cars of those days used to be turned 
around and backed up and over. Something to do 
with gravity feed in the gas line." 

WHEN THE FIRST WORLD W AR broke out, 
Roy's father was called up immediately to the 
Imperials. He was a reservist with the Black 
Watch Highland Regiment back in Scotland. Very 
shortly after, his four sons joined him. Young Bill 
joined the 88tn Fusiliers, a Victoria Regiment. He 
was only 16, but big'and strong for his age. 

“What possessed you to join so young?" I 
asked him. 

"Well, it seemed to be the thing to do," he 
replied. Besides, we were also getting $1.10 a day. 
Our mother got it for us, and kept it until we 
returned." 

Pte. Roy was a runner, carrying messages to 
and from the front lines. Later, he became a 
bomber. With a satchel of Mills bombs he would 
follow the bayonets over the top and toss his 
grenades into the enemy's dug-outs, to catch the 
stragglers. 

He was in the front-line trenches for three 
years, and was wounded twice, the last hit 
coming a month before the Armistice. "Strange,!’ 
he said, "but I was the only one of the family that 
got wounded. The others all came back home sa¬ 
fely.” 

TAKING A SIP of black coffee. Roy continued. 
"Returning to Victoria, we had to learn to go out 
and work again. " He went to the shipyards where 
they were beginning to build ships down at the old 
Indian Reserve, by Plumper Bay. When that was 
finished, it was up to Prince Rupert to build 
two more, then down to Vancouver, Washington, 
to build a couple of destroyers for the American 
government. 

"That was until they threw us out," chuckled 
Roy. “Told us they didn't want us any more. There 
were a lot of Americans out of work, so they 
kicked about us Canadians taking their jobs. We 
were given 21 hours to get back to the other 
side." 

February, 1920. saw Roy en route to the Yukon 
to work for the While Pass and Yukon Steamship 
Co. His first season was spent as a waiter on the 
sternwheeler Whitehorse. 

Not liking that too much, the next season he 
switched to the more rugged job as a fire 
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a bike, he told me I could walk around until I could 
buy a bike. 

"I walked for one month. In those days, most 
business was done by night letters. I’d get a 
handful, go to the old Sayward Building, the old 
Central Building and the Union Bank Building and 
soon get rid of the whole bunch. I got two- 
and-a-half cents a letter.” 

Roy proudly paid $27 for his first bike, and 
began to make longer trips. Some months, he 
would make $40 — "good money," he smiled, “for 
riding a bicycle. Most Victoria streets in those 
days were paved with wooden blocks; the outlying 
districts mostly gravel, dust or mud. 

"On a long trip, like to Colwood or Ten Mile 
Point, “he continued," “we would get 35 cents a 
message. We delivered parcels, too, and, on occa 
sion. a bottle of whisky. We took care never to fall 
off our bikes, then. Some of the longer trips were 
pretty hilly, but I used to remind myself that if 
the trip was uphill going, it would be downhill 
coming home. I sure developed strong leg 
muscles, which stood me in good stead when I 
later went firing on the Yukon sternwheelers out 
of Whitehorse for Dawson City!” 

ROY RECALLED how the messenger boys 
worked shifts, sometimes mornings, sometimes 
nights. The evening shift ended at 12 midnight. 
"Then, we would go down to Chinatown, to the 
Peking Restaurant, at that time upstairs on Gov¬ 
ernment Street. There, we could get a bowl of

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man, a wood-passer, feeding four-foot lengths of 
eordwood into the huge boilers of the ponderous 
sternwheeler every six-hour shift. 

SOME SEASONS he would be on the Canadian 
run on the Upper River between Whitehorse and 
Dawson City; others, he was switched to the 
American end — the Lower River run from the 
Yukon-Alaska boundary at Forty-Mile, down to 
Fairbanks. 

It was an interesting life for the 21-year-old 
ex-soldler. His memories are full of bears, In¬ 
dians, swimming caribou and baseball games at 
Fairbanks, against the Americans. 

It seems that in the spring, mother bears with 
their cubs would often invade the northern river 
settlements, looking for food. To protect their 
children, the villagers would shoot the sow, chain 
the cubs and present them to the stemwheeler 
crews, who made pets of them. Disposal at the end 
of the season was a bit of a problem. 

Roy remembers one fall when his sternwheeler 
reached tiawson City on its last trip, there was 
this old watchman on the wharf there. Roy gave 
him the bear cub, half grown, fat as a pig. The 
watchman kept him tied up at his shack until 
Christmas, then killed him and ate him. “It was 
his Christmas turkey," smiled Roy. "Next spring, 
the old chap told me it was the best dam turkey 
he'd ever eaten." 

Roy recalled his first sight of the spring mi¬ 
grating caribou herds swimming the Yukon 
River. A dense mass, their antlers a tangled forest 
of bobbing, branching horns, they would take two 
hours to make the crossing. “Our sternwheeler 
had to pull into the bank, tie up and wait until the 
last of these strong swimmers crossed over," he 
explained. 

BIIA ROY WAS the catcher on the Whitehorse 
baseball team. In 192-1, the Americans at Fair¬ 
banks invited the team to a two-game exhibition at 
Fairbanks^ and offered them $90 each player for 
the two games. The Whitehorse team won both 
games. “We took along 2 or 3 more players than 
we really needed," smiled Roy, “but that $90 
sounded real tempting to us. The Americans 
didn't mind, anyway." 

After nine seasons on the Yukon, Roy returned 
to Victoria for good. 

It was the year 1929; the year of the Great 
Depression. "When we came outside to Vancou¬ 
ver," said Roy, “staky with our unspent summer 
wages, it gave us a shock to see the men sitting on 
the sidewalk curbs, hopeless, hungry, de¬ 
pressed.” 

Roy began to help his father that winter. Roy 
Sr. had worked for Victoria ever since his arrival 
in the city, first as a quarryman, later as the 
janitor at Oaklands School. He was getting old. 

Slowly, Bill Roy worked his way into a steady 
job. He began by relieving at other schools in 
1933. Finally, when his dad retired, he followed in 
his footsteps at janitor at Oaklands. He became 
the janitor at Burnside Elementary School when 
Jimmy Bruce was the principal. 

Roy retired in 1964, on his 65th birthday, and 
lived alone in his little house, his wife having died 
earlier in life. 

Late one afternoon, he moved to turn on an 
electric light switch. He never reached it. Without 
warning, this strong and seemingly healthy man. 
thudded to the floor. He lay there for some hours, 
crumpled, silent, unconscious and still. His youn¬ 
gest sister, Mrs. Jessie Vasheresse, found him, 
rushed him to the hospital, where he lay in 
intensive care for four months. 

RECOVERING, he went to live with Jessie. 
However, a second, milder stroke confined him to 
a wheelchair life, and he was fortunate to get 
admitted to Mount St. Mary. 

His mental faculties unimpaired, Roy feels he 
has reached a safe anchorage now. He remains 
alert, and retains a vital interest in the nui^es, the 
people and things around him. 

Occasionally, under the inspiration of late 
summer sunshine, nostaliga for the past over¬ 
takes him and he lives again the active days of the 
messenger boy, the midnight duck eggs and the 
long hours of the Yukon summers spent in thrust¬ 
ing lengths of eordwood into the boilers of the 
pulsing old sternwheeler Whitehorse. 
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the islander —- 

Let's Rodeo 


Barry Allen and Darcy Hernblad. explained 
some of the usual moves of both my draws and 
while waiting I rode the stock over again and 
again in my mind, concentrating on everything 
that I had been warned about. Rob Campbell had 
also given me some good coaching and a lot of 
encouragement, as well as the loan of his bull 
rope. In the continuing drizzle, Darcy and I 
checked over his bareback rigging which I would 
use, since we both ride left handed. 


THERE IS A SPECIAL type of comraderie 
among the Vancouver Island Rodeo Association 
riders, which occurs in only a few sports such as 
rodeo. Even though all riders are after the prize 
money and in competition against each other, they 
are always willing to help you in the chutes. 
Maybe it is because the help is reciprocal or 
perhaps, because the odds are stacked in favor of 
the stock and everyone is in the same situation 
faced with those same odds. 

Either way, the experienced riders under¬ 
stand what the new rider is going through and are 
always there to help. 

The rodeo stock are well treated because no 
one wants to see the animals or riders’ injured. 
They work much less than show animals and all 
possible safety precautions are taken to insure 
against injury. The bucking horses wear a sheep¬ 
skin lined flanking strap that tickles their under¬ 
side, causing them to buck higher but in no way 
hurts them. 


BY FAR, THE GREATER number of injuries 
occur to the riders as the strength and size of the 
animals is in their favor. The stock contractor is 
especially concerned about injury prevention, for 
his livelihood depends on the well being of his 
animals. 

The sport of Rodeo grew out of the activities 
that cowboys engaged in at the end of roundup. In 
the late 1800s during the high point of the cowboy 
area, ranches had competitions between each 
other on the basis of everyday working skills. 

The first public contests with prizes, probably 
took place on July 4, 1883, in an open field near 
Pecos, Texas. Five years later, admission was 
first charged at Prescott, Arizona. 

Since that time, it has developed into a sport 
with a tremendous following and there are more 
than 1,000 rodeos in North America every year. 

These are organized into circuits at the pro¬ 
fessional and amateur levels from the east to 
Hawaii in the west! The prize money at big name 
rodeos such as the Calgary Stampede, Cheyenne 
or Pendleton is impressive but the pace is gruell¬ 
ing. 


SOME PROFESSIONALS enter three differ¬ 
ent rodeos in one weekend and travel incredible 
distances by car or plane. The cuts, bruises and 
broken bones don’t have a chance to heal much 
however, before they are riding again. The sport 
at this level requires a special kind of dedica¬ 
tion. 

Rodeo has five standard events that are sanc¬ 
tioned by both the Professional Rodeo Cowboys’ 
Association and the Canadian Rodeo Cowboys' 
Association. 

These competitions include three bucking or 
rough stock events and two events that are timed. 
Usually the first rodeo event is bareback bronc 
riding. The rider holds onto the horse, nicknamed 
a Hurricane Deck, by means of a leather surcingle 
that has a handhold and fits over the withers of the 
horse. The rider’s gloved hand is inserted into this 
"riggin" and he leans back trying to maintain his 
balance. 

THE HORSES ARE FREE to jump, spin or 
kick and the riders will get, as Charles M. Russell 
said: “A fine chance to study hoss^natimy from 
under and over." This event is scored by two 
cow boy judges in the ring and they mark the ride 
on how well the horse bucks as well as on the 
rider's style. 

The classy: rodeo event is saddle bronc riding, 
a direct carry over form the early ranch skill days 
of the sport. 
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A cool continuous drizzle 
had settled over the Luxton 
Fairgrounds, accentuating the 
emptiness of the spectators 
seats. 

It was early morning on 
August 18 and in the cluster of 
trailers the riders were begin¬ 
ning to stir, while small groups 
collected around the posted 
draw sheets, discussing the ani¬ 
mals that each would ride that 
afternoon. 


Like many of the waiting riders, the stock 
animals ambled around the pens, aware that as 
the activity in the arena increased they would 
soon become involved. I felt apprehensive and 
walked over to the pens to take a look at the horse 
and bull that I had drawn. 


ENTERED IN THE BAREBACK and bull 
riding events. I had drawn a strong Hereford bull 
names Hercules and a good bucking Appaloosa 
called Sky Hawk. There was little that I could tell 
from a single glance in the pens but it made me 
feel better. 

It is much more useful to watch the stock 
perform in the ring before you ride and after 
paying my entry fee at the Vancouver Island 
Rodeo Association tent, I was pleased to see that 
this opportunity would arise, as I was in the third 
and seventh "go-rounds.”

The rider must utilize good balance to stay in 
the specially constructed saddle, while holding 
onto a soft woven rein attached to the halter. 
Points are deducted if the cowboy loses his posi¬ 
tion or shape, touches the animal with his free 
hand or loses a stirrup. 

Being bucked off before the 10 second time 
limit disqualifies a rider. 


IN THE DAYS when horses were commonly 
broken to saddle by riding them, cowboys had five 
major categories for the type of wild horse that 
they were working with. A “cloud hunter” was a 
horse that reared and pawed the air with his 
forefeet. A "pile driver” humps his back and 
lands on all four feet. The shock on the rider’s 
spine is incredible with this kind of horse and the 
old time cowboy author, Ed Potter described the 
feeling as, “Being launched to Mars and slammin' 
into the moon on the way by mistake!” 

A high leaping bronc that sunfishes or twists 
it’s body is called a high roller and may have a 
lurching bucking action called frog walking. Some 
horses that were wild and probably had a fair 
amount of mustang blood in them, were some¬ 
times called outlaws if they refused all efforts to 
break them. a 

They often had a nasty habit called “skull 
bustin' ”, where they would throw back their 
heads in an attempt to hit the rider square in the 

face! 


PROBABLY THE MOST dangerous bucking 
action comes from a horse called a “Cinch bind¬ 
er.” This style of bucking has the bronc leaping so 
high that it falls over backwards, possibly onto the 
rider. 

One of the most exciting and dangerous rodeo 
events is bull riding. Here the average 150 pound 
cowboy pits himself against a bull that may weigh 
nearly a ton. 

The rider is attached to the bull by one hand 
securely tied into a bull rope, just behind the 
shoulders. The trick is to stay on the animal's 
back for eight seconds while the living avalanche 
beneath you spins, twists, kicks and bucks. 

Serious injury occurs to the rider more often 
in this event than in any other in rodeo, especially 
since 1921 when cross-bred brahma bulls were 
first introduced into the arena. 


RIDERS MUST BE careful to get out of the 
way once thrown, for the bull will rpn over or step 
on you. For safety reasons, the rodeo clown is in 
the arena to give assistance should the rider be 
thrown or "hung up” in the rope. 

Locally, three timed events are usually in¬ 
cluded in Vancouver Island rodeos. These include 
barrel racing, calf roping (single or team) and 
steer wrestling. In barrel racing the rider and 
horse must circle positioned drums and the fastest 
time wins. 

Calf and team ropers must rope their animals 
and secure them as quickly as possible, plus the 
calves must remain tied for a six second mini¬ 
mum in the single event. Steer wrestling like bull 
riding, is an event that was invented strictly for 
rodeo. 

In this event the rider dives off his horse onto 
a large steer and wrestles him to the ground, by 
twisting his body sideways. That is definitely 
something that is easier said than done! 


LUCK PLAYS a certain role in winning the 
money, since the cowboy cannot pick his stock 
because it is drawn for him. If he has a good 
bucking animal and rides well he can come up 
with the prize money. 

Organized point rodeo was begun on the Is¬ 
land in 1975 by the Vancouver Island Rodeo 
Association. There are now nine rodeos a year on 
the Island, that are sanctioned by the VIRA which 
has nearly 100 members. 

After the opening ceremonies at Luxton and 
ride past by the Rodeo Queen, Pete Elzinga, the 
announcer, started the day's events off with the 
invitation: “Let's rodeo."

Pete has a difficult job, for he has to keep the 
commentary flowing, announce each rider and fill 
in the delays with ad libbed jokes. He does his job 
well and adds a great deal to the show by keeping 
the audience well informed. 


THE MINUTES SLIPPED by and before I 
knew it. Sky Hawk was standing in the chutes, 
while Duncan Rimmer helped to set my rigging. 
The horse was fidgeting and impatient as I 
worked my gloved hand into the handhold. My 
stomach was tensed up with butterflies as big as 
barn owls and it was clear that Sky Hawk was 
ready to buck. He had a reputation as a good 
performer and it was difficult to forget the grins 
that everyone had given me, after they found out 
the name of my draw. 

“Keep your feet over the points of his shoul¬ 
der on his first jump out of the chute,” Duncan 
said. I nodded an answer. “You ready?" he asked. 
I nodded again. 

"Okay, outside," I yelled. The chute gate 
opened and for i second we seemed to hang there 
waiting and then Sky Hawk exploded! With incred¬ 
ible power he burst out into the ring, running and 
bucking all the way. My left wrist felt stretched 
and my neck snapped hard with every jarring 
concussion between his quarters and my back. 


THERE IS NO TIME to think, only to react, 
as balance and spurring must come by instinct. 
One second, two seconds — it seems like it takes 
forever for the clock to tick off the eight-second 
time limit! Just at the five-second mark I was 
launched into the air. He had cut to the right and 
bucked at the same time, leaving me behind. The 
speed of his move popped my hand out of the 
rigging and threw me face down into the sand. 

It had all happened so quickly, one moment I 
was secured to a horse that seemed to be trying to 
fly and the next I was crumpled into the dirt. 

Dazed. I got up. someone handed me my hat 
and the exit gate opened. 

I could hear Pete say: “And that's all that 
rider gets for his entry fee." There was some 
scattered applause and the rain seemed to be 
failing harder than ever. I hoped that my luck 
would be better in the bull riding event. 


HERCULES WEIGHS about 1,600 pounds and 
is a good strong bull. He was not pleased with the 


length of time that it took me to get set up and he 
kept trying to turn in the chute. 

Dwayne Nikels helped set the bull rope, tight¬ 
ening it around my glove. Several wraps are taken 
around the glove hand and the loose end is tucked 
in your palm and held firmly. 

Hercules kept pushing his bulk against the 
gate and my right leg was continually getting 
caught between the two. Thinking I was ready, I 
called for the gate and Hercules charged out. 

Almost Immediately 1 was off balance and 
caught my foot on the gate rail. The force cart¬ 
wheeled me over his left shoulder. I was sure that 
my right leg had been snapped. 

Wes Elzinga grabbed me out of the dirt and 
clear of Hercules’ hooves. My leg throbbed from 
the knee down and the judges awarded me a 
re-ride because of being fouled at the gate. 

Back in the chutes with Hercules again, the 
butterflies had grown even larger! A1 Nikirk tied 
me in tightly and pulled away the bull's loose skin 
from under the rope. 


THIS TIME I WAITED until Al said to go and 
once again we lunged out into the arena. It was 
like being tied to an explosion as he first veered 
left then right, bucking all the way. 

He made another sharp right turn and before I 
could adjust my balance, off I came into the dirt 
again. 

The clown rushed in and we scrambled out of 
there to avoid being stepped on, as Hercules 
bucked and charged about looking for the exit. 

Not a particularly impressive showing, but I 
was pleased to have lasted six seconds on Her¬ 
cules' back. 

Someone handed me my hat again and I 
muttered something about “next time, while 
spitting out a mouthful of sand. Somewhere dur¬ 
ing that long walk across the arena, I had made up 
my mind that there would be a next time. 

Besides the prize money, no one can really say 
what it is that draws a rider to the circuit and 
leads him to climb aboard a rough stock animal. 

The challenge is addictive however, and 
whether a spectator or rider, rodeo can become a 
habit. 

Maybe part of the drawing card is the fact 
that you are your own boss and no one tells you 
which rodeos to enter. It is also one of the last 
links with the old west and a way of life that 
revolved around a sense of individuality. 

For anyone who wants an exciting show, they 
only have to attend a local rodeo. I know that I will 
be there again, the next time that Pete Elzinga 
says: "Let’s rodeo.” ^

ff The vice-regal Drawing 
Room in the Assembly Cham¬ 
ber at James Bay was the most 
brilliant social event ever wit¬ 
nessed in the province. 


"Bugle flourishes announced the arrival by 
four-horse carriage, with postillion riders, of the 
Governor-General of Canada, the noble Marquis 
of Lome, and his consort. Her Royal Highness, the 
Princess Louise, daughter 'of our beloved Queen- 
Empress.” 

“The scene was animated and strikingly 
beautiful, and most regal, as profound and 
well-rehearsed curtsies and obeisances were 
made before the Throne, Their Excellencies 
responding with a graciousness that set all at 
ease." 

In these words, in (he autumn of 1882, the 
Colonist told of the excitement of the evening 
before, in the Legislative Chamber of the legisla¬ 
tion buildings — the ‘bird-cages,' as they were 
called, because that’s what they looked like. 

THE PRINCESS, according to the Colonist, 
"looked remarkably well, and one could not help 
being struck by the graceful, unaffected mien of 
her movements, and her smile and warmth. 

“The Princess wore a striped satin dress, 
decollete, and en train, trimmed with rich lace, 
and a necklace of diamonds; her coiffure, a 
\freath of red crush roses.” 

Then the Colonist embarked on the monumen¬ 
tal task of describing the ladies' gowns in great 
detail I wonder who did it? I wouldn’t think there 
was a female reporter in those days. I am at a loss 
to fathom how this big job was done. 

TODAY THE NEWSPAPERS don't describe 
what ladies wear at high-society events; indeed, in 
this democratic age, high society is ignored, if, 
indeed, it exists at all. 

Perhaps ladies' ensembles are not described 
these days because they're largely pants — and 
there's nothing romatic or glamorous — or even 
dignified — about ladies in pants. Pants is pants, 
whatever way you look at them. They make ladies 
look like elephants or scarecrows. 

It is, therefore, refreshing, to look back to the 
elegance of female attire a century ago. 

I copied down all this, though, truth to tell, 
many of the words are meaningless to me. but I 
did enjoy the swish of silks and satins, the sweep¬ 
ing of trains, the bobbing of feathers, the flutter¬ 
ing of fans, the flashing of diamonds. 

IMMEDIATELY AFTER describing the Prin¬ 
cess ‘raiment’, the Colonist noted: “The Marquis 
wore an ordinary evening dress,” and “His Honor 
(Lieutanant-Governor Cornwall) a full court 
suit,” and from there went on: 

“Mrs. Cornwall wore a pale primrose silk, 
with feather coiffure; Mrs. Crease a pale brown 
silk, trimmed with white lace; Mrs. Tatlow, a pale 
blue silk. 

"Mrs. Bryden, an elegant wine colored velvet, 
coiffure of feathers and diamonds; Miss Emily 
Dunsmuir, a rich old gold satin, with pear garni¬ 
ture; Mrs. A. B. Gray, handsome blue velvet, rich 
trimmings of lace and diamonds. 

“Lady Douglas, black moire, with old family 
-lace fichu; Mrs. D. R. Harris, rich salmon colored 
satin, trimmed with a dark shade of claret-colored 
satin, and diamonds; Miss Helen Good, ivory 
colored nun's veiling, prettily trimmed with 
lace. 

(Mrs. Harris was youngest daughter and Miss 
Good grand-daughter of Lady Douglas.) 

“Mrs. Beaven. rich black velvet court dress, 
with diamonds and pearls; Mrs. R. P. Rithet, 
ivory colored satin and old lace, coiffure, feathers 
and diamonds; Mrs. Bodwetl, Bordeaux silk, with 
lace and flowers: Mrs. Gore, cardinal velvet, 
petticoat trimmed with white Spanish lace, c)eam 
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feathers as coiffure; Mrs. McTavish (junior), 
slate colored satin with elegant lace trimmings. 

(MRS. McTAVISH WAS a granddaughter of 
Lady Douglas.) 

"Mrs. Jessop, pale brown silk with white lace; 
Miss Scott, black velvet with pearl ornaments; 
Miss Moore of San Francisco, petunia satin with 
brocade of same color, and cream Spanish lace; 
Mrs. Goepel, gray silk trimmed with black velvet, 
and diamonds; Miss N. Thain, black 4 moire, with 
jet ornaments; Mrs. W. C. Ward, rich pink silk, 
with ruby colored velvet trimmings, white laces 
and diamonds; Miss Ward, white satin and mull, 
with pearl necklace. 

“Miss Wylde, white muslin, trimmed with 
Valenciennes lace, and pearls; Mrs. William 
Charles, pale pink satin, richly trimmed with lace

— coiffure, white feathers and diamonds; Mrs. E. 
C. Neufelder, rich white satin, lace trimmings; 
Mrs. A. A. Green, black satin trimmed with crush 
orange roses and lace; Mrs. Dobbin, pale blue poie 
de soie, old lace trimmings, diamond jewelry; 
Mrs. R. E. Jackson, white silk, with handsome 
headdress of feathers and diamonds. 

“Mrs. Nicholles (senior), black moire, 
trimmed with old lace; Mrs. Nicholles (junior), 
white silk with pearl and diamond jewelry. 

(THE JUNIOR Mrs. Nicholles was Clara, 
eldest sister of Emily Carr, only one of the five 
Carr daughters to marry.) 

“Miss Charles, white satin, lace trimmings 
with pearls in Grecian style as headdress; Mrs. 
Prevost, pale blue satin court dress, coiffure of 
flowers; Miss Lazenby, black silk velvet trimmed 
w ith lace; Miss Crease, pale yellow silk with laces; 
Mrs. Starr, cream colored silk, elaborately 
trimmed with laces, coiffure, red crush roses and 
diamonds. 

“Mrs. Tye, rich black silk, with laces and 
diamonds; Miss Dupont, petunia velvet, with rare 
old Spanish lace; Mrs. C. M. Chambers, blue silk 
with old family lace; Mrs. Hibben, black satin 
with black lace trimming, coiffure of flowers; 
Mrs. J. H. Rodd Todd, black silk with lace trim¬ 
mings. 

(MRS. TODD WAS wife of the man who gave 
up the Conservative nomination in 1878 in Victoria 
so that the Prime Minister, Sir John A. Macdon¬ 
ald. might sit in the House of Commons; her 
daughter, Mrs. Alexander Gillespie is now an Oak 
Bay resident.)

A FEW NIGHTS after the Drawing Room, the 
Mayor gave a citizens’ ball for Marquis and 
Princess, at Philharmonic Hall. "In the vice-regal 
quadrille H.R.H. danced with Sir Matthew Begbie, 
His Excellency with Mrs. Senator Macdonald, Col.

her capacity for hard work. Before her marriage 
to Brooke she had travelled to the Klondike during 
the 1898 gold rush, and she had a life-long love of 
fishing. In earlier years she would row her guests 
about Miner's Bay so they could catch the salmon 
for which Active Pass has always been famous. 

Later, as she grew older she enjoyed taking 
the place of the passenger, allowing someone else 
the chore of rowing (usually her young niece, 
Margaret). 

Taught early in life to manage her money 
thriftily. Emma liked to attend auction sales. 
Gradually, many of the empty rooms of the hotel 
began to fill up with her "bargains.” But she 
always knew where everything was. A ring of 
room keys was kept safely hidden in a special 
pocket of her pettichats! 

EMMA'S NIECE, Margaret, and her hus¬ 
band, Fred Bennett, assumed ownership of the 
hotel in I9S4 when Emma died. After making 
some necessary improvements — the enormous 
woodstove was replaced with modem propane, 
and more up-to-date electrical wiring was in¬ 
stalled — they operated the hotel and store for six 
years. 

During this time full Hydro service was ex¬ 
tended to the outer Gulf Islands in 1956 and the 
new B.C. Ferry service commenced operation in 
I960. 

Better public utilities resulted in a greater 
demand for summer homes and tourist accommo¬ 
dation in the Gulf Islands. The hotel finally passed 
out of family hands in 1960 when it was purchased 
by Joan and Al Drummond. They changed the 
hotel's name to Springwater Lodge and installed a 
marina. 

THE LODGE has since changed ownership 
three more times. Each successive operator has 
made more improvements, the most recent being 
a liquor lounge. 

Whether sailing through Active Pass on the 
sleek B.C. Ferries, or manoeuvring through its 
difficult currents on a tiny sloop, few travellers 
are aware of the historic little hotel nestled in 
Miner's Bay which has watched over all for nearly 
100 years. 

If Tom Collinson were alive today no doubt he 
would be delighted to learn that the folks are still 
swapping yams and enjoying the Island accom¬ 
modation which he originally created. We hope 
this very special part of British Columbia history 
will continue to be with us for many more years to 
come 
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Emergencies comA many 
forms, as, for instAKeJPhen the 
ring of the telepwWe at night 
wakens plant superintendent Russ 
Fielden and alerts him to a break¬ 
down at bakery or dairy and the 
need for speed in its repair if stores 
are to have their usual fresh sup¬ 
plies in the mornihg. There is many 
a furrowed brow and hours of bro¬ 
ken sleep behind those fresh car¬ 
tons and packages that the rest of 
us so trustingly and thoughtlessly 
take for granted. 

Other emergencies involve 
keeping in operation equipment on 
which a number of workers may 
depend for their pay packets. 
Sprockets or log-rollers may break , 
at sawmills, fish boats that must be' 
off to catch the run find them¬ 
selves with break in pole or gear, 
and so on. 

TEN YEARS AGO The Ramsay 
Machine Works had to face an 
emergency — a major emergency 
— of its own. It c^me on a peaceful 
Saturday night in 1969 when Lauder 
and his son, Hugh, were in the 
arena enjoying an ice hockey game. 

But their contentment was quickly 
broken when they were summoned 
outside to see, to their horror, 
flames 100-feet high leaping into the 
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sky from what could only be their 
works on Store Street, scene of the 
whole of Lauder's working life. 

Of that evening Russ Fielden re¬ 
calls that he too was happy, conten¬ 
tedly playing bowls, when word of 
the calamity came to him. “And 
yet,” says Fielden with pride, “we 
were actually only completely out 
of operation for four hours." And 
that when speaking of a fire that 
left them roofless for a month. 
"Luckily, that was an unusually dry 
February and I recall no -rain . . . 
never enough to bother us anyhow.” 

Worst damage from the fire was 
confined, fortunately, to the end of 
the building farthest from the 
street and it would seem that 
flames did not touch the three of¬ 
fices that occupy, at second floor 
level, the end nearest Store Street. 

Still in its original black paint 
appears the bank of shallow draw¬ 
ers with the old-fashioned pulls 
that date it as from the days when 
George Ramsay installed it in the 
drafting office in 1913. 

TODAY, HIS great-grandson, 
Fraser, figures out estimates for 
plans contained in those same 
drawers. Blue prints bearing the 
name of one of the "bigs" in B.C. 
industry lay on the wide lop of this 


old fixture the day I was there. Such 
an old piece of office equipment 
does not look out of place here for 
Ramsay offices make no attempt to 
impress by fine carpets or high- 
style furnishings. 

Still. Ramsays arc clearly in 
touch with today's world of com¬ 
petition and (he submitting of bids. 
It was not ever thus. For decades 
they did their work in a world in 
which the return of a customer was 
automatic. Today competition is as 
unavoidable as the weather and the 
only thing seems to be to accept it — 
and get on with the job! 

Flanking the drafting office are 
two rooms used by Cathelco Elec¬ 
tronic Marine Corrosion Services. 
One is the office used by F. Lewis 
Chapell, president and technical 
director of this company, the other 
that of Jack Reader, consulting ma¬ 
rine engineer for Cathelco (trade 
name for an electronic system that 
prevents marine growth fouling a 
ship's hull and inhibits corrosion of 
a ship's piping.) 

THE MAUFACTCRING of the 

system by Ramsays makes it con¬ 
venient for the Cathelco Services to 
have a base near where they are 
made — a connection that dates 
back over 25 t ears. 


Mr. Chapell surprises by his 
claim to have passed his 80 birth¬ 
day, for his brain is still always 
active on some inventive path. 

Work for Cathelco has taken 
members of the Ramsay staff to 
Australia. Holland. Italy and often 
down the Pacific coast to install or 
repair anodes.

A master's in public adminis¬ 
tration, the thesis for which bore 
the lengthy title of An Evaluation ol 
Saanich Emergency Organization 
to Respond Effectively to Disas¬ 
ter.

Pioneer Rascals 


More than one Victorian 
has moved his fellow citizens to 
a smile, a chuckle, even laugh¬ 
ter. 

Invariably — unfortuna¬ 
tely — this amusement has 
been the result of personal 
tragedy on the part of an un¬ 
willing protagonist. Human 
nature being what it is, most 
people see humor in another's 
grief. 

One of the most frequent contributors to the 
public amusement was the police court, the tra¬ 
gedy and the pathos daily exhibited here being 
balanced, in part, by the antics of many of those 
who run afoul of the law. 

ONE SUCH UNWHITONG actor was Patrick 
Murphy, whose crime against humanity, in Octo¬ 
ber, 1885, was an inopportune Introduction of a 
beer diet to bad whisky. The result of this unhappy 
mix, as might be expected, was an appearance 
before a magistrate. 

Almost as inevitable was the light-hearted 
account of his courtroom appearance in the Colo¬ 
nist: “Murphy had taken quite an interest in a . .. 
lady ... In the northeastern portion of the town — 
and late in the evening wended his steps towards 
her residence. There was but the dim light of the 
crescent moon to guide his erring footsteps, and 
with the soporific effect of the strange beverage it 
Is not to be wondered at that he mistook the 
residence of his . .. Juliet.. 

Alas, Murphy’s erring footsteps had taken 
him to the wrong Chatham Street address. Rather 
than find the lady of his life he found a very 
unfriendly Capt. Alex McLean of “Sea Wolf" 
fame. , 

THE GALLANT CAPTAIN, the account con¬ 
tinues, mistaking the intruder for a land pirate 
procured a revolver, a quantity of rope and a boy, 
and sallied forth to attack. It was an easy matter 
to catch his man and securely tie him with a rope, 
hold guard over him with the revolver, while the 
boy was hurried to the police barracks for rein¬ 
forcements. 

Two worthy officers relumed with him. “In 
the meantime quite a crowd of neighbors gathered 
to see the suspected pirate, among whom was 
(Murphy’slady friend), who said. . .’Why for you 
here Jimmy?’ ” 

Completely subdued by the unexpected and 
unpleasant conclusion to his evening excursion, 
poor Patrick humbly pleaded guilty without a 
word, paid his fine, and left the courtroom with 
the vow: “After this ... he will stick altogether to 
the liquid product of his hop and malt, and avoid 
the muddling influences of r ye and rum.” 

NOT ALL CHARACTERS who caught the 
fancy of fellow Victorians were as sympathetic as 
Murphy. One, known only as “Ed." was a dapper 
young American who worked at the Driard Hotel. 
Ed also was a complete cad. 

He attracted city-wide attention in January, 
1886, when it was reported that he had thrown a 
New Year’s “jamboree" for his common law 
in-laws in the suite he occupied with his wife. Ed 
treated his wife, her mother, sisters, cousins and 
various relatives to a generous supply of whisky, 
Irish and Scotch. 

Before long the party was in full swing as all 
present (all but the host, it turned out) indulged 
themselves. When the liquor had taken full effect 
and the last of the guests, unaccustomed to such a 
flow of drink, passed out, Ed placed them about 
the room. In "various careless” positions, and 
proceeded to loot their baggage and wardrobe. 

THAT DONE, he boarded the S.S. Olympian 
and sailed from Victoria. The son-in-law was long 
gone by the time his befuddled victims came to, 
realized the deception and Informed the police. 
They had to content themselves with the ex- 
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pressed hope that they might one day run into Ed 
again and settle the score. 

, Ed was not the only confidence man to take 
advantage of trusting Victorians. A second anony¬ 
mous character made news two months after Ed’s 
abrupt departure from the provincial capital. 
Like Ed, this worthy caught a steamer for the 
American side, leaving Victorians a legacy of 
unpaid bills, irate creditors and interested police. 
"He was described as being six feet %-lnch tall, 
wore bright mutton chop whiskers, and jras very 
broad-shouldered . . . “reported the Colonist. 
“Nothing more was heard of him till about two 
weeks ago, when a man appeared at a small place 
on the east coast (of Vancouver Island), repre¬ 
senting himself as a medical man and son of a 
Scottish earl, or something of that character. 

“He went up, as he said, to purchase a ranch 
and bargained with a well-known gentleman to 
buy him out. He ingratiated himself so far with 
the gentleman’s family, that in a few days he was 
engaged to one of his daughters and also proposed 
to buy a ranch worth 110,000 for one of the sons, 
and to send another to Scotland to study medi¬ 
cine." 

No one seems to have questioned the “earls" 
largesse, preferring not to look a gift horse in the 
mouth, and his prospective father-in-law did not 
question him when he announced that hehad to be 
married within the month or he would lose an 
inheritance valued at 100.000 pounds.

FUTURE FATHER-IN-LAW and bride 
agreed to the time limit and arrangements were 
made for the happy event. 

Alas, all came crashing to the ground on the 
eve of the wedding when the weekly steamer 
arrived from Victoria with a week's supply of 
newspapers. Among the news contained within the 
past issues of the Colonist was a mention of a 
defaulter’s defection from his financial responsi¬ 
bilities. "The description fitted so exactly that It 
was a pen photograph of the noble stranger and

when confronted with It he acknowledged his 
identity but alleged in defence that it had been 
circulated by a valet he had discharged for 
misconduct in Portland." 

THERE WAS BUT ONE way to save his 
honor, declared the debtor He must charter a 
steamer and sail immediately to Victoria to clear 
up his affairs. He left at once, and for good (the 
good of the community, according to the Colo¬ 
nist). When he did not show up again in Victoria it 
was surmised that he had detoured to New West¬ 
minster, where it was hoped that he would be 
arrested before he could victimise anyone else. 
Portland police also wanted to question him about 
some unsettled money matters in that city. 

A THIRD UNDESIRABLE resident of this 
period was Peter Haack, for a time a steward at 
the Royal Hospital. His employment there had 
ended abruptly when various patients reported 
that their pockets had been pilfered and all the 
evidence pointed to Peter. Shortly after his dis¬ 
missal the noble Peter skipped town, leaving a 
pretty young wife and debts to the tune of $4,000. 

When next his creditors in Victoria heard of 
him he was in San Francisco, where, with their 
money, he had bought the New Hamburg House, a 
run-down boarding-house on the waterfront. 
Under Peter's liberal management the New Ham¬ 
burg became the headquarters of the lowest 
classes of both sexes. 

DESPITE THE HOTEL'S notoriety Peter was 
able, more than once, to attract wealthy guests. 
On several occasions police were called when the 
unsuspecting guests reported that they had been 
robbed overnight. Rumor and suspicions be¬ 
came open accusations when another very 
wealthy guest deposited a large purse in Peter's 
“unsafe safe." 

The next morning the guest was found dead in 
his room and police were sure that Peter had 
murdered him to keep his purse, which the author¬ 
ities — surprised — could not find. Despite their 
every effort they could not prove murder and 
Peter went on his way. 

EMBOLDENED BY SUCCESS, he apparently 
embarked on a new career, as, a short time after, 
a man was found murdered near the hotel. Again, 
police could not tie the hotelkeeper to the crime 
and, within days, they had another tragedy on 
their hands when another of Peter’s guests fell 
dangerously ill. He did not die, however, and his 
symptoms strongly Indicated that he had been 
poisoned. 

Bay City police, now satisfied that "the pro¬ 
prietor of the New Hamburg Hotel was a danger¬ 
ous citizen," gave Peter 48 hours in which to leave 
town. 

Not waiting for a second invitation, Peter 
moved on to Los Angeles, where his burgeoning 
career as a muderer came to an abrupt end. He 
had arranged to have another man slain. 

Somehow the intended victim learned of the 
plot and when Peter attempted to execute the deed 
the other shot him dead. 

VICTORIANS WERE intrigued, in January. 
1886, by the discovery of a man’s body In a room in 
Chinatown. According to Dr. A. M. Taylor, who 
made the post-mortem, the dead man had been hit 
by birdshot in the breast, abdomen, bowels and 
back. The cause of death, however, had been a 
knife wound, the throat having been slashed. 

From the dead man’s fellow boarders police 
learned that he had arrived from Nanaimo some 
weeks before and had lived alone in his room. 
They admitted that they had known for days that 
he had been III, but had not visited him. On the 
final morning they had heard him groaning and 
thought him to be dying, but did not send for a 
doctor. 

THE FACT that the deceased had been 
wounded by shotgun pellets suggested to police 
that he had been robbing a hen-roost when dis¬ 
covered by, and fired on. by the owner (there 
having been something of an epidemic of this kind 
of crime in previous weeks). The unfortunate 
chicken-thief had managed to make it back to his 
room, where, sick from loss of blood, Infection 
and hunger, he lay unattended for 12 agonizing 
days. Then, ignored by the other boarders, he 
finally ended the torture by cutting his throat. 
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
